I N the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth. 

2 And the earth was without form, and 
void; and darkness ivas upon the face 
of the deep. And the Spirit of God 
moved upon the face of the waters. 

3 And God said, Let there be light: and 
:there''was light., ^ . 

4 And God saw the light, that it was 
good: and God divided thelight from, the 
darkness. 

5 And God called the light Day, and the 
darkness he called Night. And the eve- 
ning and the morning were the first day. 
6 And God said, Let there he a fir- 
mament in the midst of the waters, and 
let it divide the waters from the waters. 
7 And God made the firmament, and 
divided the waters which were under the 
firmament from the waters which were 
above the firmament: and it was so, 

8 And God called the firmament Heav- 
en. And the evening and the morning 
were the second day. 

9 ^ And God said, Let the waters un- 
der the heaven be gathered together 
unto one place, and let the dry fund ap- 
pear; and it was so. 

10 And God called the dry Zand Earth; 
and the gathering together of the waters 
called he Seas; and God saw that if was 
good. 

11 And God said, Let the earth bring 
forth grass, the herb yielding seed, and 
the fruit tree yielding fruit after his kind, 
whose seed is in itself, upon the earth: 
and it was so. 

12 And the earth brought forth grass, 
and herb yielding seed after his kind, 
and the tree yielding fruit, whose seed 
was in itself, after his kind: and God 
saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morning 
were the third day. 

14 Q And God said, Let there be lights 
in the firmament of the heaven to divide 
the day from the night; and let them be 
for signs, and for seasons, and for days, 
and years: 

15 And let them be for lights in the 


firmament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth: and it was so. 

16 And God made two great lights; the 
greater light to rule the day, and the 
lesser light to rule the night: he made 
the stars also. 

17 And God set them in the firmament 
of the heaven to give light upon the 
earth, 

18 And to rule over the day and over 
the night, and to divide the light from 
the darkness: and God saw that it was 
good. 

19 And the evening and the morning 
were the fourth day. 

20 And God said, Let the waters bring 
forth abundantly the moving creature 
that hath life, and fowl that may fly 
above the earth in the open firmament 
of heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, and 
every living creature that moveth, which 
the waters brought forth abund^tly, 
after their kind, and every winged fowl 
after his kind: and God saw that it was 
good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and fill the waters 
in the seas, and let fowl multiply in the 
earth. 

23 And the evening and the morning 
were the fifth day. 

24 ^ And God said. Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature after his 
kind, cattle, and creeping thing, and 
beast of the earth after his kind: and it 
was so. 

25 And God made the beast of the earth 
after his kind, and cattle after their kind, 
and every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth after his kind; and God saw that 
ztiuusgood. 

26 <51 And God said, Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness: and let 
them have dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over the cattle, and over all the earth, 
and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

27 So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created he 
him; male and female created he them.

the voice of thy brother’s blood crieth 
unto me from the ground. 

11 And now art thou cursed from the 
earth, which hath opened her mouth to 
receive thy brother’s blood ixom thy 
hand. 

12 When thou tillest the groimd, it 
shall not henceforth yield unto thee he;r 
strength; a fugitive and a vagabond 
shalt thou be in the earth, 

13 And Cain said unto the Lord, My 
punishment is greater than I can bear, 

14 Behold, thou hast driven me out this 
day from the face of the earth; and from 
thy face shall I be hid; and I shall be a 
fugitive and a vagabond in the earth; 
and it shall come to pass, that every one 
that findeth me shall slay me, 

15 And the Lord said unto him, There- 
fore whosoever slayeth Cain, vengeance 
shall be taken on him sevenfold. And 
the Lord set a mark upon Cain, lest any 
finding him should kill him. 

16 ^ And Cain went out from the pres- 
ence of the Lord, and dwelt in the land 
of Nod, on the east of E'den. 

17 And Cain knew his wife; and she 
conceived, and bare Enoch; and he 
builded a city, and called the name of the 
city, after the name of his son Enoch. 

18 ^d unto Enoch was born Trad: 
and ifrad begat Me-hu'ja-el; and Me- 
hu'ja-el begat Me-thu’sa-^li and Me- 
thu'sa-el begat La'mech. 

19 <51 And La'meeh took unto him two 
wives: the name of the one was I'dah, 
and the name of the other ZSlah.

20 And AMah bare Ja'bal: he was the 
father of such as dwell in tents, and of 
such as have cattle* 

21 And his brother’s name was Jubal; 
he was the father of all such as handle 
the harp and organ. 

22 And ZiFlah, she also bare Tii'bal- 
Cain, an instructor of every artificer in 
brass and iron: and the sister of Tui 
bM~cain if'us Na^a-msih, 

23 And La''m6eh said unto his wives, 
A'd^ and Zil^lah, hear my voice; ye 
wives of La''mSeh, hearken unto my 
speech; for I have slain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my hurt. 

24 If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 
truly La'mSeh seventy and sevenfold. 

25 ^ And Adam knew his wife again; 
and she bare a son, and called his name 
Seth: For Qodf said she, hath appointed 
me another seed instead of Abel, whom 
Cain slew. 

26 And to Seth, to him also there was 
born a son; and he called his name 
E'nos; then began men to call upon the 
name of the Lord,

10 And E'nos lived after he begat 
Ca-i'nan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 
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11 And all the days of E'nos were nine 
hundred and five years: and he died. 

12 «i And Ca-f nan lived seventy years, 
and begat Ma-ha'la-le^61: 

13 And Ca-fnan lived after he begat 
Ma-ha^la-le'61 eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

14 And all the days of Ca-i'nan were 

nine hundred and ten years: and he 
died-. ' ' ■ 

15 And Ma-hala-le'gl lived sixty 
and five years, and begat Ja'rgd: 

16 And Ma-hala-!e'll lived after he 
begat Ja'rSd eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

17 And all the days of Ma-ha'Iade'Sl 
were eight hu^red ninety and five 
years: and he died. 

18 ^ And Ja'rSd lived a hundred sixty 
and two years, and he begat Enoch: 

19 And JefxM lived after he begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters: 

20 And all the days of Ja'rgd were nine 
hundred sixty and two years: and he 
died. 

21 ^ And Enoch lived sixty and five 
years, and begat Me-thfi'se-llh: 

22 And Enoch walked with God after 
he begat Me-thu'se-I4h three hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters; 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years: 

24 And Enoch walked with God: and 
he was not; for God took him. 

25 And Me-thfi'se-lah lived a hundred 
eighty and seven years, and begat 
La'mSch: 

26 And M§*thu'se-lah lived after he 
begat La'meeh seven hundred eighty 
and two years, and begat sons and 
daughters: 

27 And all the days of Me-thu'se-lah 
v/ere nine hundred sixty and nine years: 
and he died. 

28 ^ And La'mech lived a hundred 
eighty and two years, and begat a son: 

29 And he called his name Noah, say- 
ing, This same shall comfort us con- 
cerning our work and toil of our hands, 
because of the groimd which the Lord 
hath cursed. 

30 And La'mdeh lived after he begat 
Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

31 And all the days of La^meeh were 
seven hundred seventy and seven years: 
and he died. 


32 And Noah was five hundred years 
old: and Noah begat Sh6m, Ham, and 
jrphSth, 

CHAPTER 6 

A ND it came to pass, when men began 
£% to multiply on the face of the 
earth, and daughters were bom unto 
them, 

2 That the sons of God saw the daugh- 
ters of men that they were fair; and they 
took them wives of all which they chose. 

3 And the Lord said, My Spirit shall 
not always strive with man, for that he 
also is flesh; yet his days shall be a hun- 
dred and twenty years. 

4 There were giants in the earth in 
those days; and also after that, when the 
sons of God came in unto the daughters 
of men, and they bare children to them, 
the same became mighty men which 
were of old, men of renown, 

5 And God saw that the wickedness 
of man was great in the earth, and that 
every imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually, 

6 And it repented the Lord that he had 
made man on the earth, and it grieved 
him at his heart, 

7 And the Lord said, I will destroy man 
whom I have created from the face of the 
earthy both man, and beast, and the 
creepmg thing, and the fowls of the air; 
for it repenteth me that I have made 
them. 

8 But Noah found grace in the eyes of 
the Lord. 

9 ^ These are the generations of Noah: 
Noah was a just man and perfect in his 
generations, and Noah walked with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, ShSm, 
Ham, and JajphSth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt before 
God; and the earth was filled with 
violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, and, 
behold, it was corrupt; for ail flesh had 
corrupted his way upon the earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The end 
of all flesh is come before me; for the 
earth is filled with violence through 
them; and, behold, I will destroy them 
with the earth. 

14 M Make thee an arlr of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the ark, 
and shalt pitch it within and without 
with pitch. 

1$ And this is the/asAion which ihov 
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^alt make it of: The length of the ark 
shall be three hundred cubits, the 
breadth of it fifty cubits, and the height 
of it thirlty cubits. 

16 A window shjdt thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish it 
above; and the door of the ark shalt 
thou set in the side thereof; with lower, 
second, and third stories shalt thou 
make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a 
flood of waters upon the earth, to de- 
stroy all flesh, wherein is the breath of 
life, from under heaven: and every thing 
that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish my 
covenant; and thou shalt come into the 
ark thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, 
and thy sons* wives with thee, 

19 And of every living thing bf all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them alive with 
thee; they shall be male and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creeping 
thing of the earth after his kind; two of 
every sort shall come unto thee, to keep 
fhemahve. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all food 
that is eaten, and thou shalt gather it to 
thee; and it shall be for food for thee, 
and for them. 

22 Thus did Noah; according to all that 
God commanded him, so did he. 

CHAPTER 7 

AND the Lord said unto Noah, Come 
JTjL thou and aH thy house into the ark; 
for thee have 1 seen duteous before me 
in tliis generation. 

2 Of every clean beast thou shalt take 
to thee by sevens, the male and his 
female: and of beasts that are not clean 
by two, the male and his female.

5 And Noah did according unto all that 
he Lord commanded him. 

6 And Noah was six hundred years old 
7hen the flood of waters was upon the 
iarfli. 

7 ^ And Noah went in, and his sons, 


and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him, into the ark, because of the waters 
of Ihe flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of every 
thing that creepeth upon the earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto Noah 
into the ark, the male and the female, as 
God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood were 
upon the earth, 

11 C In the six hundredth year of 
Noah^ life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the same 
day were all the fountains of the great 
deep broken up, and the windows of 
heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 La the selfsame day entered Noah, 
and ShSm, and Ham, and Ja'pheth, the 
sons of Noah, and Noah’s wife, and the 
three wives of his sons with them, into 
the ark; 

14 They, and every beast after his kind, 
and all the cattle after their kind, and 
every creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth after his kind, and every fowl 
after his kind, every bird of every sort. 

15 And they went in unto Noah into 
the ark, two and two of all flesh, wherein 
IS the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, went in male 
and female of aU flesh, as God had com- 
manded him: and the Lord shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days upon 
the earth; and the waters increased, and 
bare up the ark, and it was lifted up 
above the earth. 

18 And the waters prevailed, and were 
increased greatly upon the earth; and 
the ark went upon the face of the waters.

9 It was foursquare; they made the 
breastplate double: a span was the 
length thereof, and a ^an the breadth 
thereof, doubled. 

10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones: the first row was a sardius, a 
topaz, and a carbuncle: this was the 
first row. 

11 And the second row, an emerald, a 
sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a figure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 

13 And the fourth tow, a beryl, an onyx, 
and a jasper: they were inclosed in 
ouches of gold in their inclosings. 

14 And the stones were according to' 
the names of the children of I§'ra-61, 
twelve according to their names, Wze 
the engravings of a ^net, every one 
with his name, according to the twelve 
tribes, 

15 And they made upon the breast- 
plate chains at the ends, of wreathed 
work of pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of gold, 
and two gold rings, and put the two 
rings in the two ends of the breastplate. 

17 And they put the two wreathed 
chains of gold in the two rings on the 
mids of the breastplate. 
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18 And the two ends of the two 
wreathed chains they fastened in the 
two ouches, and put them on the shoul- 
derpieces of the eph'od, before it. 

19 And they made two rings of gold, 
and put them on the two ends of the 
breastplate, upon the border of it, which 
was on the side of the eph'od inward. 

20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides of 
the ^h'od underneath, toward the fore- 
part of it, over against the other cou- 
pling thereof, above the curious girdle of 
the eph'od. 

21 And they ^d bind the breastplate 
by his rings unto the rings of the eph'od 
with a lace of blue, that it might be 
above the curious girdle of the eph'od, 
and that the breastplate might not be 
loosed from the eph'od; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

22 And he made the robe of the 
eph'od of woven work, all o/blue. 

23 And there was a hole in the midst of 
the robe, as the hole of an habergeon,. 
with a band round about the hole, that 
it should not rend. 

24 And they made upon the hems 
of the robe pomegranates of blue, and 
purple, and scarlrt, and twined linen, 

25 And they made befis o/pure gold,, 
and put the bells between the pome- 
granates upon the hem of the robe, 
round about between the pomegranates; 

26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell and 
a pomegranate, round about the hem of 
the robe to minister m; as the Lord 
commanded Moses.

9 And thou shalt take the anointing oil, 
and anoint the tabernacle, and all that 
is therein, and shalt hallow it, and all the 
vessels thereof: and it shall be holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar of the 
burnt offering, and all his vessels, and 
sanctify the altar: and it shall be an altar 
most holy, 

11 And thou shalt anoint the laver and 
his foot, and sanctify it. 

12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and his 
sons unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and wash them with 
water, 

13 And thou shalt put ui)on Aaron the 
holy garments, and anoint him, and 
sanctify him; that he may minister unto 
me in the priest’s office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
clothe them with coats: 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as thou 
didst anoint their father, that they may 
minister unto me in the priest’s office: 
for their anointing shall surely be an 
everlasting priesthood throughout their 
generations. 

16 Thus did Moses: according to aH 
that the Lord commanded him, so did 
he, 

17 ^ And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on the first 
day of the month, that the tabernacle 
was reared up. 

18 And Moses reared up the taber- 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and set 
up the boards thereof, and put in the 
bars thereof, and reared up his pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the tent over 
the tabernacle, and put the covering of 
the tent above upon it; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

20 <5 *ook and put the testi- 

mony into the ark, and set the staves on 
the ark, and put the mercy seat above 
upon the ark: « 

21 And he brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and set up the veil of the 


The cloud by day and the fire by night 

covering, and covered the ark of the tes- 
timony; as the Lord commanded Moses, 

22 ^ And he put the table in the tent 
of the congregation, upon the side of the 
tabernacle northward, without the veil. 

23 And he set the bread in order upon 
it before the Lord; .as the Lord had 
commanded Moses. 

24 ^ And he put the candlestick in the 
tent of the congregation, over against 
the table, on the side of the tabernacle 
southward. 

25 And he lighted the lamps before the 
Lord; as the Lord commanded Moses, 

26 ^ And he put the golden altar in the 
tent of the congregation before the veil; 

27 And he burnt sweet incense thereon; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

28 And he set up the hanging at the 
door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt offer- 
ing by the door of the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation, and offered 
upon it the burnt offering and the meat 
offering; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

30 ^ And he set the laver between the 
tent of the congregation and the altar, 
and put water there, to wash withal* 


EXODUS 40

34 ^ Then a cloud covered the tent of 
the congregation, and the glory of the 
Lord filled the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to enter in- 
to the tent of the congregation, because 
the cloud abode thereon, and the glory 
of the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

36 And when the cloud was taken up 

from over the tabernacle, the children 
of I§'ra-el went onward in all their 
journeys: - 

37 But if the cloud were not taken up, 
then they journeyed not till the day that 
it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lord was upon 
the tabernacle by day, and fire was on it 
by night, in the sight of all the house of 
l§'ra-61, throughout all their journeys*

26 But if the priest look on it, and, be- 
hold, there be no white hair in the bri^t 
spot, and it be no lower than the other 
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skin, but be somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days: 

27 And the priest shall look upon him 
the seventh day: and if it be spread 
much abroad in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce Mm unclean: it is the 
plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in Ms 
place, and spread not in the skin, but it 
be somewhat dark; it is a rising of the 
burning, and the priest shall pronounce 
him clean: for it is an inflammation of 
the burning. 

29 ^ If a man or woman have a plague 
upon the head or the beard; 

30 Then the priest shall see the plague: 
and, behold, if it be in sight deeper than 
the skin, and there be in it a yeUow thin 
hair; then the priest shall pronounce Mm 
unclean: it is a dry scall, even a leprosy 
upon the head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the plague 
of the scab, and, behold, it be not in 
sight deeper than the skin, and that 
there is no black hair in it; then the 
priest shall shut up him that hath the' 
plague of the seal! seven days: 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague: and, behold, if 
the scall spread not, and there he in it 
no yellow hair, 'and the scall be not m 
sight deeper than the skin; 

33 He shall be shaven, hut the seal! 
shall he not shave; and the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the scaU seven 
days more: 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the scall: and, behold, if 
the scall be not spread in the skin, nor 
be in sight deeper than the skin; then 
the priest shall pronounce him clean: 
and he shall wash Ms clothes, and he 
dean. 

35 But if the scall spread much in the 
sMn after Ms deansing;

18 But if he sanctify his field after the 
jubilee, then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the money according to the years 
that remain, even unto the year of the 
jubilee, and it shall be abated from thy 
estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the field 
will in any wise redeem it, then he shall 
add the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be as- 
sured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the field, 
or if he have sold the field to another 
man, it shall not be redeemed any more. 

21 But the field, when it goeth out in 
the jubilee, shall be holy unto the 
Lord, as a field devoted; the possession 
thereof shall be the priest’s. 

22 And if a man sanctify unto the Lord 
a field which he hath bought, which is 
not of the fields of his possession: 
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23 Then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the worth of thy estimation, even 
unto the year of the jubilee; and he shall 

f ive thine estimation in that day, as a 
oly thing unto the Lord. 

24 In the year of the jubilee the field 
shall return unto him of whom it was 
bought, euera to him to whom, the pos- 
session of the land did belong, 

25 And all thy estimations shall be 
according to the shekel of the sanctuary; 
twenty ge'rahs shall be the shekel. 

26 ^ Only the firstling of the beasts, 
which should be the Lord’s firstling, no 
man shall sanctify it; whether it he ox, 
or sheep: it is the Lord’s. 

27 And if it he of an unclean beast, then 
he shall redeem if according to thine 
estimation, and shall add a fifth j&ari of 
it thereto: or if it be not redeemed, then 
it shall be sold according to thy esti- 
mation, 

28 Notwithstanding, no devoted thing, 
that a man shall devote imto the Lord 
of all that he hath, 6ofA of man and 
beast, and of the field of his posses- 
sion, shall be sold or redeemed: every 
devoted thing is most holy unto the 
Lord. 

29 None devoted, which shall be de- 
voted of men, shall be redeemed; but 
shall surefy be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, whether 
of the seed of the land, or of the fruit of 
the tree, is the Lord’s: it is holy unto 
the Lord. 

31 And if a man will at all redeem aught 
of his tithes, he shall add thereto the 
fifth dnrf thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the herd, 
or of the fiock, even of whatsoever pass- 
eth under the rod, the tenth shall be 
holy unto the Lord. 

33 He shall not search whether it be 
good or bad, neither shall he change it: 
and if he change it at all, then both it 
and the change thereof shall he holy; it 
shall not be redeemed. 

34 These are the commandments, 
which the Lord commanded Moses 
for the children of I§’ra-61 in mount 
Srnai. 
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31 And I will make your cities waste, 
and bring yoxir sanctuaries unto desola- 
tion, and I will not smeE the savor of 
your sweet odors. 

32 And I will bring the land into deso- 
lation: and your enemies which dweE 
therein shaE be astonished at it. 

33 And I wiE scatter you among the 
heathen, and wiE draw out a sword after 
you: and your land shaE be desolate, 
and your cities waste. 

34 Then shaE the land enjoy her sab- 
baths, as long as it Eeth desolate, and ye 
be in your enemies’ land; even then 
shaE the land rest, and enjoy her sab- 
baths. 

35 As long ns it Eeth desolate it shaE 
rest; because it did not rest in your sab- 
baths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

36 And upon them that areleft dive of 
you I wEI send a faintness into their 
hearts in the lands of their enemies; and 
the sound of a shaken leaf shaE chase 
them; and they shaE flee, as fleeing 
from a sword; and they sh^ faE when 
nonepursueth. 

37 And they shaE faE one upon another, 
as it were before a sword, when none 
pursueth: and ye shaE have no power to 
stand before your enemies. 

38 And ye shaE perish among the 
heathen, and the land of your enemies 
shaE eat you up. 

39 And they mat are left of you shaE 
pine away in their iniquity in your ene- 
mies’ lands; and also in the iniquities of 
their fathers shaE they pine away with 
them. 

40 If they shaE confess their iniquity, 
and the iniquity of their fathers, with 
their trespass which they trespassed 
against me, and that also they have 
walked contrary unto me; 

41 And that I also have walked con- 
trary unto them, and have brought them 
into the land of their enemies; if then 
their undrcumcised hearts be humbled, 
and they then accept of the punishment 
of their iniquity: 

42 Then M I remember my covenant 
with Jacob, and also my covenant with 
Isaac, and also my covenant with Abra- 
ham wiE I remember; and I wEl remem- 
ber the land. 

43 Tl^e land also shaE be left of them, 
^d ShaE enjoy her sabbaths, while she 
Eeth desolate without them: and they 
shaE accept of the punishment of their 


IsrmVs iniquity to he punished 
iniquity; because, even because they 
despised my judgments, and because 
their soul abhorred my statutes. 

44 And yet for aE that, when they be in 
the land of their enemies, I wiE not cast 
them away, neither wiE I abhor them, to 
destroy them utterly, and to break my 
covenant with them: for I am the Lord 
their God. 

45 But I wiE for their sakes remember 
the covenant of their ancestors, whom I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt in 
the sight of the heathen, that I might be 
their God: I am the Lord. 

46 These are the statutes and judg- 
ments and laws, which the Lord made 
between him and the duldren of 
ra-61 in mount Sfnai by the hand, of 
Moses. 

CHAPTER 27 

AHD the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Jr\. saying,

and say unto them, When a man shall 
make a singular vow, the persons shall 
be for the Lord by thy estimation.

9 And if it he & beast, whereof men 
bring an ofiering unto the Lord, aE that 
any man giveth of such unto the Lord 
shaE be holy. 

10 He shaft not alter it, nor change it, 
a good for a bad, or a bad for a good: and 
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if he shall at all change beast for heast, 

then it and the exchange thereof shall 

if it be any nnclean beast, of 
which they do not offer a sacrifice unto 
the Lord, then he shall present the 
beast before the priest: 

12 And the pnest shall value it, whether 

it be good or bad: as thou valuest it, who 
art the priest, so shaH Jt be. .

15 And if he that sanctified it will re- 
deem bis house, then he shall add the 
fifth part of the money of thy estimation 
unto it, and it shall be his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify unto the 
Lord some part of a field of his posses- 
sion, then thy estimation shall be ac- 
cording to the seed thereof: a homer of 
barley seed shcdl be valued at fifty shek-. 
els of silver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the year 
of jubilee, according to thy estimation 
it shsdl stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his field after the 
jubilee, then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the money according to the years 
that remain, even unto the year of the 
jubilee, and it shall be abated from thy 
estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the field 
will in any wise redeem it, then he shall 
add the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall he as- 
sured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the field, 
or if he have sold the field to another 
man, it shall not be redeemed any more.

3 He shall separate himself from wine 
and strong drink, and shall drink no 
vinegar of wine, or vinegar of strong 
drink, neither shall he drink any liquor 
of grapes, nor eat moist grapes, or 
dried. 

4 All the days of his separation shall he 
eat nothing that is made of the vine tree, 
from the kernels even to the husk. 

5 All the days of the vow of his sepa- 
ration there shall no razor come upon 
his head: until the days be fulfilled, in 
the which he separateth himself unto 
the Lord, he shall be holy, and shall let 
the locks of the hair of Ms head grow. 
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6 All the days that he separateth 
self unto the Lord he shall come at no 
dead body. 

7 He shall not make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for his 
brother, or for his sister, when they die: 
because the consecration of his God is 
upon his head. 

8 All th^days of his separation he is 
holy rmto me Lord. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly by 
him, and he hath defiled the head of his 
consecration; then he shall shave his 
head in the day of his cleansing, on the 
seventh day shall he shave it.

18 And the Nazarite shall shave the 
head of his separation at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and shall 
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take the hair of the head of his separa- 
tion, and put it in the fire which is under 
the sacrifice of the peace ofieringSi

cake out of the basket and one un- 
leavened wafer, and shall put fAem up- 
on the hands of the Kazarite, after the 
hair o/ his separation is shaven:

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CHAPTER 6 

T^OW these are the commaiidments, 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
which the Lord your God commanded 
to teach you, that ye might do them in 
the land whither ye go to possess it:

3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and burn their 
groves with fire; and ye shall hew down 
the graven images of their gods, and 
destroy the names of them out of that 
place. 

4 Ye shall not do so unto the Lord your 
God. 

5 But unto the place which the Lord 
your God shall choose out of all your 
tribes to put his name there, even unto 
his habitation shall ye seek, and .thither 
thou Shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your burnt 
offerings, and your sacrifices, and your 
tithes, and heave offerings of your hand, 
and your vows, and your freewill offer- 
ings, and the firstlings of your herds and 
of your flocks: 

7 And there ye shall eat before the 
Lord your God, and ye shall rejoice in 
all that ye put your hand unto, ye and 
your households, wherein the Lord thy 
God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to the rest 
and to the inheritance, which the Lord 
your God giveth you, 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, and 
dwell in the land which the Lord your 
God giveth you to inherit, and when he 
giveth you rest from all your enemies 
round about, so that ye dwell in safety; 

11 Then there shall be a place which 
the Lord your God shall choose to cause 
his name to dwell there; thither shall ye 
bring all that I command you; your burnt 
offerings, and your sacrifices, your

tithes, and the heave offering of your 
hand, and all your choice vows which ye 
vow unto the Lord: 

12 And ye shall rejoice before the Lord 
your God, ye, and your sons, and your 
daughters, and your menservants, and 
your maidservants, and the Le'vite that 
is within your gates; forasmuch as he. 
hath no part nor inheritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou offer 
not thy. burnt offerings in every place 
that thou seest: 

14 But in the place which the Lord 
shall choose in one of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, and 
there thou shalt do all that I. command 
thee. 

15 Notwithstanding, thou mayest kill 
and eat flesh in ail thy gates, whatso- 
ever thy soul iusteth after, according to 
the blessing of the Lord thy God which 
he hath given thee: the unclean and the 
clean may eat thereof, as of the roebuck, 
and as of the hart. 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; ye 
shall pour it upon the earth as water. 

17 ^ Thou mayest not eat within thy 
gates the tithe of thy corn, or of thy wine, 
or of thy oil, or the firstlings of thy herds 
or of thy flock, nor any of thy vows which 
thou vowest, nor thy freewill offerings, 
or heave offering of thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them before the 
Lord thy God in the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose, thou, and 
thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and thy maidservant, and the 
Le'vite that is within thy gates: and thou 
shalt rejoice before the Lord thy God 
in all that thou puttest thine hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou for- 
sake not the Le'vite as long as thou livest 
upon the earth. 

20 ^ When the Lord thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, 
because thy soul longeth to eat flesh; 
thou mayest eat flesh, whatsoever thy 
soul Iusteth after.

8 Thou shalt not consent unto him, not 
hearken unto him; neither shall thine 
eye pity him, neither shalt thou spare, 
neither shalt thou conceal him: 

9 But thou shalt surely kill him; thine 
hand shah be first upon him to put him 
to death, and afterward the hand of all 
the people. 

10 And thou shalt ■ stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lord thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage.

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact it 
again : hut that which is thine with thy 
brother thine hand shall release; 

4 Save when there shall be no poor 
among you; for the Lord shall greatly 
bless thee in the land which the Lord 
thy God giyeth thee for an inlieritance 
to possess it: 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken unto 
the voice of the Lord thy God, to ob- 
serve to do all these commandments 
which I command thee this day. 

6 For the Lord thy God blesseth thee, 
as he promised thee: and thou shalt lend 
mto many nations, but thou shalt not 
borrow; and thou shalt reign over many 
nations, hut they shall not reign over 
thee, 

7 «9r If there be among you a poor man 
of one of thy brethren within any of thy 
gates in thy land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden 
thine heart, nor shut thine hand from 
thy poor brother: 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto him, and shalt surely lend him 
sufficient for his need, in that which he 
wanteth. 

9 Beware that there he not a thought in 
thy wicked heart, saying. The seventh 
year, the year of release, is at hand; and 
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thine eye be evil against thy poor 
brother, and thou givest him nought; 
and he cry unto the Lord against thee, 
and it he sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shaE not he grieved when 
thou givest unto him: because that for 
this thing the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in all thy works, and in all that thou 
puttest thine hand unto. 

11 For the poor shall never cease out 
of the land: therefore I command thee, 
saying. Thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto thy brother, to thy poor, and to thy 
needy, in thy land. 

12 4 And if thy brother, a Hebrew 
man, or a Hebrew woman, be sold unto 
thee, and serve thee six years; then in 
the seventh year thou shalt let him go 
free from thee. 

13 And when thou sendest him out free 
from thee, thou shalt not let him go away 
empty: 

14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally out 
of thy flock, and out of thy floor, and out 
of thy winepress: of that wherewith the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee thou 
shalt give unto him. 

15 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and the Lord thy God redeemed thee: 
therefore I command thee this thing 
to-day. 

16 ^d it shall he, if he say unto thee, 
I will not go away from thee; because he 
loveth thee and thine house, because he 
is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an awl, and 
thrust it through his ear unto the door, 
and he shall be thy servant for ever. 
And also unto thy maidservant thou 
shalt do likewise. 

18 It shaU not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free from 
thee; for he hath been worth a double 
hired servant to thee^m serving thee six 
years: and the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in aU that thou doest. 

19 ^ An the firsthng males that come

2 Therefore shall they have no inherit- 
ance among their brethren: the Lord is 
their inheritance, as he hath said unto 
them. ■ 

3 ^ And this shall be the priest’s due 
from the people, from them that offer a 
sacrifice, whether it be ox or sheep; and 
they shah give unto the priest the shoul- 
der, and the two cheeks, and the maw. 

4 The fijstfruit also of thy corn, of thy 
v/ine, and of thine oil, and the first of the 
fieece of thy sheep, shalt thou give him, 

5 For the^ Lord thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes, to stand to min- 
ister in the name of the Lord, him and 
his sons for ever. 

6 ^ And if a Le^vite come from any of 
thy gates out of all I§'ra-el, where he 
sojourned, and come with all the desire 
of his mind unto the place which the 
Lord shall choose;

neighbor, that he die; he shall flee unto 
one of those cities, and live: 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood pursue 
the slayer, while his heart is hot, and 
overtake him, because the way is long, 
and slay him; whereas he was not 
worthy of death, inasmuch as he hated 
him not in time past. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, saying, 
Thou Shalt separate three cities for thee. 

8 And if the Lord thy God enlarge thy 
coast, as he hath sworn unto thy fathers, 
and give thee all the land which he 
promised to give imto thy fathers ; 

9 If thou shall keep ail these command- 
ments to do them, which I command 
thee this day, to love the Lord thy God, 
and to walk ever in his ways; then shall 
thou add three cities more for thee, be- 
side these three: 

10 That innocent blood be not shed in 
thy land, which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee /or an inheritance, and so blood be 
upon thee. 

11^ But if any man hate his neighbor, 
and lie in wait for him, and rise up 
against him, and smite him mortally that 
he die, and fleeth into one of these cities: 

12 Then the elders of his city shall send 
and fetch him thence, and deliver him 
into the hand of the avenger of blood, 
that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shall put away the guilt of innocent 
blood from i§'ra-gi, that it may go well 
with thee. 

14 ^ Thou shalt not remove thy neigh- 
bor’s landmark, which they of old time 
have set in thine inheritance, vrhich thou 
shall inherit in the land that the Lord 
thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

15 ^ One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for. any 
sin, in any sin that he sinneth: at the 
mouth of two witnesses, or at the mouth 
of three witnesses, shall the matter be 
established.

W HEN thou goest out to battle 
against thine enemies, and seest 
horses, and chariots, and a people more 
than thou, be not afraid of them: for the 
Lord thy God is with thee, which 
brought thee up out of the land of Egypt. 
2 And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest shall 
approach and speak unto the people, 

3 And shall say unto them, Hear, O 
l§'ra-Sl, ye approach this day unto bat- 
tle against your enemies: let not your 
hearts faint, fear not, and do not trem- 
ble, neither be ye terrified because of 
them; 

4 For the Lord your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you, 

5 <51 And the officers shall speak unto 
the people, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedicated it? let him go and return 
to his house, lest he die in the battle, 
and another man dedicate it. 

6 And what man is he that hath planted 
a vineyard, and hath not yet eaten of it? 
let him a.lso go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and an- 
other man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that hath be- 
trothed a wife, and hath not taken her? 
let him go and return unto his house, 
lest he die in the battle, and another man 
take her. 

8 And the officers shall speak further 
unto the people, and they shall say, 
What man is there that is fearful and 
faint-hearted? let him go and return un- 
to his house, lest his brethren’s heart 
faint as well as his heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the officers have 
made an end of speaking unto the peo- 
ple, that they shall make captains of the 
jarmies to lead the people.

rites, the Ca'naan-ites, and the Per'iz- 
zites, the Hi'vites, and the Jeb'u-§ites; 
as the Lord thy God hath commanded 
thee: 

18 That they teach you not to do after 
all their abominations, which they have 
done unto their gods; so shotxld ye sin 
against the Lord your God. 

19 ^ When thou shalt besiege a city a 
long time, in making war against it to 
take it, thou shalt not destroy the trees 
thereof by forcing an axe against them: 
for thou mayest eat of them, and thou 
shalt not cut them down (for the tree of 
the field is man's life) to employ them 
in the siege: 

20 Only the trees which thou knowest 
that they be not trees for meat, thou 
shalt destroy and cut them down; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks against the 
city that maketh war with thee, until it 
be subdued.

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest lend 
upon usury; but unto thy brother thou 
shalt not lend upon usury: that the Lord 
thy God may bless thee in all that thou 
settest thine hand to in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

21 ^ When thou shalt vow a vow unto 
the Lord thy God, thou shalt not slack 
to pay it: for the Lord thy God will 
surely require it of thee; and it would be 
sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, it, 
shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy lips 
thou shalt keep and perform; even a 
freewill offering, according as thou hast 
vowed imto the Lord thy God, which 
thou hast promised with thy mouth. 

24 ^ When thou comest into thy 
neighbor's vineyard, then thou mayest 
eat grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure; 
but thou shalt not put any in thy vessel. 

25 When thou comest into the standing 
com of thy neighbor, then thou mayest 
pluck the ears with thine hand; hut thou 
shalt not move a sickle unto thy neigh- 
bor’s standing com. 

CHAPTER 24 

W HEN a man hath taken a wife, 
and married her, and it come to 
pass that she find no favor in his eyes, 
because he hath found some unclean- 
ness in her: then let him write her a biU 
of divorcement, and give it in her hand, 
and send her out of ms house. 
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2 And when she is departed out of his 
house, s^e may go and be another man’s 
tmfe. 

3 And if the latter husband hate her, 
and write her a bill of divorcement, and 
giveth it in her hand, and sendeth her 
out of his house; or if the latter husband 
die, which took her to he his wife; 

4 Her former husband, which sent her 
away, may not take her again to be his 
wife, after that she is defiled; for that is 
ahomination before the Lord: and thou, 
shalt not cause the land to sin, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an in- 
heritance. 

5 ^ When a man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, neither 
shall he be charged with any business: 
but he shall be free at home one year, 
and shall cheer up his wife which he: 
hath taken.' 

6 ^ No man shall take the nether or 
the upper millstone to pledge: for he 
taketh a man^s life to pledge. 

7 ^ If a man be found stealing any of 
his brethren of the children of I§’ra- 
dl, and maketh merchandise of him, or 
selleth him; then that thief shall die; 
and thou shalt put evil away from, 
among you. 

8 ^ Take heed in the plague of lep- 
rosy, that thou observe diligently, and 
do according to all that the priests the 
Le'vites shall teach you: as I com- 
manded them, so ye shall observe to do,. 

9 Remember what the Lord thy God 
did unto Miriam by the way, after that; 
ye were come forth out of Egypk 

10 If When thou dost lend thy brother 
any riling, thou shalt not go into his 
house to fetch his pledge. 

11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and the 
man to whom thou dost lend shall bring 
out the pledge abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man be poor, thou shalt 
not sleep with his pledge: 

13 In any case thou shalt deliver him, 
the pledge again when the sun goeth 
down, that he may sleep in his own rai- 
ment, and bless thee: and it shall be 
ri^teousness unto thee before the Lord 
thy God.

5 There shall not any man be able to 
stand before thee all the days of thy life: 
as I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee: I will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage: for 
unto this people shalt thou divide for an 
inheritance the land, which I sware unto 
their fathers to give them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very coura- 
geous, that thou mayest observe to do 
according to all the law, which Moses my 
servant commanded thee: turn not from 
it to the right hand or to the left, that 
thou mayest prosper whithersoever thou 
goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth; but thou shalt medi- 
tate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest ofosenre to do according to all 
that is written therein: for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and 
then then shalt have good success.

God giveth 
them: then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, and enjoy it, 
which Moses the Lord’s servant gave 
you on this side Jordan toward the 
sunrising.

And they went, and came into a harlot^s 
house, named Ra'hab, and lodged there, 

2 And it was told the king of Jer'i-cho, 
saying, Behold, there came men in 
hither to-night of the children of I§'ra-ei 
to search out the country. 

3 And the king, of Jer'i-eho sent unto 
Ra^hab, saying, Bring forth the men that 
are come to thee, which are entered into 
thine house: for they be come to search 
out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus. There came 
men unto me, but I wist not whence they 
were: 

5 And it came to pass about the time 
of shutting of the gate, when it was dark, 
that the men went out; whither the men 
went, I wot not; pursue after them 
quicmy; for ye shall overtake them. 

6 But she had brought them up to the 
roof of the house, and hid them with the 
stalks of fiax, which she had laid in order 
upon the roof. 

7 And the men pursued after them the 
way to Jordan unto the fords; and as 
soon as they which pursued after them 
were gone out, they shut the gate, 

8 ^ And. before they were laid down, 
she came up tmto them upon the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I know 
that the Lord hath given you the land, 
and that your terror is fallen upon us, 
and that all the inhabitants of the land 
faint because of you. 

10 For we have heard how the Lord 
dried up the water of the Red sea for 
you, when ye came out of Egypt; and 
what ye did unto the two kings of the 
Am'6-rites, that were on the other side 
Jordan, Sf hon and Og, whom ye utterly 
destroyed. 

11 And as soon as we had heard these 
thiJigs, our hearts did melt, neither did 
.there remain any more courage in any

God, he is God in heaven above, and in 
earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, swear 
unto me by the Lord, since I have 
showed you kindness, that ye will also, 
show kindness unto my father^s house,:

31 And Jo'ash said unto all that stood 
against him, Will ye plead for Ba'^Sl? will 
ye save him? he that will plead for him, 
let him be put to death wMlst it is yet 
morning: if he be a god, let him plead for 
himself, because one hath cast down his 
altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he called him 
Jer'iib-ba’al, saying, Let Ba"al plead 
against him, because he hath thrown 
down his altar. 

33 M Then all the Mid'i-an-ites and 
the Am'a-lelc-ites and the children of the 
east were gathered together, and went 
over, and pitched in the valley of 
Jez're-el. 

34 But the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; 
and A'bi-e'zer was gathered after him. 

35 And he sent messengers throughout 
all Ma-nas'seh: who also was gathered 
after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Ash'er, and unto Zeb^u-liin, and unto 
'Mph'ta-li; and they came up to meet 
them. 

36 ^ And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou ^t save Ig'ra-el by mine hand, as 
thou hast said, 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of wool in 
the floor; and if the dew be on the fleece 
only, and ff be dry upon all the earth be- 
sidesrjhen shall I know that thou wilt 
save I|’'ra-el by mine hand, as thou 
hast said, 

38 And it was so: for he rose up early 
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on the morrow, and tlimst the fleece to- 
gether, and wringed the dew out of the 
fleece, a bowlfu! of water. 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let not 
thine anger be hot against me, and I 
will speak but this once: let me prove, I 
pray thee, but this once with the fleece; 
let it now be dry only upon the fleece, 
and upon all the ground let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night: for it was 
dry upon the fleece only, and there was 
dew on ail the ground. 

CHAPTER 7 

T hen Jer'ub-ba'M, who is Gideon, 
and all the people that were with 
him, rose up early, and pitched beside 
the well of Ha'rod: so that the host of 
the Mid'i-an-ites were on the north side 
of them, by the hill of Mo'reh, in the 
valley. 

2 And the Lord said unto Gideon, The 
people that are with thee are too many 
for me to give the MidT-an-ites into 
their hands, lest I§'ra-el vaunt them- 
selves against me, saying, Mine own 
hand hath saved me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in the 
ears of the people, saying, Whosoever 
is fearful and afraid, let him return and 
depart early from mount Gire-ad.

4 And the Lord said unto Gideon, The 
people are yet too many; bring them 
down unto the water, and I will try them 
for thee there: and it shall be, that oi 
whom I say unto thee, This shall go 
with thee, the same shall go with thee; 
and of whomsoever I say unto thee, This 
shall not go with thee, the same shall 
not go. 

5 So he brought down the people unto 
the water: and the Lord said unto Gide- 
on, Every one that lappeth of the water 
with his tongue, as a dog lappeth, him 
shalt thou set by himself; likewise every 
one that boweth down upon his knees to 
drink. 

6 And the number of them that lapped, 
putting their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men: but all the rest of 
the people bowed down upon their knees 
to drink water, 

7 And the Lord said unto Gideon, By 
the three hundred men that lapped will 
I save you, and deliver the Mid'i-an-ites

into thine, hand: and let all the other 
people go every man unto his place. 

■8 So the people took victuals in their 
hand, and their trumpets: .and he sent 
all the rest of every man unto

9 ^ And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; fori 
have delivered it into thine hand. 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go thou 
with Phu'rMi thy servant down to the 
host: 

11 And thou shalt hear what they say; 
and afterward shall thine hands be 
strengthened to go down unto the host. 
Then went he down with Phu'rah his 
servant unto the outside of the armed 
men that were in the host. 

12 And the Mid'i-an-ites and the Im- 
a-lek-ites and all the children of the east 
lay along in the valley Hke grasshoppers 
for multitude; and their camels were 
without number, as the sand by the sea 
side for multitude. 

13 And when Gideon was come, be- 
hold, there was a man that told a dream 
imto his fellow, and said, Behold, I 
dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of bar- 
ley bread tumbled into the host of 
Mid'i-an, and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, and overturned it, 
that the tent lay along, 

14 And his fellow answered and said, 
This is nothing else save the sword of 
Gideon the son of Jo'ash, a man of 
I§'ra-dl: for into his hand hath God de- 
livered MidT-an, and all the host. 

15 And it was so, when Gideon 
heard the telling of the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, that he wor- 
shipped, and returned into the host of 
i§'ra-el, and said. Arise; for the Lord 
hath delivered into your hand the host of 
Mid^i-an. 

16 And he divided the three hundred 
men into three companies, and he put a 

. trumpet in every man's hand, with 
empty pitchers, and lamps within the 
pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them. Look on me, 
and do likewise: and, behold, when I 
come to the outside of the camp, it shall 
be that, as I do, so shall ye do. 

IS When I blow with a trumpet, I and 
all that are with me, then blow ye the

Then all the 
men of £'phra-im gathered themselves 
together, and took the waters unto 
Beth^-ba'rali and Jordan. 

25 And they took two princes of the 
Mid"i-an-ites, 0"reb and Ze’eb; and 
they slew O'reb upon the rock O'reb, 
and Ze'eb they slew at the winepress of 
Ze'eb, and pursued Mid^i-an, and

And he wist not that the Lord was de- 
parted feom him. 

21 <51 the Ph!-lis'tme§ took him, 
and put out Ms eyes, and brought him 
down to Ga^za, and bound Mm with fet- 
ters of brass; and he did grind in the 
prison house. 

22 Howbeit the hair of Ms head began 
to grow again after he was shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the PM-lis'tme§ 
gathered them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto Da'gon their god, 
and to rejoice: for they said, Our god 
hath delivered Samson our enemy into 
our hand. 

24 And when the people saw Mm, they 
praised their god: for they said, Our god 
hath delivered into our hands our ene- 
my, and the destroyer of our country, 
which slew many of us.

32 And the children of Benjamin said, 
They are smitten down before us, as at 
the first.

36 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten: for tiie men of 
I§'^ra-el gave place to the Benjamites, 
because they trusted unto the liers in 
wait which they had set beside Gib'e-ah. 

37 And the Hers in wait hasted, and 
rushed upon Gib'e-ih; and the liers 
in wait drew themselves along, and 
smote all the city with the edge of the 
sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed sign 
between the men of Ig'ra-el and the 
Hers in wait, that they should make a 
great flame with smoke rise up out of 
the city. 

39 And when the men of J§''ra-el retired 
in the battle, Benjamin began to smite 
and kill of the men of I§'ra-el about 
thirty persons: for they said, Surely they 
are smitten down before us, as m the 
first battle. 

40 But when the flame began to arise 
up out of the city with a pillar of smoke, 
the Benjamites looked behind them, 
and, behold, the flame of the city 
ascended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of I§'ra-el turned 
again, the men of Benjamin were 
amazed: for they saw that evil was come 
upon them. 

42 Therefore they turned their bachs 
before the men of I§'ra-el unto the 
way of the wilderness; hut the battle 
overtook them; and them which came 
out of the cities they destroyed in the 
midst of them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Benjamites 
round about, and chased them, and 
trode them down with ease over against 
Gib'e-ah toward the sunrising. 

44 And there fell of Benjamin eighteen 
thousand men; all these were men of 
valor. 

45 And they turned and fled toward the 
wilderness unto the rock of Rim'mon: 
and they gleaned of them in the high- 
ways .five thousand men; and pursued 
hard after them unto Gi'dora, and slew 
two thousand men of them. 
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46 So that all whicli fell that day of 
Benjamin were twenty and five thou- 
sand men that drew the sword; all these 
were men of valor, 

47 But six hundred men teaed and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
l^lm'mon, and abode in the rock Mm- 
mon four months. 

48 And the men of I§'ra-bl turned again 
upon the children of Benjamin, and 
smote them with the edge of the sword, 
as well the men of everi/ city, as the 
beast, and all that came to hand: also 
they set on fire aU the cities that they 
came to,

7 ^ And when the men of l§’ra-ei that 
were on the other side of the valley, and 
theff that were on the other side Jordan, 
saw that the men of f§'ra-61 fled, and 
that Saul and his sons were dead, they 
forsook the cities, and fled; and the Phi- 
Ks'tines came and dwelt in them. 

8 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
when the Phi-Iis'tines came to strip the 
slain, that they found Saul and his thi-ee 
sons fallen in mount Gfl-bo'a. 

9 And they cut off his head, and 
stripped off Ms armor, and sent into the 
land of the PM-tis'tines round about, to 
publish it in the house of their idols, and 
among the people. 

10 And they put Ms armor in the house 
of AsMta-roth: and they fastened his 
body to the wall of BetM-shan'. 

11 And when the inhabitants of Ja- 
besh-^'e-ad heard of that which the 
PM-Iis'tine§ had done to Saul, 

12 All the valiant men arose, and went 
all night, and took the body of Saul and 
the bodies of Ms sons from the wall of 
Beth'-shmi', and came to Ja'besh, and 
burnt them there. 

13 And they took their bones, and 
buried iAem under a tree at Ja'besh, and 
fasted seven days.

CHAPTER 1 

N OW it came to pass after the death 
of Saul, when David was returned 
from the slaughter of the Am'a-lfek-ites, 
and David had abode two days in ZikTag;

6 And the young man that told him said, 
As I happened by chance upon mount 
Gil“b6'a, behold, Saul leaned upon his 
spear j and, lo, the chariots and horse- 
men followed hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, he 
saw me, and called unto me. And I 
answered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me. Who art thou? 
And I answered him, I am an Am'a- 
lek-ite. 

9 He said unto me again. Stand, t pray 
thee, upon me, and slay me: for anguish 
is come upon me, because my life is yet 
whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, 
because I was sure that he could not live 
after that he was fallen: and I took the 
crown that was upon his head, and the 
bracelet that was on his arm, and have 
brought them hither unto my lord. 

11 Then David took hold on his clothes, 
and rent them; and likewise all the men 
that were with him: 

12 And they mourned, and wept, and 


fasted until even, for Saul, and for Jona- 
than his son, and for the people of the 
Lord, and for the house of I§'ra-ei; be- 
cause they were fallen by the sword. 

13 ^QT And David said unto the young 

man that told him, Whence art thou? 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an Am^a-lek-ite. I 

14 And David said unto him, How wast 
thou not afraid to stretch forth t^e ' 
hand to destroy the Lord^s anointed? 

15 And David called one of the young 
men, and said, Go near, and fall upon 
him.

19 The beauty of I§'ra-§1 is slain upon 
thy high places: how are the mighty 
fallen! 

20 TeU it not in Gath, publish it not in 
the streets of As'ke-lon; lest the daugh- 
ters of the Phi-lis'tme? rejoice, lest the 
daughters of the uncircumcised triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of Gil-bo'a, let there 
be no dew, neither let there be rain, upon 
you, nor fields of offerings: for there 
the shield of the mighty is vilely cast 
away, the shield of Saul, as though he 
had not been anointed with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, from the 
fat of the mighty, the bow of Jonathan 
turned not back, and the sword of Saul 
returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely and 

pleasant in their lives, and in their death 
they divided: they were swifter

And the serv- 
ants of David feared to tell him that the 
cMld was dead: for they said, Behold, 
while the cMld was yet alive, we spake 
unto him, and he would not hearken 
unto our voice: how will he then vex 
Mmself, if we teE him that the child is 
dead? 

19 But when David saw that Ms serv- 
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ants whispered,. David perceived: that 
the chEd was dead: therefore David 
said unto Ms servants. Is the child dead? 
And they said. He is dead. 

20 Then David arose from the earth, 
and washed, and anointed himself, and 
changed Ms apparel, and came into the 
house of the Lord, and worshipped: 
then he came to Ms own house; and 
when he required, they set bread before 
Mm, and he did eat. 

21 Then said his servants unto him. 
What thing is this that thou hast done? 
thou didst fast and weep for the child, 
while it was ahve; but when the child 
was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said, While the cMld was 
yet alive, I fasted and wept: for I said. 
Who can teE whether God wiE be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may Eve? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can I bring him back 
again? I shaE go to him, but he shall not 
return to me. 

24 And David comforted BatM- 
she'ba Ms wife, and went in unto her, 
and lay with her: and she bare a son, 
and he caEed his name Solomon: and 
the Lord loved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of Nathan 
the pr^het; and he caEed Ms name 
JHT-dmx, because of the Lord. 

26 ^ And Jd'ab fought against Rab’bah 
of the chEdren of Ammon, and took the 
royal dty. 

27 And J6’ab sent messengers to 
David, and saidj I have fought against 
RaMbah, and have taken the city of 
waters. 

28 Now therefore gather the rest' of the 
people together, and encamp against 
the city, and take it: lest I take the city, 
and it be caEed after my name. ' 

29 And David gathered aE the people 
together, and went to Rab'bAh, and 
fought against it, and took it. 

30 And he took their king’s crown from 
off Ms head, the weight whereof was a 
talent of gold with the precious stones: 
and it was set on David’s head. And he 
brought forth the spoE of the city in 
great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people 
that therein, and put them under 
saws, and under harrows of iron, and 
under axes of iron, and made them pass 
through the brickkiln: and thus did he 
unto aE the cities of the chEdren of 
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Ammon. So David and all the people 
retnmed tinto Jerusalem.

7 Then David sent home to Ta'mar, 
saying, Go now to thy brother Amnon’s 
house, and dress him meat. 

8 So Ta'mar went to her brother Am- 
non’s house; and he was laid down. And 
she took flour, and kneaded if, and made 
cakes in his sight, and did bake the 
cakes. 

9 And she took a pan, and poured them 
out before him; but he refused to eat. 
And Amnon said, Have out all men from 
me. And they went out every man from 
him. 

10 And Amnon said unto Ta'mar, 
Bring the meat into the chamber, that I 
may eat of thine hand. And Ta'mar took 
the cakes which she had made, and 
brought them into the chamber to Am- 
non her brother. 

11 And when she had brought them 
imto him to eat, he took hold of her, and 
said unto her, Come lie with me, my 
sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, my

13 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go? and as for thee, thou shaft 
be as one of the fools in !§'ra-el.

18 And she had a garment of divers 
colors upon her: for with such robes 
were the king’s daughters that were 
virgins appareled.

19 ^ And Ta'mar put ashes on her 
head, and rent her garment of divers 
colors that was on her, and laid her hand 
on her head, and went on crying. 

20 And Ab'sa-lom her brother said 
unto her, Hath Amnon thy brother, been 
with thee? but hold now thy peace, my 
sister; he is thy brotherj regard not tWs 
thing.

21 ^ But when king David heard of all 
these things, he was very wroth. 

22 And Ab'sa-lom spake unto his 
brother Amnon neither good nor had;

had forced his sister Ta'mar. 

23 ^ And It came to pass after two full 
years, that Ab'sa-lom had sheepshearers 
in Ba'al“ha'z6r, which is beside E'phia- 
im: and Ab'sa-i5m invited aU the king’s 
sons. 

24 And Ab'sa-lom came to the king, 
and said, Behold now, thy servant hath 
sheepshearers; let the king, I beseech 
thee, and his servants go with thy 
servant.

28 <1 Now Ab'sa-lom had commanded 
his servants, saying, Mark ye now when 
Atnnon’s heart is merry, with wine, and 
when I say unto you, Smite Amnon; then 
Mil hiut, fear not: have not I commanded 
you? be courageous, and be valiant. 

29 And the servants of Ab'sa-lom did 
unto Amnon as AVsadom had com- 
manded. Then all the king’s sons arose, 
and every man gat him up upon his 
mule, and fled. 

30 4 And it came to pass, while they 
were in the way, that tidings came to 
David, saying, Ab'sa-Iom hath slain aU 
the king’s sons, and there is not one of 
them left, 

31 Then the king arose, and tare his 
garments, and lay on the earth; and all 
his servants stood by with their clothes 
rent 

32 And Jon'a-dab, the son of Shim'e-ah 
David’s brother, answered and said. Let 
not my lord suppose that they have slain 
aE &e young men the king’s sons; for 
Amnon only is dead: for by the appoint- 
ment of Ab'sa-lom this hath been deter- 
mined from the day that he forced his 
sister Ta’mar.

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6 The nethermbst ■ chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle ivas sis 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad: for without in the wall of 
the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should not 
be fastened in the walls of the house. 

7 And the house, when it was in build- 
ing, was built of stone made ready be- 
fore it was brought thither: so that there 
was neither hammer nor axe nor any 
tool of iron heard in the house, while it 
was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber was 
in the right side of the house: and they 
went up with winding stairs into the 
middle chamber, and out of the middle 
into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished 
it; and covered the house with beams 
and boards of cedar- 

10 And then he built chambers against 
aEthe house, five cubits high: and they 
rested on the house with timber of 
cedar.

29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
cherubim: and upon the ledges there 
was a base above: and beneath the Hons 
and oxen were certain additions made of 
thin work. 

30 And every base had four brazen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the four 
comers thereof had undersetters: under 
the laver were tmdersetters molten, at 
the side of every addition, 

31 And the mouth of it within the chapi- 
ter and above was a cubit: but the mouth 
thereof was tornid after the work of the 
base, a cubit and a half: and also upon 
the mouth of it were gravings with their 
borders, foursquare, not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the wheels 
were joined to the base: and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was like 
the work of a chariot wheel: their axle- 
trees, and their naves, and their felloes, 
and their spokes, were all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters to 
the four comers of one base: and the 
undersetters were of the very base itself.

41 The two pillars, and the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two networks, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which li^ere upon the top of the pifiars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates for 
the two networks, even two rows of pome- 
granates for one network, to cover the 
two bowls of the chapiters that were upon 
the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten layers on 
the bases; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen under 
the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basins: and all these vessels, which 
Hiram made to king Solomon for the 
house of the Lord, were o/bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Suc’'cdth and IZar'than. 

47 And Solomon left all the vessels un- 
weighed, because they were exceeding 
many: neither was the weight of the 
brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that pertained unto the house of the 
Lord: the altar of gold, and the table of 
gold, whereupon the showbread wa$^ 

49 And the candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right side, and five on the 
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left, before the oracle, with the flowers, 
■and the lamps, and the tongs of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, and 
the basins, .and the spoons, and the cen- 
sers of pure gold; and the hinges of gold, 
both for the doors^ of the. inner house, 
the most holy place, and for the doors of 
the house, to wit, of the .temple. 

51 So was ended al the work that king 
Solomon made for the house of the Lord. . 
And Solomon brought in the things which 
David his father had dedicated; euera the 
silver, and the gold, and the vessels, did 
he put among the treasures of the house 
of the Lord. 

CHAPTER S 

T hen Solomon assembled the elders 
of l§'ra-e!, and ail the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of I§'ra-6i, unto king Solomon 
in Jerusalem, that they might bring up 
the aik of the covenant of the Lord out 
of the city of David, which is Zion.

64 The same day did the king hallow 
the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lord: for there he of- 
fered burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and the fat of the peace offerings: be- 
cause the brazen altar that was before 
the Lord was too little to receive the 
burnt offerings, and meat offerings, and 
the fat of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held a 
feast, and all I§''ra-el with him, a great 
congregation, from the entering in of 
Ha'math unto the river of Egypt, before 
the Lord our God, seven days and seven 
days, even fourteen days, 

66 On the eighth day he sent the people 
away: and they blessed the king, and 
went unto their tents joyful and glad of 
heart for all the goodness that the LORD 
had done for David his servant, and for 
l§'ra-el his people. 

CHAPTER 9 

AND it came to pass, when Solomon 
Jt\. had finished the building of the 
house of the Lord, and the king^s house, 
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and aU Solomon^s desire which he was 
pleased to do, 

2 That the Lord appeared to Solomon 
the second time, as he had appeared 
unto him at Gib'e-6n. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me: I have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast 
built, to put my name there for ever; and 
mine eyes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. 

4 Md if thou wilt walk before me, as 
David thy father walked, in integrity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do accord- 
ing to all that I have commanded thee, 
and wilt keep my statutes’and my judg- 
ments; 

5 Then I will establish the throne of thy 
kingdom upon if"ra-el for ever, as I 
promised to David thy father, saying. 
There shall not fail thee a man upon the 
throne of i§''ra-el. 

^ 6 But if ye shall at all turn ffom follow- 
ing me, ye or your children, and will not 
keep my commandments arid my stat- 
utes which I have set before you, but 
go and serve other gods, and worship 
them; 

7 Then will I cut off I§'ra-61 out of the 
land which I have given them; and this 
house, which I have hallowed for my 
name^ will I cast out of my sight; and 
I§'ra-el shall be a proverb and a byword 
among all people: 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they shall 
say, Why hath the Lord done thus unto 
this land, and to this house? 

9 And they shall answer, Because they 
forsook the Lord their God, who brought 
forth their fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, and have taken hold upon other 
gods, and have worshipped them, and 
served them: therefore hath the Lord 
brought upon them all this evil. 

10 if And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, when Solomon had built 
the two houses, the house of the Lord,

14 Notwithstanding, they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathers, that did not 
believe in the Lord their God. 

15 And they rejected his statutes, and 
his covenant that he made with their 
fathers, and his testimonies which he 
testified against them; and they foEowed 
vanity, and became vain, and went after 
the heathen that were round about them, 
concerning whom the Lord had charged 
them, that they should not do like them.

29 Howbeit every nation made gods of 
their own, and put them in the houses of 
the high places which the Sa-mar'i-tan? 
had made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made Suci 
c6th-bS'‘n6th, and the men of Cuth made 
INerigal, and the men of Ha''math made 
A-shi'ma, 

31 And the A'vites made Nib'haz and 
Tar'tak, and the Se'ph^-vites burnt 
their chEdren in fire to A-dram'me-leeh 
and A-nam'me-leeh, the gods of Seph- 
^-va^im. 
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32 So they; feared tlie lORD, and made 
ntito tliemseives of the lowest of. them 
priests of the high places, which sacsi- 
fice'd for them la the houses of the high 
places, 

33 They feared the Lord, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of the 
nations whom they, carried away from 
thence. ' 

34 Unto this day they do after the for- 
mer manners: they fear not the Lord, 
neither do they after their statutes, or 
after their ordinances, or after the law 
and commandment which the Lord 
commanded the children of Jacob, 
whom he named I§'ra,-el; ■ 

35 With whom the Lord had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saving, Ye 
shall not fear other gods, nor how your- 
selves to them, nor serve them, nor 
sacrifice to them: 

36 But the Lord, who brought you up 
out of the land of Egypt with great power 
and a stretched out arm, Mm shall ye 
fear, and him shall ye worship, and to 
him shall ye do sacrifice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordinances, 
and the law, and the commandment, 
wMch he wrote for you, ye shall observe 
to do for evermore; and ye shall not fear 
other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you ye shall not forget; neither shall 
ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lord your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out of the 
hand of aH your enemies. 

40 Howbeit thejr did not hearken, but 
they did after their former manner. 

41 So these nations feared the Lord, 
and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their childrens cMl- 
dren: as did their fathers, so do they 
unto.tMs day. 

.CHAPTER 18 

N OW it came to pass in the third 
year of Hd-she'^a son of Slab king 
of ,l§'ra-dl, that Hez'e-kl''dh the son of

7 And the Lord was with him; and he 
prospered whithersoever he went forth: 
and he rebelled against the Mng of 
Assyria^ and served him not. 

8 He smote the PM-lis^tme§, even unto 
Ga^za, and the borders thereof, from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced 
city. 

9 ^ And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hez^e-M^ah, which was the

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of H^/e- 
ki'ah, that is the ninth year of H6-she''a 
king of I§'ra-^1, Sa-ma^ri-a was taken. 

11 And the king of Assyria did carry 
away i|'ra-61 unto Assyria, and put 
them in HaTah and in Hafoor by the 
river of Go'zan, and in the cities of the 
Medeg: 

12 Because they .obeyed not the voice 
of the Lord their God, but transgressed 
his covenant, and all that Moses the 
servant of the Lord commanded, and 
would not hear them, nor do them. 

13 Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Hez'e-ki'ali did Sen-naeMer-ib 
king of Assyria coxae up against all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And H&'e-M''ah king of Judah sent 
to the king of Assyria to Lafohish, say- 
ing, I have offended; return from me:

13 And the high places that were before 
Jerusalem, which mere on the right hand 
of the mount of corruption, which Solo- 
mon the king of Is'ra-Sl had builded for 
Ash^to-reth the abomination of the Zi- 
do^ni-ang, and for €he'mosh the abom- 
ination of the Mo'ab-ites, and for Mil^ 
com the abomination of the children of 
Ammon, did the king dejSle. 

14 And he brake in pieces the images, 
and cut down the groves, and filled their 
places with the bones of men. 

15 CJ Moreover the altar that was at 
Beth-el, and the high place which 
JSr'd-bo'lm the son of hTe'bat, who 
made I§''ra-el to sin, had made, both 
that altar and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, and 
stamped it small to powder, and burned 
the grove. 

16 And as Jo-sfah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there in 
the mount, and sent, and took the bones 
out of the sepulchres, and burned them 
upon the altar, and polluted it, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord which the 
man of God proclaimed, who proclaimed 
these words. 

17 Then he said, What title is that that 
I see? And the men of the city told him. 
It is the sepulchre of the man of God, 
which came from Judah, and proclaimed 
these things that thou hast done against 
the altar of Beth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone; let no 
man move his bones. So they let Ms 
bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Sa-ma^ri-a. 

19 And all the houses also of the high 
places that were in the cities of Sa- 
inM-a, which the kings of I§'ra-el had 
made to provoke the Lord to anger, 
Jd-si'ah took away, and did to them 
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according to all the acts that he had 
done in Beth-eL 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men's bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And the lung commanded all the 
people, saying, Keep the passover unto 
the Lord your God, as it is written in 
the book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such a 
passover from the days of the judges 
that judged l§'ra-el, nor in all the days 
of the kings of I§'ra-gl, nor of the kings 
of Judah; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of king 
Jo-sf ah, wherein this passover was 
holden to the Lord in Jerusalem. 

24 ^ Moreover the workers with 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, and 
the images, and the idols, and all the 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Jd-si'ah put away, that he might per- 
form the words of the law, wMch were 
written in the book that Hil-kfah the 
priest found in the house of the Lord. 

25 And like unto him was there no king 
before him, that tunied to the Lord with 
all Ms heart, and with all his soiil, and 
with all Ms might, according to ah the 
law of Moses; neither after iiim arose 
there ani/ like Mm, 

26 ^ Notwithstanding, the Lord 
turned not from the fierceness of his 

t reat wrath, wherewith Ms anger was 
iadled against Judah, because of ail 
the provocations that Ma-nas'’seh had 
provoked Mm withal. 

27 And the Lord said, I will remove 
Judah also out of my sight, as I have 
removed l^ha-el, and will cast off this 
city Jerusalem which I have chosen, 
and the house of wMch I said, My name 
shall be there. 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Jo-sfah, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

29 ^ In Ms days Pha''ra5h~ne''€hoh 
king of Egypt went up against the king 
of Assyria to the river Eu-phra'te§: and 
king J6-si'ah went against Mm; and he 
slew Mm at Me.-gid'd6, when he had 
seen Mm. 

30 And his servants carried him in a 
chariot dead from Me-gid''do, and 
brought Mm to Jerusalem, and bmied 
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Mm in Ms own sepwiciire. And the peo- 
ple of the land took Je-ho^'a-haz the son 
of J6-si'ah, and anomted Mm, and made 
Mm, king in Ms ' father’s stead, 

31 Je-!i6''a-Mz was twenty .and three 
years old. when he began to reign; and 
.he .reigned .three months in Jemsalem, 
..And his .mother’s name was Ha-mu''tal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Lib'nah. 

32 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Loed, according to all 
that his fathers had done. 

33 And Pha’raoh-ne'choh put him in 
bands at RiMlah in the land of Hai 
math, that, he might not reign in Jerusa- 
lem; and put the land to a tribute of a 
hundred talents of silver, and a talent of 
gold. ■ 

34 And Pha^raoh-ne’choh made £-Ii’a- 
Mm the son of J6-sf ah king in the room 
of J6“Sl'ah his father, and turned his 
name to Je-hd/a-Mm, and took Je- 
h5'’a-haz away: and he came to Egypt, 
and died there. 

35 And Je-hdi’a-kim gave the silver 
and the gold to Pha’raoh; but he taxed 
the land to give the money according 
to the commandment of Pha''raoh: he 
exacted the silver and the gold of the 
people of the land, of every one accord- 
ing to Ms taxation, to give it imto 
Pha'raoh-ne'ehoh, 

36 <31 Je-hdi'a-Mm was twenty and 
five years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem. And Ms mother’s name was 
2e-bu'dah, the daughter of Pe-da'jah of 
PMmah. 

37 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lokd, according to aU 
that Ms fathers had done. 

CHAPTER 24 

I H his days Neb'u-ehad-nS/zar king 
of Babylon came up, and Je-hdi'a- 
kim became Ms senrant three years; 
then he turned and rebelled against 
him , 

2 And the Lord sent against him bands 
of the ChaTdees, and bands of the 
Syrians, and bands of the Mo'^db-ites, 
and bands of the children of Ammon, 
and sent them against Judah to destroy 
it, according to the word of the Lord, 
wMcii he spake by Ms servants the 
prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of the 
Lord came this upon Judah, to remove

not pardon.

■ 6 So Je-hoi'a-kim slept , with Ms fa- 
thers; and Je-hdi'a-eMn Ms son reigned 
in Ms stead. 

7 And the king of Egypt came not again 
any more out of his land: for the king of 
Babylon had taken from the river of 
Egypt unto the river Eu-phra’te§ ah 
that pertained to the king of Egypt. 

8 ^ Je-hdi'a-ehin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months. 
And Ms mother’s name was Ne-husMta, 
the daughter of £i-na’than of Jerusalem.

14 And he carried away all Jerusalem, 
and all the princes, and aH the mighty 
men of valor, even ten thousand cap- 
tives, and all the craftsmen and smiths:

10 And the sons of Shim'e-i were, Jai 
hath, Zi'na, and Je'ush, and Be-ri'ah. 
These four were the sons of Shim'e-i. 

11 And Ja'hdth was the chief, and Zi- 
zah the second: but Je'ush and Be- 
ri'ah had not many sons; therefore they 
were in one reckoning, according to 
their father’s house.

30 And to stand every morning to thank 
and praise the Lord, and likewise at

31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices unto 
the Lord in the sabbaths, in the new 
moolis, and on the set feasts, by num- 
ber, according to the order commanded 
unto them, continually before the Lord: 

32 And that they should keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and the charge of the holy place, 
and the charge of the sons of Aaron their 
brethren, in the service of the house of 
the Lord.

26 And the Le'vites stood with the in- 
struments of David, and the priests with 
the trumpets. 

27 And Hez'e-kfMi commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt offering began, the 
song of the Lord began also with the 
trumpets, and with the instruments 
ordained by David king of Ig'ra-^1. 

28 And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and the 
trumpeters sounded: and all this con- 
tinued until the burnt offering was 

, finished. 

29 And when they had made an end of 
offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped, 

30 Moreover Hez'e-ki'ah the king and 
the princes commanded the Le'vites to 
sing praise unto the Lord with the words 
of David, and of A'saph the seer. And 
they sang praises with gladness, and 
they bowed their heads and worshipped. 

31 Then Hez'e-ki'ah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated your- 
selves unto the Lord, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings into 
the house of the Lord. And the con- 
gregation brought in sacrifices and 
thank offerings; and as many as were of 
a free heart, burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt offer- 
ings, which the congregation brought, 
was threescore and ten bullocks, a hun-

dred rams, and two hundred lambs: all 
these were for a burnt offering to the 
Lord, 

33 And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so that 
they could not flay all the burnt offer- 
ings: wherefore their brethren the Lei 
vites did help them, till the work was 
ended, and until the other priests had 
sanctified themselves: for the Le'vites 
were more upright in heart to sanctify 
themselves than the priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings were 
in abundance, with the fat of the peace 
offerings, and the drink offerings for 
every burnt offering. So the service of 
the house of the Lord was set in order. 

36 And Hez'e-ki'ah rejoiced, and alUhe 
people, that God had prepared the peo- 
ple: for the thing was done suddenly. 

CHAPTER 30 

J^'D Hez'e-ki'ah sent to all I§'ra-el 
JTSl and Judah, and wrote letters also 
to £'phra-im and Ma-nSs'sSh, that they 
should come to the house of the Lord 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover unto 
the Lord God of I§'ra-el. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, and 
his princes, and all the congregation in 
Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
second month. 

3 For they could notkeejp it at that time, 
because the priests had not sanctified 
themselves sufficiently, neither had the 
people gathered themselves together to 
Jerusalem. 

4 And the thin^ pleased the king and 
all the congregation, 

5 So they established a decree to make 

E roclamation throughout all I§'ra-el, 
rom Be'er-she'ba even to Dan, that 
they should come to keep the passover 
unto the Lord God of I§'ra-el at Jeru- 
salem: for they had not done it of a long 
time in such sort as it was written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes through- 
out all I§'ra-el and Judah, and according 
to the commandment of the king, say- 
ing, Ye children of l§'ra-el, turn again 
unto the Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Is'ra-el, and he will return to the 
remnant of you, that are escaped out of 
the hand of the kings of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, and 
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like your brethren, which trespassed 
against the Lord God of their fathers, 
who therefore gave them up to desola- 
tion, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your 
fathers were, but yield yourselves unto 
the Lord, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever: and 
serve the Lord your God, that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lord, 
your brethren and your children shall 
£nd compassion before them that lead 
them captive, so that they shall come 
again into this land: for the Lord your 
God is gracious and merciful, and will 
not turn SLway his face from you, if ye 
return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city, through the country of E^phra-im 
and Ma“nas''s§h, even unto Zeou-lfin: 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. 

11 Nevertheless, divers of Ash'er and 
Ma-n5s'seh and of Zeb'u-lun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lord. 

13 ^ And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast of 
unleavened bread in the second month, 
a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away the 
altars that were in Jerusalem, and all 
the altars for incense took they away, 
and cast- them into the brook Krd'ron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the second month: 
and the priests and the Le'vites were 
ashamed, and sanctified themselves, 
and brought in the burnt offerings into 
the house of the Lord. 

16 And they stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law of 
Moses the man of God: the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they re- 
ceived of the hand of the Le'vites. 

17 For there were many in the congre- 
gation that were not sanctified: there- 
fore the Le'^vites had the charge of the 
killing of the passovers for every one 
that was not clean, to sanctify them unto 
the Lord, 

18 For a multitude of the people, even 
famy of £'phra-tm and Ma-nas'seh, 
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Is^sa-char and Zeb^u-Itin, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat 
the passover otherwise than it was’ 
written. But Hez^e-ki'ah prayed for 
them, saying, The good Lord pardon 
every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lord God of his fathers, though 
he be not cleansed according to the 
purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the Lord hearkened to Hez^e- 
M''ah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of I§'ra-el that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness: and the Le'vites 
and the priests praised the Lord day by 
day, singing with loud instruments unto 
the Lord, 

22 And Hez‘'e-ki''ah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Le'vites that taught the 
good knowledge of the Lord: and they 
did eat throughout the feast seven days, 
offering peace offerings, and making 
confession to the Lord God of their 
fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took coun- 
sel to keep other seven days: and they 
kept other seven days with gladness. 

24 For Hez^e-ki'ah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand bul- 
locks and seven thousand sheep; and 
the princes gave to the congregation a 
thousand bmlocks and ten thousand 
sheep: and a great number of priests 
sanctified themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Judah, 
with the priests and the Le'vites, and 
all the congregation that came out of 
I§^ra-el, and the strangers that came out 
of the land of I^'ra-el, and that dwelt in 
Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jerusalem: 
for since the time of Solomon the son of 
David king of I§'ra-el there was not the 
like in Jerusalem. 

27 Then the priests the LeVites 
arose and blessed the people: and their 
voice was heard, and their prayer came 
up to his holy dwelling place, even unto 
heaven. 

CHAPTER 31 

N OW when all this was finished, all 
I§^ra-gl that were present went out 
to the cities of Judah, and brake the 
images in pieces, and cut down the 
groves, and threw down the high places 
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and t&e altars out of all Judah and Ben* 
jainin, in E'plira-nn also and Ma-nas^ 
seh, until they had utterly destroyed 
them all* Then all the children of 
I§^ra»el returned, every man to his pos- 
session, into their own cities. 

2 <1^ And Hez^'e-M'ah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Le'vites 
after their courses, every man according 
to his service, the priests and Le'vites 
for burnt offerings and for peace offer- 
ings, to minister, and to give thanks, and 
to praise in the gates of the , tents of the 
Lord. 

3 He appointed also the king’s portion 
of his substance for the burnt onerin^s, 
to miU for the morning and evening 
burnt offerings, and the burnt offerings 
for the sabbaths, and for the new moons, 
and for the set feasts, as it is written in 
the law of the Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo- 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the 
portion of the priests and the LeMtes, 
that they miglit be encouraged in the 
law of the Lord. 

5 And as soon as the commandment 
came abroad, the children of I§'ra-Sl 
brought in abundance the firstfruits of 
com, wine, and oil, and honey, and of all 
the increase of the field; and the tithe of 
all things brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of 
Is'ra-el and Judah, that dwelt in the 
aties of Judah, they also brought in the 
tithe of oxen and sheep, and the tithe of 
holy things which were consecrated unto 
the Lord their God, and laid them by 
heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and fin- 
ished them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hez'e-ki'ah and the 
princes came and saw the heaps, they 
blessed the Lord, and his people 
l§'ra-H. 

9 Then Hea/e-ki'^ questioned with 
the priests and the Le'vites concerning 
the heaps. 

10 And Az'a-ri'ah the chief priest of 
the house of Za'dok answered him, and 
said. Since the people began to bring the 
offerings into the house of the Lord, we 
have had enough to eat, and have left 
plenty: for the Lord hath blessed his 
people; and that which is left is this great 
store. 

11 ^ Then HSz'e-M'dh commanded 
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to prepare chambers in the house of the 
Lord; and they prepared them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and the 
tithes and the dedicated fhinys faith- 
fully: over which Con'd-ni'^ the Lei 
vite was ruler, and Shim'e-i Ms brother 

the next. 

13 And Je-hi'el, and Az'a-ri'ah, and 

Na'hath, and As'd-hel, and Jer'i-moth, 
and Joz'a-bad, and E'li-dl, and Is'ma- 
ehx'ah, and Ma'hhth, and Be-na'iah, 
were overseers under the hand of Coni 
6-ni'ah and Shim'e-i his brother, at the 
commandment of Hez'e-ki'ah the king, 
and Az'd-ri'ah the ruler of the house of 
God. , 

14 And Ko're the son of Im'nrii the 
Le'vite, the porter tov/ard the east, was 
over the freewill offerings of God, to dis- 
tribute the oblations of the Lord, and 
the most holy things. 

15 And next him were E'den, and 
Min'ja-min, and Jesh'u-a, and She- 
ma'idh, Am'a-ri'ah, and Shec'a-ni'ah, in 
the cities of the priests, in their set of- 
fice, to give to their brethren by courses, 
as well to the great as to the small; 

16 Besides their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, even 
unto every one that entereth into the 
house of the Lord, his daily portion for 
their sendee in their charges according 
to their comses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the priests 
by the house or their fathers, and the 
Le'vites from twenty years old and up- 
ward, in their charges by their courses; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, through all the con- 
gregation: for in their set ofdce they 
sanctified themselves in hoHnessi 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the priests, 
which were in the fields of the suburbs 
of their cities, in every several city, the 
men that were expressed by name, to 
give portions to all the males among the 
priests, and to all that were reckoned by 
genealogies among the Le'vites. 

20 And thus did HSz'e-ki'ah 
throuj^out aU Judah, and wrought that 
which was good and right and tmtli be- 
fore the Lord his God. 

21 And in every work that he began in 
the service of the house of God, and in 
the law, and in the commandments, to 
seek his God, he did it with all his 
heart, and prospered.

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the son 
of ESn^nom: also he observed times, and 
used enchantments, and used witch- 
craft, and dealt with a familiar spirit, 
and with wizards: he wrought much 
evil in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of God, 
of which God had said to David and to 
Solomon his son, In this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I have chosen before 
all the tribes of I§'ra-61, will I put my 
name for ever: 

8 Neither will 1 any more remove the 
foot of I§'ra-el from out of the land which 
I have appointed for your fathers; so 
that, they will take heed to do all that I 
have commanded them, according to the 
whole law and the statutes and the ordi- 
nances by the hand of Moses. 

9 So Ma-nas'^s6h made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 
Lord had destroyed before the children 
of I§'ra-el. .

J O-SI'AH was eight years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned in 
Jerusalem one and thirty years.

3 For in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to 
seek after the God of David his father:

for fear was upon them because of the 
people of those countries: and they 
offered burnt offerings thereon unto the 
Lord, even burnt offerings morning and 
evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taber- 
nacles, as it is written, and offered the 
daily burnt offerings by number, accord- 
ing to the custom, as the duty of every 
day required; 

5 And afterward offered the continual 
burnt offering, both of the new moons, 
and of all the set feasts of the Lord that 
were consecrated, and of every one that 
willingly offered a freewill offering unto 
the Lord. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month, began they to offer burnt offer- 
in^unto the Lord. But the foun dation of 
the temple of the Lord was not yet laid. 
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7 They gave money also unto the ma- 
sons* and to the carpenters; and meat, 
and drink, and oil, unto them of Zl'don, 
and to them of Tyre, to bring cedar trees 
from Lebanon to the sea of Jop'pa, 
according to the grant that they had of 
Cyrus king of Persia, 

8 ^ Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Jeru- 
salem, in the second month, began Ze- 
rub'ba-bei the son of She-ai'ti-el, and 
Jesh'u-a the son of Joz'a-dak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the LeMtes, and all they that were 
come out of the captivity unto Jeru- 
salem; and appointed the Le'vites, from 
twenty years old and upward, to set 
forward the work of the house of the 
Lord. 

9 Then stood Jesh'u-a with his sons 
and his brethren, Kad''mi-M and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, to set 
forward the workmen in the house of 
God: the sons of Hen'a-dad, with their 
sons and their brethren the Le'^tes, 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lord, 
they set the priests in their apparel with 
trumpets, and the Le'vites the sons of 
A'saph with cymbals, to praise the 
Lord, after the ordinance of David king 
of !§'ra-gl. 

11 And they sang together by course in 
praising and giving thanks unto the 
Lord; because he is good, for his mercy 
endurefk for ever toward I§'ra-eL And 
all the people shouted with a great 
shout, when they praised the Lord, be- 
cause the foundation of the house of the 
Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Le' 
vites and chief of the fathers, who were 
ancient men, that had seen the first 
house, when the foundation of this house 
was laid before their eyes, wept with a 
loud voice; and many shouted aloud for 
joy:

17 ^ Moreover in those days the 
nobles of Judah sent many letters unto 
T6-bi'ah, and the letters of T6-bi'ah 
came unto them. 

18 For there were many in Judah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 
son-in-law of SheeMa-ni'ah the son of 

and his son J6-haMan had taken 
the daughter of Me-shullam the son of 
Ber"e-emah. 

19 Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my words to 
Mm. And To-bi'^ sent letters to put 
me in fear. 


CHAPTER 7 

N OW it came to pass, when the wal! 

was built, and I had set up the 
doors, and the porters and the singers 
and the Le'vites were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother Ha-na'm, 
and Han'a-nf ah the ruler of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem: for he was a 
faithful man, and feared God above 
many. 

3 And I said unto them, Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened until the 
sun be hot; and wMle they stand by, let 
them shut the doors, and bar them: and 
appoint watches of the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, every one in Ms watch, and 
every one to be over against Ms house. 
4 Now the city was large and great: but 
the people were few therein, and the 
houses mere not builded. 

5 ^ And my God put into mine heart to 
gather together tike nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
he reckoned by genealogy. And I found 
a register of the genealogy of them 
wMch came up at the first, and found 
written therein, 

6 These are the cMldren of the prov- 
ince, that went up out of the captivity, 
of those that had been carried away, 
whom NSh'u-ehad-nez'z^ the king of 
Babylon had carried away, and came 
again to Jerusalem and to Judah, every 
one unto Ms city: 

7 Who came with Ze-rub'ba-bel, JesM 
u-a, Ne'he-mi'ah, Az''a-ri'ah, Rfia- 
nu'ah, Na'hA-ma'm, M6r''de-cai, BiL- 
shan, IMis'pe-reth, Big'va-i, Ne'hfim, 
Ba'a-nah. The number, / say, of the 
men of the people of I§'ra-^ was this; 
8 The cMldren of Pfirosh, two thou- 
sand a hundred seventy and two. 

9 The cMldren of Sheph'a-ti'ah, three 
himdred seventy and two. 

10 The children of A'rah, six hundred 
fifty and two, 

1 1 The children of Pa'hath-mo'ab, of the 
cMldren of J6sMu-a and J5'Ab, two thou- 
sand and eight hundred and eighteen, 
12 The cMldren of S'lam, a thousand 
two hundred fifty and four, 

13 The cMldren of Zaftu, eight hun- 
dred forty and five. 

14 The cMldren of Zac'ca-i, seven hun- 
dred and threescore. 

IS The children of BinMu-x, six hun- 
dred forty and eight, 
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16 The children of Beb'a-i, sk hmdred 
twenty and eight. 

17 The children of A 2 ''gad, two thou- 
sand three hundred twenty and two, 

18 The children of Ad^o-m'kam, six 
hundred threescore and seven.

20 The children of A^din, six hundred 
fifty and hve.

27 The men of An'a-thoth, a hundred 
twenty and eight. 

28 The men of B^th'-az-ma'veth, forty 
and two. 

29 The men of Kir'jath-je'a-rim, €he- 
phi'rah, and Be-e'^roth, seven hundred 
forty and three. 

30 The men of Ra''mah and Ga'ba, six 
hundred twenty and one. 

31 The men of Mieh'mas, a hundred 
and twenty and two. 

32 The men of Beth-el and A% a hun- 
dred twenty and three, 

33 The men of the other We'ho, fifty 
andtwo. 

34 The children of the other E'lSm, a 
thousand two hundred fifty and four. 

35 The children of Ha^'iim, three hun- 
dred and twenty. 

36 The children of Jefi-cho, three 
hundred forty and five. 

37 The children of Lod, Ha'did, and 
Cno, seven hundred twenty and one. 

38 The children of Se-na'ah, three 
thousand nine hundred and thirty. 

39 <31 The priests: the children of Je- 
daTah, of the house of Jesh^u-a, nine 
hundred seventy and three. 

40 The children of Im^mer, a thousand 
fifty and two. 

41 The children of Pash'’ur, a thousand 
two hundred forty and seven, 

42 The children of Ha'rim, a thousand 
and seventeen. 

43 ^ The Le'^vites: the children of 
Jesh''u-a> of Kad'mi-el, and of the 
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children of Ho-de^v^, seventy and 
four. 

44 <31 The singers: the children of 
A'saph, a hundred forty and eight. 

45 §[ The porters: the children of Shlili 
liiin, the children of A'^ter, the children 
of Tal'mon, the children of Ak'kiib, the 
children of Ha-ii'ta, the children of 
Sho'bai, a hundred thirty and eight. 

46 ^ The NethT-nim: the children of 
Zf ha, the children of Ha-shu'pha, the 
children of Tab-faa'dth, 

47 The children of Ke^ros, the children 
of Sf a, the children of Pardon, 

48 The children of Le-ba^na, the chil- 
dren of Hag^a-ba, the cmldren of 
ShM'mai, 

49 The children of Hainan, the chil- 
dren of Gid'del, the children of Ga'har, 

50 The children of Re-aTah, the chil- 
dren of Re'zm, the children of He-ko'da, 

51 The children of Gaz'zam, the chil- 
dren of tJz'za, the children of Pha-se'ah, 

52 The children of Be^sai, the chii- ; 

dren of Me-u'mm, the children of Ne- ^ 
phish'e-sim, i 

53 The children of Bak'biik, the chil- ' 

dren of Ha-ku'pha, the children of ; 
Har'hur, !; 

54 The children of Baz'lith, the chil- 
dren of Me-M'da, the children of 1 
Har'sha, 

55 The children of Bar'kos, the children ; 
of Sis'er-a, the children of Ta'mah, 

56 The children of Ne-zi'ah, the chil- 
dren of Hd-ti'pha. 

57 ^ The cmldren of Solomon’s serv- 
ants: the children of So'tai, the children 
of S6-phe'reth, the children of Pe-ri'^da, 

58 The children of Ja'a-la, the children 
of Dar'kon, the children of Gid''del, 

59 The children of Sheph'a-tf the 
children of Haftil, the children of Poeh- 
e-rSth of Ze-ba'im, the children of ‘ 
A'mon. 

60 All the NethT-nim, and the children 
of Solomon’s servants, were three hun- 
dred ninety and two, 

61 And these were they which went up 
also from Tel-melah, TeT-ha-re'sha, 
Ghe'rub, Ad'don, and Im'mer: but they 
could not show their father’s house, nor 
their seed, whether they were of l§'ra-el. 

62 The children of De-laTah, the chil- * 
dren of To-bi'ah, the children of Ne- 
ko'da, six hundred forty and two. 

63 ^ And of the priests: the children 
of Ha-ba'iah, th.o children of Kbz, the 
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children of E^- 2 iria-i, which took one 
of the daughters of Bar-zxFla-i the 
Gii^e-ad-ite to wife, and was called after 
their name. 

<54 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but it was not found: therefore were 
they, as polluted, put from the priest- 
hood. 

65 And the Tir-sha''tha said unto them, 
that thes^ should not eat of the most holy 
things, till there stood up a priest with 
fi'rim and Thdm'mim. 

66 The whole congregation together 
forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred and threescore, 

67 Besides their manservants and their 
maidservants, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty, and 
seven: and they had two hundred forty 
and five singing men and singing 
women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred thirty 
and six: their mules, two hundred forty 
and five: 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five: six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 Ci" And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The Tur- 
sha^tha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basins, five hundred 
and thirty priests’ garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the fathers 
gave to the treasure of the work twenty 
thousand drams of gold, and two thou- 
sand and two hundred pounds of silver. 

72 And that which the rest of the peo- 
ple gave was twenty thousand drains of 
gold, and two thousand pounds of sil- 
ver, and threescore and seven priests’ 
garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Le'’vites, and 
the porters, and the singers, and some 
of the people, and the Neth'i-nim, and 
all t§'ra-el, dwelt in their cities; and 
when the seventh month came, the chil- 
dren of is'ra-el toere in their cities. 

CBtAPTER 8 

AND all the people gathered them- 
Jr%. selves together as one man into the 
street that was before the water gate; 
and they spake unto Ezra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of Moses, 
which the Lord had commanded to 
i§'ra-el. 

Z And Ezra tJie |>rie^t brought fiiie Jaw 
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before the congregation both of men 
and women, and all that could hear with 
understanding, upon the first day of the 
seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the street 
that was before the water gate from the 
morning until midday, before the men 
and the women, and those that could 
understand; and the ears of all the peo- 
ple were attentive unto the book of the 
law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made for 
the purpose; and beside him stood 
Mafti-tmah, and She'ma, and hn'k-i' 
ail, and tT-ri'jah, and Hil-kfah, and 
Ma'^a-seTah, on his right hand; and on 
his left hand, Pe-da^|ah, and Mish'a-el, 
and - Mal-ehi'ah, and Ha'shum, and 
Hash-bad'a-na, ZeehA-rfah, and Me- 
shulTam. 

5 And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was above 
all the people;) and when he opened it, 
all the people stood Ujp: 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the great 
God, And all the people answered, 
Amen, Amen, with lifting up their hands: 
and tney bowed their heads, and wor- 
shipped the Lord with their faces to the 
ground. 

7 Also Jesh^u-a, and Ba'na, and Sher'e- 
brah, Ja'min, Afc'kub, Shab'be-thai, 
H6-di'jah, MaA-se'i^, Kel'i-ta, AzA- 
ri'Mi, Joz'a-bad, Ha'nan, Pe-Ia^iah, and 
the Le'vites, caused the people to under- 
stand the law: and the people stood in 
their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the law of 
God distinctly, and gave the sense, ahd 
caused them to understand the reading. 

9 ^ And Ne'he-mfah, which is the 
Tir-sha'tha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Le'vites that taught the 
people, said unto all the people, This 
day is holy unto the Lord your God; 
mourn not, nor weep. For aH the people 
wept, when they heard the words of the 
law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go your 
way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
and send portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared: for this day is holy 
unto our Lord: neither be ye sorry; for 
the joy of the Lord is your strength. 

11 So the Le'vites stilled all the people, 
saying. Hold your peace, for the day is 
holy; neither be ye grieved. 
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12 And all the people went their way 
to eat, and to dnnk, and to send por- 
tions, and to make CTeat mirth, because 
they had understood the words that were 
declared xmto them. 

13 And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the fathers 
of all the people, the priests, and the 
Le'vites, unto Ezra the scribe, even to 
understand the words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the law 
which the Lord had commanded by 
Moses, that the children of ^§'^a-^61 
should dwell in booths in the feast of the 
seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in Jeru- 
salem, saying. Go forth rnito the moxmt, 
and fetch olive branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and 
palm branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as it is written, 

16 ^ So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of his 
hodse, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in the 
street of the water gate, and in the street 
of the gate of E'phra-im. 

17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made booths, and sat under the 
booths: for since the days of Jesh'u-a 
the son of Nun unto that day had not the 
children of I§"ra-el done so. And there 
was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first day 
unto the last day, he read in the book of 
the law of God. And they kept the feast 
seven days; and on the eighth day was 
a solemn assembly, according unto the 
manner, 

CHAPTER 9 

N OW in the twenty and fourth day 
of this month the children of I§- 
ra-el were assembled with fasting, 
and with sackclothes, and earth upon 
them. 

2 And the seed of I§'ra-el separated 
themselves from all strangers, and stood 
and confessed their sins, and the iniq- 
uities of their fathers, 

3 And they stood up in their place, and 
read in the book of the law of the Lord 
their God one fourth part of the day; 
and another fourth part they confessed, 
and worshipped the Lord their God. 
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4 ^ Then stood up upon the stairs, of 

the Le'vites, Jesh'u-a, and Ba'ni, Kad- 
nu-el, Shwa-ni'ah, Shei/e- 

bi'ah,. Ba^ni, and €he-na'ni, and cried 
wi^ a loud voice unto the Lord their 
God. 

5 Then the Le'vites, Jesh'u-a, and 
Kad^mi-SI, Ba'ni, Hash'ab-sn'ah, Sheri 
e-b^ah, Ho-di^jlih, Sheb'a-ni'ah, and 
Peth^a-hi'ah, said. Stand up and bless 
the Lord your God for ever and ever: 
and blessed be thy glorious name, which 
is exalted above all blessing and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art Lord alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven of 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, 
and all things that are therein, the seas, 
and ah that is therein, and thou pre- 
servest them all; and the host of heaven 
worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God, who didst 
choose Abram, and broughtest him forth 
out of tl’r of the €hal'dee§, and gavest 
him the name of Abraham; 

8 And foundest his heart faithful before 
thee, and madest a covenant with him 
to give the land of the Ca'naan-ites, the 
Hjf tites, the Am'd-rites, and the Peri 
iz-2ites, and the Jeb^u-gites, and the 
Giriga-shites, to give it, I say, to his 
seed, and hast performed thy words; for 
thou art righteous: 

9 Aad didst see .the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their cry 
by the Red sea; 

10 And showedst signs and wonders 
upon Pha'raoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land: for 
thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou get thee 4 
name, as it is this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea before 
them, so that they went through the 
midst of the sea on the dry land; and 
their persecutors thou threwest into the 
deeps, as a stone into the mighty 
waters. 

. 12 Moreover thou leddest them in the 
day by a cloudy pillar; and in the night 
by a pillar of fire, to give them light in 
the way wherein they should go, 

13 Thou earnest down also upon mount 
S^nai, and spakest with them from 
heaven, and , gavest them right judg- 
ments, and true laws, good statutes and 
commandments : 

14 And madest known imto them thy 
holy sabbath, and commandedst them 


Of dl that God had done for Israel 
precepts, statutes, and -laws, by tlie band 
Sf Moses tby servant: ■ 

15 And gavest them bread from beaven 
for tbeir bunger, and broughtest forth 
water for them out of the rock for tbeir 
thirst, and promisedst them that they 
should go in to possess the land which 
thou hadst sworn to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither were 
mindful of thy wonders that thou didst 
among them; but hardened their necks, 
and in their rebellion appointed a cap- 
tain to letum to their bondage: but thou 
art a God ready to pardon, gracious and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of great 
kindness, and forsookest them not 

18 Yea, when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This is thy God 
that brought thee up out of Egypt, and 
had wrought great provocations; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not from 
them by day, to lead them in the way; 
neither the pillar of fire by night, to 
show them light, and the way wherein 
they should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good Spirit to 
instruct them, and witwieldest not thy 
manna from their mouth, and gavest 
them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sustain 
them in the wilderness, so that they 
lacked nothing; their clothes waxed not 
old, and their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide them 
into corners: so they possessed the land 
of Srhon, and the land of the king of 
Hesh''b6n, and the land of Og king of 
Ba'shan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and brought- 
est them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadst promised to their fathers, 
that they should go in to possess if. 

24 So the children went in and pos- 
sessed the land, and thou subduedst be- 
fore them the inhabitants of the land, 
the Ca'naan-ites, and gavest them into 
their hands, with their kings, and the 
people of the land, that they might do 
with them as they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, and a 
fat land, and possessed houses full of 
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all goods, wells digged, vineyards, and 
ohveyards, and fruit trees in abundmace: 
so they did eat, and were filled, and be- 
came fat, and delighted themselves in 
thy great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobedient, 
mid rebelled against thee, and cast thy 
law behind their backs, and slew thy 
prophets which testified against them to 
turn them to thee, and they wrought 
great provocations. 

^27 Therefore thou deliveredst 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them: and in the time of their 
trouhle, when they cried unto" thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; and 
according to thy manifold mercies thou 
gavest them saviours, who saved them 
out of the hand of their enemies, 

28 But after they had rest, they did 
evil again before thee: therefore leftest 
thou them in the hand of their enemies, 
so that they had the dominion over 
them: yet when they returned, and 
cned unto thee, thou heardest them 
from heaven; and many times didst 
thou deliver them according to thy 
mercies; 

29 And, testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest bring them again unto thy 
law; yet they dealt proudly, and heark- 
ened not unto thy commandments, but 
sinned against thy judgments, (which if 
a man do, he snail live in them;) and 
withdrew the shoulder, and hardened 
their neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou forbear 
friem, and testifiedst against them by thy 
Spirit in thy prophets: yet would they 
not give ear: therefore gavest thou them 
into the hand of the people of the lands, 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mercies^ 
sake thou didst not utterly consume 
them, nor forsake them; for thou art a 
gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the great, 
the imghty, and the terrible God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not all 
the trouble seem little before thee, that 
hath come upon us, on our kings, on 
our princes, and on our priests, and on 
our prophets, and on our fathers, and on 
ah thy people, since the time of the 
kings of Assyria unto this day. 

33 Howbeit thou art just in all that is 
brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly: 

34 Neither have our kings, our princes,, 
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oiir priests, nor otir fathers, kept thy 
law, nor hearkened unto thy command- 
ments and thy testimonies, wherewith 
thou didst testify against them. 

35 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in the 
large and fat land which thou gavest be- 
fore them, neither turned they from 
their wicked works. 

36 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest unto 
our fathers to eat the fruit thereof and 
the good thereof, behold, we are serv- 
ants in it; 

37 And it yieldeth much increase unto 
the kings whom thou hast set over us 
because of our sins: also they have 
dominion over our bodies, and over our 
cattle, at their pleasure, and we are in 
great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant,^ and write it; and 
our princes, Le'vites, and priests, seal 
unto it 

CHAPTER 10 

T^OW those that sealed were, He- 
he-mi'ah, the Tir-sha'tha, the son 
of Hach'a-ii'ah, and Zid-ki'jah,

10 And tneir brethren, Sheb'a-ni'ah, 
H6-di'jah, Kel'i-ta, Pe-la'iah, Ha'nan, 

11 Mi'eha, Re'hob, Hash'a-bi'ah, 

12 Zac'cur, Sher'e-bi'ah, Sheb'a-ni'ali, 

13 H6-di'jah, Ba'ni, Be-ni'nu. 

14 The chief of the people; Pa'rosh, 
Pa'hath-mo'ab, E'lam, Zat'thu, Ba'ni, 

15 Bun'ni, Az'gad, Beb'a-i, 

16 Ad'6-ni'j^, Big'va-i, A'din, 

17 A'ter, Hiz-ki'jah, Az'zur, 

18 H6-di'jah, Ha'shiim, Beza-i, 

19 Ha'riph, An'a-thoth, Ne'bai, 

20 Mag'pi-ash, Me-shul'lam, He'zir, 

21 Me-shez'a-beel, Za'dpk, Jad-du'a>

28 ^ And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Le'vites, the porters, the 
singers, the Neth'i-mm, and all they that 
had separated themselves from the peo- 
ple ^of the lands unto the law of God, 
their wives, their sons, and their daugh* 
ters, every one having knowledge, and 
having understanding; 

29 They clave to their brethren, their 
nobles, and entered into a curse, and 
into an oath, to walk in God’s law, which 
was given by Moses the servant of God, 
and to observe and do all the command- 
ments of the Lord our Lord, and Ms 
judgments and his statutes; 

30 And that w-e would not give our 
daughters unto the people of the land, 
nor take their daughters for our sons: 

31 And if the people of the land bring 
ware or any victuals on the sabbath day 
to sell, that we would not buy it of them 
on the sabbath, or on the holy day: and 
that we would leave the seventh year, 
and the exaction of every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, to 
charge ourselves yearly with the third 
part of a shekel for the service of the 
house of our God; 

33 For the showbread, and for the con- 
tinual meat offering, and for the con- 
tinual burnt offering, of the sabbaths, of 
the new moons, for the set feasts, and 
for the holy things, and for the sin offer- 
ings to make an atonement for I§'ra-el, 
and for all the work of the house of onx 
God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Le'vites, and the people, for 
the wood offering, to bring it into the 
house of our God, after the houses of 
our fathers, at times appointed year by 
year, to burn upon the altar of the Lord 
our God, as it is written in the law: 

35 And to bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit of 
all trees, year by year, unto the house of 
the Lord: 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle, as it is written in the law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and of our 
flocks, to bring to the house of our God, 
unto the priests that minister in the 
house of our God: 

37 And that we should bring the first- 
fruits of our dough, and our offerings. 


Those who dwelt in Jerusalem 

and the fruit of ' all maimer of trees, of 
wine and of oil, iiiito the priests, to the 
chambers of the house of onr God; and 
the tithes of our ground unto the Xe- 
vites, that the same Le^vites might have 
the tithes in all the cities of our tillage.

22 The Le'vites in the days of 
£-E'a-shib, J6i'd-da, and J6-ha'nan, and 
Jad-du% were recorded chief of the 
fathers: also the priests, to the reign of 
Ba-ri'us the Persian. 

23 The sons of Levi, the chief of the 
fathers, were written in the book of the 
Chronicles, even until the days of J6- 
ha'nan the son of E-K'a-shib. 

24 And the chief of the Le'^dtes: Hash: 
a-bi'^, Sher'e-bf ah, and Jesh'u-a the 
son of Kad'mi-el, with their brethren 
over against them, to praise and to give 
thanks, according to the commandment 
of David the man of God, ward over 
against ward. 

25 Maf ta-ni'^, and Bak'bu-ki'^, 
O'ba-di'^, Me-shuFl^, Tarmon, Ak: 
Mb, were porters keeping the ward at 
the thresholds of the gates. 

26 These were in the days of Jdf a-kim 
the son of Jesh^u-a, the son of Joz'a- 
dafc, and in the days of Ne''he-mi''ah the 
governor, and of Ezra the priest, the 
scribe. 

27 ^ And at the dedication of the wall 
of Jerusalem they sought the Le^'vites 
out of all their places, to bring them to 
Jerusalem, to keep the dedication with 


fhe dedication of the watt 
gladness, both with thanksgivings, and 
with singing, with cymbals, ps£u.teries, 
gjid with harps. 

28 And the sons of the singers gathered 
themselves together, both out of the 

country round about Jerusalem, 
Ind from the villages of Ne-toph'a-thi; 

29 Also from the house of Gil'gal, and 
out of the fields of Ge'ba and Az-ma- 
veth: for the singers had builded them 
villages round about Jerusalem. 

30 And the priests and the le'vites 
purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, and the wall. 

31 Then I brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed two 
great companies of them that gave 
thanlss, whereof one went on the right 
hand upon the wall toward the dung gate: 

32 And after them went Ho-sha'|ah, 
and half of the princes of Judah, 

33 And Az'a-ri^ah, Ezra, and Me- 

shulTam, . . . 

34 Judah, and Bern amm, and She- 
ma^iah, and Jeremiah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons with 
trumpets; namely, ZiSehA-ri'ah the son 
of Jonathan, the son of She-ma'iah, the 
son of Maf ta-ni'ah, the son of Mi- 
cha'iah, the son of Zac-'chr, the son of 
A'saph: 

36 And his brethren, She-ma'i^, and 

A-za'ra-el, MilA-la% Gil^a-lai, Ma-a% 
Ne-than'e-el, and Judah, Ha-na'ni, with 
the musical instruments of David the 
tnflTi of God, and Ezra the scribe before 
them. * . 

37 And at the fountain gate, which was 
over against them, they went ujp by the 
stairs of the city of David, at the going 
up of the wall, above the house of David, 
even unto the water gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
them, and I after them, and the half of 
the people upon the wall, from beyond 
the tower of the furnaces even unto the 
broad wall; 

39 And from above the gate of E'phra- 
im, and above the old gate, .and above 
the fish gate, and the tower -of Ha- 
nan''e-el, and the tower of Me'ah, even 
unto the sheep gate: and they stood still 
in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of them 
that gave thanks in the house of God, 
and I, and the half of the rulers with me: 

41 And the priests; E-Fa-kim, Ma^a- 
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se'l^, MfiiTa-min, Mi-eha'iah, E-rs- 
e na-i, Zech^a-ii'ah, and I&'a-ni'ah, 
with trumpets;

^^<1 TDz'zI, and Je'ho- 
ha'nan, and Mal-ehijah, and E'iam, and 
singers sang loud, with 
Jez ra-hi ah their overseer. 

43 Also that day they offered great 
sacnfices, and rejoiced: for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy: the 
xwves also and the children rejoiced: so 
that the joy of Jerusalem was heard even 
afar off. 

44 And at that time were some ap- 
pointed over the chambers for the treas- 

for the offerings, for the firstfruits, 
and for the tithes, to gather into them 
of the fields of the cities the portions 
of the law for the priests and Le'vites: 
for Judah rejoiced for the priests and for 
the Le'vites that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the porters 
kept the ward of their God, and the ward 
of the purification, according to the com- 
mandment of David, and of Solomon his 
son. 

46 For in the days of David and A'saph 
of old there were chief of the singers, 
and ^ngs of praise and thanksgiving 
unto God, 

47 And all Vra-gl in the days of ZS- 
rub'ba*bel, and in the days of Ne'he- 
mi Ah, gave the portions of the singers 
^4 porters, every day his portion: 

they sanctified holy things unto the 
Le vites; and the Le'vites sanctified 
them unto the children of Aaron. 

CHAPTER 13 

O N that day they read in the book of 
Moses in the audience of the peo- 
ple; and therein was found written, that 
the Ammonite and the Mo'ab-ite should 
not come into the congregation of God 
for ever; 

2 Because they met not the children of 
I§'ra-el with bread and with water, but 
hired BaTaam against them, that he 
should curse them: howbeit our God 
turned the curse into a blessing, 

3 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard the law, that they separated from 
I§'ra-el all the mixed multitude. 

4 ^ And before this, E-Fa-shjib the 
priest, having the oversight of the cham- 
ber of the house of our God, was allied 
untoTo-bfah: 
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5 And he had prepared for him a great 
chamber, where aforetime they laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, and 
the vessels, and the tithes of the com, 
the new wine, and the oil, which was 
commanded to be given to the Le^vites, 
and the singers, and the porters; and the 
offerings of the priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at Jeru- 
salem: for in the two and thirtieth year 
of Ar''tax”erx'e§ king of Babylon came I 
unto the king, and after certain days 
obtained I leave of the king: 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and under- 
stood of the evil that £-li'a-shib did for 
To-bFah, in preparing him a chamber in 
the courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore I 
cast forth all the household stuff of T6- 
bfah out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought I again the vessels of the house 
of God, with the meat offering and the 
frankincense. 

10 ^ And I perceived that the portions 
of the LeVites had not been given them: 
for the Le'vites and the singers, that did 
the work, were fled every one to his 
field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulers, 
and said, Why is the house of God for- 
saken? And I gathered them together, 
and set them in their place. 

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe of 
the corn and the new wine and the oil 
unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, SheVe-mi'ah the priest, and 
Za'dok the scribe, and of the Le'vites, 
Pe-da'iah: and next to them was Ha'naa 
the son of Zac'cur, the son of Mafta- 
ni^ah: for they were counted faithful, 
and their office was to distribute unto 
their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, concern- 
ing this, and wipe not out my good deeds 
that I have done for the house of my 
God, and for the offices thereof, 

15 ^ In those days saw I in Judah 
some treading winepresses on the sab- 
bath, and bringing in sheaves, and lad- 
ing asses; as also wine, grapes, and figs, 
and all manner of burdens, which they 
brought into Jerusalem on the sabbath 
day: and I testified against them in the 
day wherein they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also there- 


Nehemiak contendeth with certain evits 
in, which brought fish, and all maimer 
of ware, and sold on the sabbath unto 
the children of Judah, and iii Jerusalenii 

17 Then I contended with the nobles of 
Judah, and said unto them, What evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not our God bring all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring more 
wrath upon ig^ra-^l by profaning the 
sabbath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when the 
gates of Jerusalem began to be dark be- 
fore the sabbath, I commanded that the 
gates should be shut, and charged that 
they should not be opened till after the 
sabbath: and some of my servants set I 
at the gates, that there should no burden 
be brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without Jerusalem 
once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye about the 
wall? if ye do so again, I will lay hands 
on you. From that time forth came they 
no more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Le'vites, that 
they should cleanse themselves, and 
that they should come and keep the 
gates, to sanctify the sabbath day. Re- 
member me, O my God, concerning this 
also, and spare me according to the 
greatness of thy mercy. 

23 In those days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Aehdod, of. 
Ammon, and of Mo'ab: 

24 And their children spake half in the 
speech of Ashdod, and could not speak 
in the Jews* language, but according to 
the language of each people. 

25 And I contended, with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of them, 
and plucked off their hair, and made 
them swear by God, saying. Ye shall 
not give your daughters unto their sons, 
nor take their daughters unto your sons, 
or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of l§"ra-el sin 
by these things? yet among many na- 
tions was there no king like him, who 
was beloved of his God, and God made 
him king over all l§'ra-el: nevertheless 
even him did outlandish women cause 
to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you to 
do aU this great evil, to transgress 
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against onr God in manying strange and tlie covenant of the priesthood, and 
TOves? tile Le^vites. 

28 And ona of the sons of Jdfi-da, the 30 Thns cleansed I them from all 
son of S-H'a-"Sh!b the high priest, strangers, and appointed the wards of 
son-in-law to San-banat the Hor^o- the priests and the Le'vites, every one 
jjite: therefore I ’ chased ' him from in his business;

THE BOOK OF ESTHER 


CHAjPTES 1 

N OW it came to pass in the days of 
A-ha§'u-e'rds, (this za A-ha§''u-ei 
rus which reigned from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over a hundred and seven and 
twenty provinces,) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
A-ha§'u-e'rus sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which mas in Shp'shSn the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he made 
a feast unto all his princes and his serv- 
ants; fie power of Persia and Me'di-a, 
the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
bezng' before him: 

4 When he showed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honor of his 
excellent majesty many days, eyen a 
hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were expired, 
fie king made a feast unto all the peo- 
ple fiat were present in Shp'shSn the 
palace, both unto great ^d small, 
seven days, in the court of the garden of 
fie king’s palace; 

6 Where were white, green, and blue 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purple to silver rings and pil- 
lars of marble: the beds were of gold and 
silver, upon a pavement of red, and 
blue, and v/hite, and black marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in vessels 
of gold, (fie vessels being diverse one 
from another,) and royal wine in abun- 
clance, according to the state of the king. 
8 And the drinking was according to the 
law; none did compel: for so the king 
had appointed to all the officers of his 
house, that they should do according to 
every man’s pleasmre. 


9 Also Vash'ti the queen made a feast 
for fie women in the royal house which 
belonged to king A-ha§'u-e'rus. 

10 § Qa fie seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with wine, 
he commanded Me-hu'man, Biz'fia, 
Har-bo'na, BigTha, and A-hag'tha, 
Ze'thar, and Caricas, the seven cham- 
herlains that served in fie presence of 
A-hag'u-e'rus fie king, 

11 To bring Vash'fi the queen before 
fie king wifi fie crown royal, to show 
fie people and fie princes her beauty: 
for she was fair to look on. 

12 But fie queen Vash'ti refused to 
come at fie fang’s commandment by 
his chamberlains: therefore was the 
king very wroth, and his anger burned in 
him. 

13 ^ Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so was 
the king’s manner toward all that knew 
law and judgment: 

14 And fie next unto him was Car- 
she-na, She’thar, Ad'ma-tha, Tar’shish, 
MeTe§, Mar-se'na, and Me-mu’^can, the 
seven princes of Persia and Me^di-a, 
which saw fie king’s face, and which sat 
the first in fie kingdom,) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vash'ti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the commandment 
of fie king A-hag'u-e'riis by the cham- 
berlains? 

16 And Me-mu’can answered before 
the king and fie princes, Vash’ti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the king 
only, but also to all the princes, and to 
ah the people that are in all the prov- 
inces of the Mng A-hag''u-e'riis, 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
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come abroad tinto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be reported. 
The king A-ha§'U"e''rus commanded 
Vash'ti the queen to be brought in be- 
fore him, but she came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Me'di-a say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of the 
deed of the queen. Thus shall there 
arise too much contempt and wrath, 

19 If it please the king, let there go a 
royal commandment from him, and let 
it be written among the laws of the Per- 
sians and the Mede§, that it be not 
altered. That Vash'ti come no more be- 
fore king A-ha§'u-e'rus; and let the 
king give her royal estate unto another 
that is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree, which 
he shall make, shaU be published 
throughout all his empire, (for it is 

g reat,) all the wives shall give to their 
usbands honor, both to great and 
small. 

21 And the saying pleased the long and 
the princes; and the king did according 
to the word of Me-mu'can: 

22 For he sent letters into all the king’s 
provinces, into every province accord- 
ing to the writing thereof, and to every 
people after their language, that every 
man should bear rule in ms own house, 
and that it should be published accord- 
ing to the language of every people. 

CHAPTER 2 

AFTER these .things, when the wrath 
JnLof king A-ha§'u-e'rus was ap- 
peased, he remembered Vash’ti, and 
what she had done, and what was de- 
creed against her. 

2 Then said the king’s servants that 
ministered unto him. Let there be fair 
young virgins sought for the king: 

3 And let the king appoint officers in 
all the provinces of his kingdom, that 
they may gather together all the fair 
young virgins unto Shu'shan the palace, 
to the house of the women, unto the 
custody of He’ge the king’s chamber- 
lain, keeper of the women; and let 
their things for purification be given 
them: 

4 And let the maiden which pleaseth 
the king be queen instead of Vash'ti. 
And the thing pleased the king; and he 
did so. 


Mofdecai sendeth Esther to Ahasuerus 

5 ^ Now in Shu’shan the palace there 
was a certain Jew, whose name was 
Mor'de-cai, the son of Ja'ir, the son of 
Slum^€-i, the son of Kish, a Benjamite; 

6 Who had been carried away from 
Jerusalem with the captivity which had 
been carried away with Jec'6-iii''ah king 
of Judah, whom Neb'u-ehad-n^z^zar the 
king of Babylon had carried away. 

7 And he brought up Ha-das'^SM, that 
is, Esther, his uncle’s daughter: for she 
had neither father nor mother, and the 
maid was fair and beautiful; whom 
Mor'de-cai, when her father and mothet 
were dead, took for his own daughter. 

8 ^ So it came to pass, when the king’s 

commandment and his decree was 
heard, and when many maidens were

8 If I have found favor in the sight of 
the king, and if it please the king to 
grant my petition, and to perform my 
request, let the king and Ha'man come 
to the banquet that I shall prepare for 
them, and I will do to-morrow as the 
king hath said. 

9 ^ Then went Ha'man forth that day 
joyful and with a glad heart: but when 
Ha'man saw Mor'de-cai in the king’s 
gate, that he stood not up, nor moved 
for him, he was full of indignation 
against Mor'de-cai. 

10 Nevertheless Ha'man refrained 
himself: and when he came home, he 
sent and called for his friends, and Ze- 
resh his wife. 

11 And Ha'man told them of the glory 
of his riches, and the multitude of his 
children, and all the things wherein the 
king had promoted him, and how he had 
advanced him above the princes and 
servants of the king. 

12 Ha'man said moreover, Yea, Esther 
the queen did let no man come in with 
the king unto the banquet that she had 
prepared but myself; and to-morrow 
am I invited unto her also with the king, 

13 Yet aU this availeth me nothing, so 
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long as I see Mor'de-cai the Jew sitting 
at the king’s gate. 

14 ^ Then said Ze'rfish his wife and 
all his friends unto him, Let a gallows 
be made of fifty cubits high, and to- 
mo^rrow speak thou unto the king that 
Mor'de-cai may be hanged thereon:

27 The Jews ordained, and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon all 
such as joined themselves unto them, 
so as it should not fad, that they would 
keep these two days according to their 
writing, and according to their appointed 
time every year; 

28 And that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every prov- 
ince, and every city; and that these days 
of Pu'rim should not fail from among 
the Jews, nor the memorial of them per- 
ish from their seed. 

29 Then Esther the queen, the daugh-.

ECCLESIASTES 

OR, THE PREACHER

22 .How therefore be ye not mockers, 
le.st your bands be made strong: for I 
have heard from the Lord GO 0 of hosts 
a consumption, even determined upon 
the whole earth. 

■ ■ 23 ^ Give ye ear, and hear my voice; 
hearken, and hear my speech, 

24 Doth the plowman plow all day to 
sow? doth he open and break the ckds 
of his ground? 

25 .liVnen he hath made plain the face 
thereof, doth he not cast abroad the 
fitches, 'and scatter the cummin, and 
cast in. the principal wheat and the ap- 
pointed barfey and the rye in their place? 

■ .26 Forhk God doth instruct him to dis- 
cretion, and doth teach him. 
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27 For the fitches are not threshed with 
a threshing instrument, neither is a cart 
wheel turned about upon the cummin; 
but the fitches are beaten out with a 
staff, and the cummin with a rod* 

28 Bread corn is bruised; because he 
wifi not ever be threshing it, nor break 
it with the wheel of Ms cart, nor bruise 
it with Ms horsemen, 

29 TMs also cometh forth from the 
XoRD of hosts, which is wonderful in 
counsel, md excellent in working. 

CBJmm 29 

W OE to I'n-el, to AYi-S, the city 
where David dwelt! add ye year 
to year; let them kin sacrifices, 

2 Yet I will distress A'ri-Sl, and there 
shall be heaviness and sorrow: and .it 
shall be unto me as A'ri- el. 

3 And I will camp against thee round 
about, and will lay siege against thee 
with a mount, and I will raise forts 
against thee. 

4 And thou shalt be brought down, and 
shalt speak out of the ground, and thy 
speech shall be low out of the dust, and 
thy voice shall be, as of one that hath a 
familiar spirit, out of the ground, and 
thy speech shall wMsper out of the dust. 
5 Moreover the multitude of thy stran- 
gers shall be like small dust, and the mul- 
titude of the terrible ones shall be as 
chaff that passeth away: yea,, it shaE be 
at an instant suddenly. 

6 Thou shalt be visited of the Lord of 
hosts with thunder, and with earth- 
quake, and great noise, with storm and 
tempest, and the flame of devouring 
fire. 

7 ^ And the multitude of all the nations 
that fight against A'ri-el, even all that 
fight against her and her munition, and 
that distress her, shall be as a dream of 
a night vision. 

8 It shall even be as when a hungry 
man dreameth, and, behold, he eateth; 
but he awaketh, and Ms soul is empty: 
or as when a tMrsty man dreameth, and, 
behold, he drinketh; but he awaketh, 
and, behold, he is faint, and his soul 
hath appetite: so shall the multitude of 
all the nations be, that fight against 
mount Zion. 

9 ^ Stay yourselves, and wonder; cry 
ye out, and cry: they are drunken, but 
not with wine; they stagger, but not with 
strong drink. 
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10 For the Lord hath poured- out iipet 
you the spirit of deep sleep, and Mlb 
closed your eyes: the prophets and yom 
rulers, the seers hath he covered. 

11 And the vision of all is become unto 
you -as the words of a book that h ' 
sealed, wMch men deliver to one that is 
learned, saying, Read tMs, I pray thee: 
and he saith, I cannot; for it is sealed; 

12 And the hook is delivered to hhi 
that is not- learned, saying, Read this, I 
pray thee: and he saith, I am not learned. 

13 ^ Wherefore the Lord said, Foras- 
much as tMs people draw near me wth 
their mouth, and with their lips do honor 
me, but have removed their heart far 
from me, and their fear toward me is 
taught by the precept of men: 

14 Therefore, behold, I will proceed to 
do a marvelous work among this people, 
even a marvelous work and a wonder: 
for the wisdom of their wise men sMi 
perish, and the understanding of their 
prudent men shall be Md. 

15 Woe unto them that seek deep to 
Mde their counsel from the Lord, and 
their works are in the dark, and they 
say, Who seeth us? and who knoweth 
■us? 

16 Surely your turning of things upside 
down shall be esteemed as the potter’s 
clay: for shall the work say of 1^ that 
made it. He made me not? or shall the 
tMng Lamed say of Mm that framed it, 
He had no understanding? 

17 Is it not yet a very Httle wMle, and 
Lebanon shall be turned into a fruiffal 
field, and the fruitful field shall be es- 
teemed as a forest? ^ 

18 ^ And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and the eyes 
of the blind shall see out of obscurity, 
and out of darkness. 

19 The meek also shall increase their 
Joy in the Lord, and the poor among 
men shall rejoice in the Holy One or 
I§'ra-el, 

20 For the terrible one is brought to 
nought, and the scomer is consumed, 
and all that watch for iniquity are cut 
off: 

21 That make a man an offender for a 
word, and lay a snare for Mm that re- 
proveth in the gate, and turn aside the 
just for a thing of nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord, who 
redeemed Abraham, concermng the 
house of Jacob, Jacob shall not now be 
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»s!iamed, neither shall Ms face now wax 
pale. 

23 But when he seetli Ms cliildren, the 
wof k of mine hands^ ia the midst of him# 
they shall sanctify my name, and sanc- 
tify the Holy One of Jacob# and shaB 
fear the God of I^'ra-S. 

24 They also that erred in spirit shall 
come to imderstaEding, and they that 
inurmured sliaM learn doctrine. 

CHAPTER 30 

W OE to the rebeBious children, 
saith the Eosn, that take counsel, 
but not of me; and that cover with a 
covering, but not of my Spirit, that they 
may add sin to sin: 

2 That walk to go down into Egypt, and 
feavenotasked atmymotith;tostrengthea 
themselves in the strength of Pha^'raoh, 
and to trust in the shadow of Egypt! 

3 Therefore shall the strength of Pha-- 
radh be your shame, and the trust in the 
shadow of Egypt your confusion. 

4 For Ms princes were at Zd'an, and 
Ms ambassadors came to HaMSf . 

5 They were all ashamed of a people 
that could not profit them, nor be a help 
nor profit# but a shame, and also a 
reproach. 

6 The burden of the beasts of the south: 
Into the land of trouble and angui:ih, 
from whence come the young and old 
lion, the viper and fiery flying serpent, 
they wiE carry their riches upon the 
shoulders of young asses,, and their 
treasures upon the bunches of camels# 
to a people that shall not profit them. 

7 For the Egyptians shsul help in vain,, 
and to no purpose: therefore have 1 
cried concernisg this# Thek streagt3i,is 
"to sit sfill.', 

8 Now go, write it before them in a 
table, and note it in a book, that it may 
be for the time to come for ever and 
: ever: 

9 That this is a rebellious people, lying 
children, children that wiE not hear the 
law of the Eo»o: 

10 WMch say to the seers, See not; arid 
to the prophets, Prophesy not unto us 
right things, speak unto us smooth' 
tmngs, prophesy deceits: 

H Get you out of the way, turn aside 
out of the path, cause the Holy One of 
Ilka-Sl to cease from before us. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy One 
of Ig'ra-fil, Because ye despise tMs word. 
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and trust in oppression and perverse- 
ness, and stay thereon: 

,■13 Therefore this iniquity shtE be to 
you as a breach ready to fall, swelEng^ 
out in a high wall, whoso breaking com- ^ 
eth suddemy at an instant. 

14 And he shall break it as the break- 
ing of the potters’ vessel that is broken 
ia pieces; he shaE not spare: so that 
there shall not be found in the burstiag 
of it a sherd to take fire from the hearth, 
or to take water witka! out of the pit 
Ifi.For thus saith the ford GoP, the 
Holy One of Is'ri-dl; In returning and 
rest shaE ye be saved; in quietness 
and in confidence sfeaE be your strength: 
and ye would not. 

16 But ye said, No; for we will flee upon 
horses; 'therefore shall ye flee: and, We 
will ride upon the swift; therefore shall 
they that pursue you be swift. 

17 One thousand shaii jke at the re- 
buke of one; at the- rebuke of five shall 
ye flee; till ye be left as a beacon upon 
the top of a mountain, and as an ensign 
on a ME. 

18 <5 And therefore will the Lord wait, 
that he may be gracious unto you, and 
therefore will he be exalted, that he may 
have mercy upon you: for. the Lord is S: 
God of ludgment: blessed are aE they 
that wait for him. 

19 For the people shall dwell in Zion at 
Jerusalem: thou shalt weep no more: he 
wiE he very gracious unto thee at the 
voice of thy cry; when he shall hear it, 
he wEI answer thee. 

20 And though the Lord give you the 
bread' of adversity, and the water of 
affliction, j?et shall not thy teachers be 
removed info a comer any more, but 
thine eyes shall see thy teachers; 

21 And thine ears shall hear a word 
behind thee, saying, TMs is the way, 
walk yeia it, when ye turn to the right 
hand, and when ye turn to the left, 

22 te shaE defEe also the covering of 
thy. graven images of silver, and the 
omaraent of thy molten images of geld: ' 
thou shalt cast them away as a inen- 
struous cloth; thou shalt say unto it, 
Get thee -hence. 

23 Then shall he give the rain of thy 
seed, that thou shalt sow the ground ' 
withal; and bread of the increase of the 
earth, and it shall be fat and plenteous: 
in that day shall thy cattle feed in large 
p'astures. 
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24 The osea Ekewise aad the yoxmg 
asses that ear the grornid shall eat clean 
provender, which hath ^ been winnowed 
mth the shovel and with the fan. ■ 

25 And there shall he upon every high 
mountain, and upon every high hill, 
rivers and streams of waters in the day 
of the great slaughter, when the towers 
fal. 

26 Moreover the light of the moon shall 
be as the light of the sun, and the light 
of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the light 
of seven days, in the day that the Lord 
feindeth up the breach of his people, and 
healeth the stroke of their wound. 

27 C Behold, the name of the Lord 
ccmeSi from far, burning with his anger, 
and the burden thereof is heavy: his Bps 
are full of indignation, and his tongue as 
a devouring fire: 

28 And his breath, as an overflowing 
stream, shall reach to the midst of the 
neck, to sift the nations with the sieve of 
vanity: and there shall be a bridle in the 
Jaws of the people, causing them to err. 

29 Ye shall have a song, as in the night 
when a holy solemnity is kept; and glad- 
ness of heart, as when one goeth with a 
pipe to come into the mountain of the 
Lord, to the Mighty One of I§'ra-dL 

30 And the Lord shall cause Ms glori- . 
ous voice to be heard, and shall show the 
lighting down of his arm, with the indig- 
nation of his anger, and with the flame 
of a devouring fire, scattering, and 
tempest, and hailstones. 

31 For through the voice of the Lord’ 
shall the Assyrian be beaten down, 
which smote with a rod* 

32 And in every place where the 
grounded stafl sh^ pass, which the 
Lord shall lay upon him, it shall be with 
tablets and harps: and in battles of shak- 
ing will he fight with it. 

33 For To'phdtis ordained of old; yea, 
for the king it is prepared; he hath made 
it deep and large: the pile thereof is fire 
and much wood; the breath of the Lord, 
like a stream of brimstone, doth kindle it. 

CHAPTER 31 

W OE to them that go down to 
Egypt for help; and stay on 
horses, and trust in chariots, because 
they are many; and in horsemen, be- 
cause they are very strong; but they look 
not unto the Holy One of I§'ra-61, nei- 
ther seek the Lord! 


The Lord will defend Jerusalem 

2 Yet he also is wise, and will bring 
evil, and wiH not call back his words; but 
will arise against the house of the evil- 
doers, and against the help of them that 
work iniquity. 

3 IJow the E^tians are men, and not 
God; and their horses flesh, and not 
spirit. When the Lord shall stretch out 
his hand, both he that helpeth shall M, 
and he that is helped shall fall down, and 
they all shall fall together. 

4 For thus hath the Lord spoken unto 
me, Like as the lion and the young Hon 
roaring on his prey, when a multitude of 
shepherds is called forth against him, 
he will not be afraid of their voice, nor 
abase himself for the noise of them: so 
shall the Lord of hosts come down to 
fight for mount Zion, and for the hill 
thereof. 

f 5 As birds flying, so will the Lord of 
hosts defend Jerusalem; defending also 
he will deliver it; and passing over he 
will preserve lA 

6 C Turn ve unto Mm from whom the 
children of i§'ra-el have deeply revolted. 

7 For in that day every man shall cast 
away his idols of silver, and his idols of 
gold, which your own hands have made 
unto you /or a sin, 

8 ^ Then shall the Assyrian fall with 
the sword, not of a mighty man; and the 
sword, not of a mean man, shall devour 
him: but he shall flee from the sword, 
and his young men shall be discomfited* 

9 And he shall pass over to his strong- 
hold for fear, and his princes shall he 
afraid of the ensign, saith the Lord, 
whose fire is in Zion, and bis furnace in 
Jerusalem, 

CHAPTER 32 

B ehold, a King shall reign in right- 
eousness, and princes shah rule in 
judgment, 

2 And a man shall be as a Mding place 
from the wind, and a covert from the 
tempest; as rivers of water in a dry 
place, as the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land. 

3 And the eyes of them that see shall 
not be dim, and the ears of them that 
hear shah hearken. 

4 The heart also of the rash shah nader- 
stand knowledge, and the tongue of the 
stammerers shall be ready to speak 
plainly. 

5 The vile person shall be m more 
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Mis people to dwell in peace. Woe io if 

called liberal^ nor the cbiirl said to be 
bouatiM, 

6 For the vile person will speak villainy, 
and his heart will work iniquity, to prac- 
•tise hypocrisy, and to utter error against' 
the Lord, to make empty tiie soul of the 
hungry; and he will cause the drink of 
the thirsty, to fail. 

7 The instruments' also of the churl are 
evil: he ...deviseth wicked devices to de- 
stroy the poor with iyi,ag words, even 
when, the needy speaketh right. 

8: But the. liberal deviseth liberal 
things; and by liberal things shall he 
■stand. , . 

9 ^ Rise up, ye women that are at 
ease; hear my voice, ye careless daugh- 
ters; give ear unto my speech. 

10 Many days and years shall ye be 
troubled, ye careless women: for the 
vintage shall fail, the gathering shall not 
come. ■ 

1 1 Tremble, ye women that are at ease; 
be troubled, ye careless ones: strip you, 
and make you bare, and gird sackcloth 
upon loins, 

12 They shall lament for the teats, 
for the pleasant fields, for the fruitful 
vine. 

13 Upon the land of my people shaH 
come up thorns and briers; yea, upon 
all the houses of joy in the joyous 
city: 

14 Because the palaces shall be for- 
saken; the multitude of the city shall be 
left; the forts and towers shall be for 
dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, a pas- 
ture of fiocks; 

15 Until the Spirit be poured upon us 
from on high, and the wilderness be a 
fruitful field, and the fmitful field be 
counted for a forest, . 

16 Then judgment shall dwell in the 
wilderness, and righteousness remain in 
the fruitful field. 

17 And the work of righteousness 
shall be peace; and the effect of right- 
eousness, quietness and assurance for 
ever. 

18 And my people shall dwell, in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure dwell- 
ings, and in quiet resting places; 

19 When it shall hail, coming down on 
the forest; and the city shall be low jn a 
low place. 

20 Blessed are ye that sow beside all 
waters, that send forth, f/uther the feet 
of the ox and the ass*

CHAMR 33 

W OE to thee that spoilest, and thou 
mast not spoiled; and dealest 
treacherously, and they dealt not treach- 
'etously with thee! when thou shalt cease 
to spoil, thou shalt be spoiled; and when 
thou shalt make an end to deal treacher- 
ously, they shaE deal treacherously with 
thee. 

2 O Lord, be gracious unto us; we 
have waited for thee: be thou their arm 
every morning, our salvation also in the 
time of trouble. 

3 At the noise of the tumult the people 
fled; at the lifting up of thyself the na- 
tions were scattered. 

4 And your spoil shaE be gathered like 
the gathering of the caterpillar: as the 
running to and fro of locusts shall he run 
upon them. 

5 The Lord is exalted; for he dwelleth 
on high: he hath fiEed Zion with Judg- 
ment and righteousness. 

6 And wisdom and knowledge shall be 
the stability of thy Ernes, and strength 
of salvation: the fear of the Lord is his 
treasure. 

7 Behold, their valiant ones shall cry 
without: the ambassadors of peace shaE 
weep bitterly. 

8 The highways lie waste, the wayfar- 
ing man ceaseth; he hath broken the 
covenant, he hath despised the cities, he 
regardeth no man. 

9 The earth mourneth and languisheth: 
Lebanon is ashamed and hewn down: 
Sharidn is like a wilderness; and Ba- 
shAn and Car'mel shake off their fruits, 
10 Now will I rise, saith the Lord; now 
wittlbe exalted; now wiE I lift up myself, 
11 Ye shaE conceive chaff, ye shall 
bring forth stubble: your breath, as fire, 
shaE devour you. 

12 And the people shall be as the burn- 
ings of lime: as thorns cut up shaE they 
be burned in the fire, 

13 <1 Hear, ye that are far off, what I 
have done; and, ye that are near, ac- 
knowledge ray might, 

14 The sinners in Zion are afraid; fear- 
fulness hath surprised the hypocrites. 
Who among us shaE dwell with the de- 
vouring fire? who among us shall dweU 
with everlasting burnings? 

15 He that walketh righteously, and 
Speaketh uprightly; he that despiseth 
the gain of oppressions, that shaketh Ms 
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iiands from holding of hri1>es, that stop- 
peth feis cars from hearing of blood, and 
shutteth Ms eyes from seeing evil; 

16 He shall dwell on high; Ms place of 
defense shcdl be the mnnitions of rocks: 
bread shall be given him; Ms waters 
shall be sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the King in Ms 
beauty: they shall behold the land that 
is very far off. 

18 TMne heart shall meditate terror. 
Where is the scribe? where is the re- 
ceiver? where is he that counted the 
towers? 

19 Thou shalt not See a fierce people, a 
people of a deeper speech than thou 
canst perceive; of a stammering tongue, 
that thou canst not understand. 

20 Look upon Zion, the city of our so- 
lemnities; thine eyes shall see Jerusalem 
a quiet habitation, a tabernacle that 
shadl not be taken down; not one of the 
stakes thereof shall ever be removed* 
neither shall any of the cords thereof be 
broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lord will be 
unto us a place of broad rivers and 
streams; wherein shall go no galley with 
oars, neither shall gallant sMp pass 
thereby. 

22 For the Lord is oux judge, the Lord 
is our lawgiver, the Lord is our King; he 
will save us. 

23 Thy taddings are loosed; they could 
not well strengthen their mast; they 
could not spread the sail: then is the 
prey of a great spoil divided; the lame 
take the prey. 

24 And the inhabitant shall not say, I 
am sick; the people that dwell therein 
shall be forgiven their iniquity, 

CHAPTER 34 

C OME near, ye nations, to hear; and 
hearken, ye people: let the earth 
hear, and all that is therein; the world, 
and all tMngs that come forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord is 
upon all nations, and his fury upon all 
their armies: he hath utterly destroyed 
them, he hath delivered them to the 
slaughter. 

3 Their slain also shall be cast out, and 
their stink shall come up out of their 
carcasses, and the mountains shall be 
melted with their blood. 

4 And all the host of heaven shall be 
dissolved, and the heavens shall be 
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rolled together as a scroll: and, all their 
host shal fall down, as the leaf falleth 
off firom the vine, and as a falling 
from the fig tree. 

5 For my sword shaE be bathed in 
heaven: behold, it shall come down upon 
Id^u-me'a, and upon the people of my 
curse, to judgment 

6 The sword of the Lord is filled with 
blood, it is made fat with fatness, and 
with the blood of lambs and goats, with 
the fat of the kidneys of rams: for the 
Lord hath a sacrifice in B62''rah, and a 
great slaughter in the land of Id'u-me'a. 

7 And the unicorns shall come down 
with them, and the bullocks with the 
bulls; and their land shaE be soaked 
with blood, and their dust made fat with 
fatness. 

8 For it is the day of the Lord’s 
vengeance* and the year of recompenses 
for the controversy of Zion. 

9 And the streams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and the dust thereof 
into brimstone, and the land thereof 
shall become burning pitch. 

10 It shall not be quenched night nor 
day; the smoke thereof shall go up for 
ever: from generation to generation it 
shall He waste; none shall pass through 
it for ever and ever. 

11 But the cormorant and the bit- 
tern shall possess it; the owl also and 
the raven shall dwell in it: and he shall 
stretch out upon it the line of confusion, 
and the stones of emptiness. 

12 They shall call the nobles thereof to 
the kingdom, but none shall be there, 
and all her princes shall be notMng. 

13 And thorns shall come up in her 
palaces, nettles and brambles in the 
fortresses thereof: and it shall be a habi- 
tation of dragons, and a court for owls. 

14 The wild beasts of the desert shall 
also meet with the wild beasts of the 
island, and the satyr shall cry to his fel- 
low; the screech owl also shall rest there, 
and find for herself a place of rest. 

15 There shall the great owl make her 
nestii»and lay, and hatch, and gather un- 
der her shadow: there shall the vultures 
also be gathered, every one with her 
mate. 

16 <if Seek ye out of the book of the 
Lord, and read: no one of these shall 
fail, none shall want her mate: for my 
mouth it hath commanded, and Ms 
spirit it hath gathered them. 
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17 And he hath cast the lot for them* 
and his hand hath divided it unto them 
by line: they shall possess it for ever* 
from generation to generation shall they 
dwell therein. 

CHAPTER 35 

T he wilderness and the ' solitary 
place shah be -glad for them; and 
the desert shaE rejoice* and blossom as 
'the rose. 

2 It shaS blossom abundantly, and re- 
joice even with Joy and singing: the 
glory 'of Lebanon shall be given unto it,, 
the excellency of Car'mS! and Shar^on; 

. they shall see the glory of the Lord, and 
the excellency of our God. 

3 ^ Strengthen ye the weak hands, and 
confirm the feeble' knees, 

4 Say to them that are of a fearful heart. 
Be strong, fear not: behold, your God 
will come with vengeance, , even God 
with a recompense; he will come and 
save you. 

5 Then the eyes of the blind shall be 
opened, and the ears of the deaf shall 
be unstopped. 

6 Then shal the lame man leap as a 
hart, and the tongue of the dumb sing: 
for in the wilderness shall waters break 
out, and streams in the desert. 

7 And the parched ground shall be- 
come a pool, and the thirsty land springs 
of water: in the habitation of dragons, 
where each lay, shall be grass with reeds 
and rushes. 

8 And a highway shall be there, and a 
way, and it shall be called The way of 
holiness; the unclean shall not pass over 
it; but it shail be for those: the wayfaring 
men, though fools, shall not err therein, 
9 No lion shall be there, nor any raven- 
ous beast shall go up thereon, it shall 
not be found there; but the redeemed 
shall walk there: 

10 And the ransomed of the Lord shall 
return, and come to Zion with songs and 
everlasting joy upon their heads: they 
shall obtain joy and gladness, and sor- 
row and sighing shall flee away. 

CHAPTER 36 

N OW it came to pass in the four- 
teenth year of king HSz e-la'ah, 
that Sen-nach^er-ib king of Assyria came 
up against all the defensed cities of Ju- 
dah, and took them. 

2 And the king of Assyria sent R§.b2 


gh4-k6h from La'cMsh f o Jerusalem unto 
Mng HSz'e-kl'ah with a |reat army. And 
he stood by the condmt of the upper 
pool in the Wghway of the ftiler*s iwd. 

3 Then came forth unto Mm £-H'a- 
kim, Hii-ki'Mi*s son, wMch was over 
the house, and Shdb^na the scribe, and 
Jd'ah, A'slph’s son, the recorder. 

4, And llab%ha-k& said unto them. 
Say ye now to H6z''e-ki'ah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, What 
confidence is this wherein thou trustest? 

5 I say, sayest thou^ (but they are but 
.vain words)”/ have counsel and strength 
for war: now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebcllest against me? 

6 Lo, thou trustest in the staff of this 
broken reed, on Egypt; whereon if a 
man lean, it will go into his hand, and 
pierce it: so is Pha'raoh king of Egypt to 
all that trust in him. 

7 But if thou say to me. We trust in the 
Lord our God: is it not he, whose high 
places and whose altars Hez''e-ki'ah 
hath taken away, and said to Judah and 
to Jerusalem, Ye shall worsliip before 
this altar? 

8 Now therefore give pledges, I pray 
thee, to my master the king of Assyria, 
and I will give thee two thousand horses, 
if thou be able on thy part to set riders 
upon them. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my 
master’s servants, and put thy trust on 
Egypt for chariots and for horsemen?

18 For, behold, I have made thee this 
day a defensed city, and an iron pillar, 
and brazen walls against the whole land, 
against the kings of Judah, against the 
princes thereof, against the priests 
thereof, and against the people of the 
land. 

19 And they shall fight against thee; 
but they shall not prevail against thee; 
for I am with thee, saith the Lord, to 
deliver thee. 

CHAPTER 2 

M oreover the word of the lord 

came to me, saying, 

2 Go and cry in the ears of Jerusalem, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord; I remember 
thee, the kindness of thy youth, the love 
of thine espousals, when thou wentest 
^ter me in the wilderness, in a land that

5 Thus saith fee Lord, What iniq- 
uity have your fathers found in me, 
feat they are sane far from me, and 
have walked after vanity, and are be- 
come vain? 

6 Neither said they, Where is the Lord 
that brought us up out of the land of 
Egypt, that led us through fee wilder- 
ness, through a land of deserts and of 
pits, through a land of drought, and of 
fee shadow of death, through a land 
that no man passed through, and where 
no man dwelt? 

7 And I brought you into a plentiful 
country, to eat fee fruit thereof and the 
goodness thereof; but when ye entered, 
ye defiled my land, and made mine 
heritage an abomination. 

8 The priests said not, Where is the 
Loxu>? and they that handle fee law 
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knew me not: fee pastors also trans* 
grossed against me, and fee prophets 
prophesied by Ba''!!, and walked after 
things that do not jprofit. 

9 ^ Wherefore I wiH yet plead wife 
you, saith fee Lord, and wife your 
children’s children will I plead. 

10 For pass over fee isles of Chiftfin, 
and see; and send unto Ke^'dir, and 
consider diligently, and see If there be 
such a thing. 

11 Hath a nation changed their gods, 
which are yet m gods? but my people 
have changed their glory for that which 
doth not profit 

12 Be astonished, O ye heavens, at 
this, and be horribly afraid, be ye very 
desolate, saith the Lord. 

13 For my people have committed two 
evds; they have forsaken me fee foun- 
tain of living waters, and hewed them 
out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can 
hold no water, 

14 ^ Is a servant? is he a 

homebom slave? why is he spoiled? 

15 The young lions roared upon him, 
and yelled, and they made his land 
waste: his cities are burned without 
inhabitant 

16 Also fee children of KSph and 
Td-hip'i-ne§ have broken the crown 
of fey head. 

17 Hast thou not procured this unto 
thyself, in that thou hast forsaken the 
Lord fey God, when he led thee by the 
way?' 

18 And now what hast thou to do in 
fee way of Egypt, to drink the waters 
of Si'hor? or what hast thou to do in the 
way of Assyria, to drink fee waters of 
fee river? 

19 Thine own wickedness shall correct 
thee, and thy backslidings shall reprove 
feee: know therefore and see that it is 
an evil thing and bitter, that thou hast 
forsaken fee Lord thy God, and that 
my fear is not in thee, saith the Lord 
God of hosts, 

20 For of old time I have broken thy 
yoke, and burst thy bands; and thou 
saidst, I will not transgress; when upon 
every high hill and under every green 
tree thou wanderest, playing the harlot. 

21 Tet I had planted thee a noble vine, 
wholly a right seed: how then art thou 
turned into the degenerate plant of a 
strange vine unto me? 

22 For though thou wash feee wife 
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The Lord pleadeth with backsliding Israd 


nitre, and take thee mticli Soap, t/et 
thine iniquity is marked before me, saith 
the Lord God. 

23 How const thou say, I am not di- 
luted, I have not gone after Ba'a-Hm? 
See thy way in the valley, know what 
thou hast done: thou art a swift drome- 
dary traversing her ways; 

24 A wild ass used to the wilderness, 
that snuffeth up the wind at her pleas- 
ure; in her occasion who can turn her 
away? all they that seek her wiH not 
weary themselves; in her month they 
shall find her. 

25 Withhold thy foot from being un- 
shod, and thy throat from thirst: but 
thou saidst, There is no hope: no; for I 
have loved strangers, and after them 
will I go. 

26 As the thief is ashamed when he 
is found, so is the house of I;^'ra-Sl 
ashamed; they, their kings, their princes, 
and their priests, and their prophets, 

27 Saying to a stock. Thou art my 
father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me forth: for they have turned 
their back unto me, and not their face: 
but in the time of their trouble they will 
say, Arise, and save us. 

28 But where are thy gods that thou 
hast made thee? let them arise, if they 
can save thee in the time of thy trouble: 
for according to the number of thy. 
cities are thy gods, O Judah. 

29 Wherefore wiU ye plead with me? 
ye all have transgressed against me, 
saith the Lord. 

30 In vain have I smitten your children; 
they received no correction: your own 
sword hath devoured your prophets, 
like a destroying lion. 

31 ^ O generation, see ye the word of 
the Lord. Have I been a wilderness 
unto I§'ra-el? a land of darkness? 
wherefore say my people, We are lords; 
we will come no more unto thee? 

32 Can a maid forget her ornaments, 
or a bride her attire? yet my people have 
forgotten me days without number. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to seek 
love? therefore hast thou also taught the 
wicked ones thy ways. 

34 Also in thy skirts is found the blood 
of the souls of the poor innocents: I 
have not found it by secret search, but 
upon all these. 

35 Yet thou sayest, Because I am in- 
nocent, surely Ms anger shall turn from 


me. Behold, I will plead with thee, be. 
cause thou sayest, I have not sinned, 

36 Why gaddest thou about so much 
to change thy way? thou also shalt be 
ashamed of Egypt, as thou wast 
ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou shalt go forth from him, 
and thine hands upon thine head: for 
the Lord hath rejected thy confidences, 
and thou shalt not prosper in them. 

CHAPTERS ' 

/^HEY say, If a man put away his 
JL wife, and she go from him, and 
become another many's, shall he return 
unto her again? shall not that land be 
greatly polluted? but thou hast played 
me harlot with many lovers; yet return 
again to me, saith the Lord. 

2 Lift up thine eyes unto the high 
places, and see where thou hast not 
been lain with. In the ways hast thou 
sat for them, as the Arabian in the 
wddemess; and thou hast polluted the 
land with thy whoredoms and with thy 
wickedness.

7 And I said after she had done all 
these things^ Turn thou unto me. But 
she returned not. And her treacherous 
sister Judah saw it. 

8 And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding I§fra-el committed 
adultery, I had put her away, and given 
her a bill of divorce; yet her treacherous 
sister Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also. 

9 And it came to pass through the 
lightness of her whoredom, that she 
defiled the land, and committed adul- 
tery with stones and with stocks.

ii; And tfe Lord said imto'me. The 
backsliding. i§ka-€l ha.th ja.stified her- 
self more than: treacherous Judah. 

12.' ^ Go' an.d proclaim, these words 
toward, the north, and say, Return, thou 
backsliding ,I§'ra-Q, saim the. Lord: 
md l will not cause mine anger to fai! 
upon, you; for I am merciful, saith the 
XoRDj ORif J will not keep anger for ever. 

13 Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against the 
Lord thy God, and hast scattered thy 
ways to the strangers under every green 
tree, and ye have not obeyed my voice, 
saith the Lord. 

14 Turn, O backsliding children, saith 
the Lord: for I am married unto you: 
and I will take you one of a city, and 
two of a family, and I will bring you to 
Zion: ■. 

15 And I will give you pastors accord- 
ing to mine heart, which shall feed you 
with knowledge and understanding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be multiplied and increased in the land, 
in those days, saith the Lord, they shah 
say no more, The ark of the co venant of 
the Lord: neither shah it come to mind; 
neither shah they remember it: neither 
shah they visit it; neither shah that be 
done any more. 

17 At that time they shah cal! Jeru- 
salem the throne of the Lord; and ah 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, to 
the name of the Lord, to Jerusalem: 
neither shah they walk any more after 
the imagination of their evil heart. 

18 In those days the house of Judah 
shah walk with the house of i§'ra-el, 
and they shah come together out of the 
l^d of the north to the land that I have 
given for an inheritance unto your 
fathers- 

19 But I said, How shah I put thee 
among the children, and give thee a 
pleasant land, a goodly heritage of the 
hosts of nations? and I said. Thou shalt 
cah me, My father; and shalt not turn 
away from me. 

20 ^ Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her husband, so have 
ye dealt treacherously with me, O 
house of Ig^ra-el, saith the Lord. 

21 A voice was heard upon the high 
places, weeping and supplications of

25 We he down in our shame, and our 
confusion covereth us: for we have 
sinned against the Lord our God, we 
and our fathers, from our youth even 
unto this day, and have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord our God. 

CHAPTER 4 .

the Lord, return unto me; and if 
thou wilt put away thine abomina- 
tions out of my sight, then shalt thou 
not remove.

31 For I have heard a voice as of a 
woman in travail, and the anguish as 
of her that bringeth forth her first child, 
the voice of the daughter of Zion, that 
bewaileth herself, that spreadeth her 
hands, saying.

CHAPTER S 

"pUN ye to and fro through the streets 
S\.of Jerusalem, and see now, and 
know, and seek in the broad places 
thereof, if ye can find a man, if there 
be any tiiat executeth judgment, that 
seeketh the truth; and I will pardon it. 

2 And though they say, The Lord 
liveth; surely they swear Msely. 

3 O Lord, are not thine eyes upon the

10 Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy; but make not a full end: take 
away her battlements; for they are not 
the Lord’s. 

11 For the house of J§'ra-Sl and the 
house of Judah have demt very treach- 
erously against me, saith the Lord. 

12 They have belied the Lord, and 
said, It is not he; neither shall evil come 
upon us; neither shall we see sword nor 
famine: 

13 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word is not in them: thus 
shall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, Because ye speak this 
word, behold, I will majke my words in 
thy mouth fire, and this people wood, 
and it shall devour them. 

15 Lo, I will bring a nation upon you 
from far, O house of I§’ra-gl, saith the 
Lord: it is a mighty nation, it is an 
ancient nation, a nation whose language 
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thou knowest not, neither understand- 
est what they say. 

Id Their quiver is as an open sepul- 
chre, they ore all mighty men. 

■17 And they shall eat up thine harvest 
and thy bread, which thy sons and thy 
daughters should eat; they shaE eat up 
thy flocks and thine herds: they shall 
eat up thy vines and thy fig trees; they 
shall ■ impoverish thy fenced cities* 
wherein thou trustedst, with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those days, saith 
the Lord, I will not make a fuE end, 
with you. 

19 ^ And it shall come to pass, when 
ye shall say, Wherefore doeth the Lord' 
our God all these things unto us? then 
shalt thou answer them, Like as ye 
have forsaken me, and served strange 
gods in your land, so shaE ye serve 
strangers in a land that is not yours. 

20 Declare this in the house of Jacob, 
and publish it in Judah, saying, 

21 Hear now this, O foolish people, 
and without understanding; which have 
eyes, and see not; which have ears, and 
hear not ; 

22 Fear ye not me? saith the Lord: will 
ye not tremble at my presence, which 
have placed the sand for the bound of 
the sea by a perpetual decree, that it 
cannot pass it: and though the waves 
thereof toss themselves, yet can they 
not prevaE; though they roar, yet caii' 
they not pass over it? 

23 But this people hath a revolting and 
a rebellious heart; they are revolted and 
gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, Lef 
us now fe^ the Lord our God, that 

£ ‘veth rain, both the former and the 
tier, in his season: he reserveth unto 
us the appointed weeks of the harvest. 
2S <1 Your iniquities have turned away 
these things, and your sins have with- 
holden good things from you. 

26 For among my people are found 
wicked men: they lay wait, as he that 
setteth snares; they set a trap, they 
catch. men. 

27 As a cage is fuE of birds, so me 
their houses full of deceit: therefore 
they are become great, and waxen 
rich* 

28 They are waxen fat, they shine: 
yea, they overpass the deeds of the 
wicked; they judge not the cause, the 
cause of the fatherless, yet they pros- 
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per; and the right of the needy do they 
not judge. 

29 Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the Lord: shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 

30 A wonderful and horrible thing 
is committed in the land; 

31 The prophets prophesy falsely, and 
the priests bear rule by their means; 
and my people love to have it so: and 
what will ye do in the end thereof? 

CHAPTER 6 

O YE children of Benjamin, gather 
yourselves to flee out of the midst 
of Jerusalem, and blow the trumpet 
in Te-ko'a, and set up a sign of fire in 
Beth'-hac'ge-rem: for evil appeareth 
out of the north, and great destruction.

7 As a fountain casteth out her waters, 
so she casteth out her wickedness; 
violence and spoil is heard in her; before 
me continually is grief and wounds, 

8 Be thou instructed, O Jerusalem, 
lest my soul depart from thee; lest I 
make thee desolate, a land not in- 
habited. 

9 ^ Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
They shall thoroughly glean the rem- 
nant of Is"ra-$1 as a vine: turn back 
thine hand as a grape gatherer into the 
baskets. 

10 To whom shall I speak* and give 
warning, that they may hear? Behold, 
their ear is uncircumcised, and they 
cannot hearken: behold, the word of 
the Lord is tmto them a reproach; they 
have no delight in it. 

11 Therefore I am full of the fury of 
the Lord; I am weary with holding in:

9 ^d mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that divine 
lies: they shall not be in the assembly of 
my people, neither shall they be written 
in the writing of the house of I§ha-61, 
neither shall they enter into the land of 
I§'ra-6I; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord God. 

10 ^ Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, saying.

14 So win I break down the wall that 
ye have daubed with imtempered mor- 
tar, and bring it down to the ground, so 
that the foundation thereof shall be dis- 
covered, and it shall fall, and ye shall be 
consumed in the midst thereof: and ye 
shah, know that I am the Lord. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, ana upon them that have 
daubed it with untempered mortar, and 
will say unto you. The wall is no more, 
neither they that daubed it;

8 Then the»nations set against him on 
every side from the provinces, and 
spread their net over him: he was taken 
in their pit. 

9 And they put him in ward in chains, 
and brought him to the king of Babylon: 
they brought him into holds, that his 
voice should no more be heard upon 
the mountains of I§'ra-gl. 

10 ^ Thy mother is like a vine in thy 
blood, planted by the waters: she -was 
fruitful and full of branches by reason 
of many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and 
her stature was exalted among the 
thick branches, and she appeared in 
her height with the multitude of her 
branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, she 
was cast down to the ground, and the 
east wind dried up her fruit: her strong 
rods were broken and withered; the 
fire consumed them.

11 And I gave them my statutes, and

12 Moreover also I gave them my 
sabbaths, to be a sign between me and 
them, that they might know that I am 
the Lord that sanctify them. 

13 But the house of Vra-H rebelled 
against me in the wUderness: they 
walked not in my statutes, and they 
despised my judgments, which if a 
man do, he shall even live in them; and 
my sabbaths they greatly polluted: then 
I said, I would pour out my fury upon 
them in the wilderness, to consume 
them. 
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■ 14 But I wrought for my name’s sake,

18 But I said unto their children in the 
wilderness, Walk ye not in the statutes 
of your fathers, neither observe their 
Judgments, nor defile yourselves with 
their idols: 

19 I am the Lord your God; walk in 
my statutes, and keep my judgments, 
and do them; 

20 And haHow my sabbaths; and they 
shall be a sign between me and you, 
that ye may know that I am the Lord 
your God. 

21 Notwithstanding, fee children re- 
belled against me: they walked not in 
my statutes, neither kept my judgments 
to do them, which if a man do, he shall 
even live in them; they polluted my 
sabbaths; then 1 said, I would pour out 
my fury upon them, to accomplish my 
anger against them in the wilderness. 

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine hand^ 
and wrought for my name’s sake, that 
it should not be polluted in the sight o£ 
the heathen, in whose sight I brought 
them forth. 

23 1 lifted up mine hand unto them 
also in the wilderness, that I would 
scatter them among the heathen, and, 
disperse them through the countries; 

24 Because they had not executed my 
Judgments, but had despised my stat- 
utes, and had polluted my sabbaths, and 
their eyes were after their fathers’ idols. 

25 Wherefore I gave them also stat- 
utes that were not good, and judgments 
whereby they should not live; 

26 And I polluted them in their own 
gifts, in that they caused to pass through 
the fire all that openeth the womb, that 
I nugfit make them desolate, to the end 
that they might know that I am the 
IiCKKD.

27 Her princes in the midst thereof me 
like wolves ravening the prey, to shed 
hlood, and to destroy souls, to get 
dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
them with untempered moriur, seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord Gob, when

29 The people of the land have used 
oppression, and exercised robbery, and 
have vexed the poor and needy: yea, 
they have oppressed the stranger 
I wrongfully. 

I 30 And I sought for a man among

I found none. 

I 31 Therefore have I poured out mine 

! indignation upon them; I have consumed

CHAPTER 23 

J^^HE word of the Lord came again

Egypt; ■ they committed whoredoms in 
their youth: there were their breasts 
pressed, and there they bruised the 
teats .of their virginity. ...■ :. ,. 

4. And the names of them wereA'-h&Mh 
the elder, and A-h6Ti-bah her sister: 
and they were mme, and they bare 
sons and daughters. Thus were their 
names; Sa-ma'ri-a Js A-holah, and 
Jerusalem A-holT-bah. 

5 And A-holah played the harlot when 
she was mine; and she doted on her 
lovers, on the Assyrians her neighbors, 
d Which were clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon 
horses. 

7 Thus she committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that were the 
chosen men of Assyria, and with all on 
whom she doted: with ail their idols she 
defiled herself. 

8 Neither left her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised the 
breasts of her virginity, and poured 
their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness: 
they took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword: and she 
became famous among women; for they 
had executed Judgment upon her. 

U And when her sister A-hoFi-bah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in her 
inordinate love than she, and in her 
whoredoms more than her sister in her 
whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Ass 3 rrians her 
neighbors, captains and rulers clothed 
most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon 
horses, all of them desirable young 
men. '■ 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And that she increased her whore- 
doms: for when she saw men portrayed 
upon the wall, the images of the Chdl- 
de'ans portrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to look 
to, after the manner of the Babylonians 
of €hSl-de'a, the land of their nativity: 

16 And as soon as she saw them with 
her eyes, she doted upon them, and 
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sent messengers rnito them into Chal- 
de''a.' ■ 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she was 
polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. ■ 

18 So she discovered her whoredoms, 
and discovered her nakedness: then my 
mind was alienated from her, like as my 
mind was alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whoredoms, 
in calling to remembrance the days of 
her youm, wherein she had played the 
harlot in the land of Egypt. 

20 For she doted upon their paramours, 
whose flesh is as the flesh of asses, and 
whose issue is like the issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remembrance 
the lewdness of thy youth, in bruising 
thy teats by the Egyptians for the paps 
of thy youth. 

22 ^ Therefore, O A-hoEi-bah, thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I will raise 
up thy lovers against thee, from whom 
thy mind is alienated, and I will bring 
them against thee on every side; 

23 The^ Babylonians, and ail the 
Ghal-de'ahg, Pe'kod, and Sho'a, and 
Kd^a, and all the Assyrians with them: 
all of them desirable young men, cap- 
tains and rulers, great lords and re- 
nowned, all of them riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against thee 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, and 
with an assembly of people, which shall 
set against thee buckler and shield and 
helmet round about: and I will set 
judgment before them, and they shall 
Judge thee according to their judgments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy against 
thee, and they shall deal furiously with 
thee: they shall take away thy nose and 
thine ears; and thy remnant shall fall 
by the sword: they shall take thy sons 
and thy daughters; and thy residue 
shall be devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee out of 
thy clothes, and take away thy fair 
Jewels, 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of Egypt: so that 
thou shalt not lift up thine eyes unto 
them, nor remember Egypt any more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
hold, I will deliver thee into the hand 
of them whom thou hatest, into the 
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hand of them from whom thy mind is 
alienated: 

29 And they shall deal with thee hate- 
fidiy, and shall take away all thy labor, 
and shah leave thee naked and bare: 
and the nakedness of thy whoredoms 
shall be discovered, both thy lewdness 
and thy whoredoms.

33 Thou shalt be filled with drunken- 
ness and sorrow, with the cup of as- 
tonishment and desolation, with the cup 
of thy sister Sa-ma'ri-a. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and suck 
it out, and thou shalt break the sherds 
thereof, and pluck off thine own breasts: 
for I have spoken it, saith the Lord God. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Because thou hast forgotten me, and 
cast me behind thy back, therefore bear 
thou also thy lewdness and thy whore- 
doms. 

36 ^ The Lord said moreover unto 
me; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
A-ho'lah and A-hoFi-bah? yea, declare 
unto them their abominations; 

37 That they have committed adultery, 
and blood is in their hands, and with 
their idols have they committed adul- 
tery, and have also caused their sons, 
whom they bare xmto me, to pass for 
them through the fire, to devour them, 

38 Moreover this they have done unto 
me; they have defiled my sanctuary in 
the same day, and have profaned my 
sabbaths. 

39 For when they had slain their chil- 
dren to their idols, then they came the 
same day into my sanctuary to profane 
it; and, !o, thus have they done in the 
midst of mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have sent 
for men to come from far, unto whom a 
messenger was sent; and, lo, they came: 
for whom thou didst wash thyself, 
paintedst thy eyes, and deckedst thy- 
self with ornaments, 

41 And satest upon a stately bed, and 
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a table prepared before it, wbereapoo^ 
tbou bast set mine incense and mine oil.' 

42 And a voice of a multitude being at 
ease was with her: and with the men of 
the common sort were brought Sa- 
be^'ans from the, wilderness, which put 
bracelets upon their hands, and beau- 
tiful crowns upon their heads. 

43 Then .said I unto' her that mas old 
in adidteries, Will they now commit 
whoredoms .with her, and she with 
them'?' 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as they 
go m unto . a woman that playeth the 
harlot: so went they ha unto A-hd%h 
and unto A-hdl'i-bah, the lewd women.

48 Thus win I cause lewdness to cease 
out of the land, that all women may be 
taught not to do after your lewdness. 

49 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon you, and ye shall bear 
the sins of your idols: and ye shaE 
know that I am the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 24

21 Arabia, and all the princes of Ke'dar, 
they occupied with thee in lambs, and 
rams, and goats; in these were they thy 
merchants. 

22 The merchants of She'ba and Ra'i- 
mah, they were thy merchants: they 
occupied in thy fairs with chief of aU 
spices, and with all precious stones, and 
gold. 

23 Ha'ran, and C^'ngh, and E'den, 
the merchants of She'ba, Assh'ur, and 
€hil'mad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all 
sorts of things, in blue clothes, and 
broidered work, and in chests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made of 
cedar, among thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of Tarishish did sing of 
thee in thy market: and thou wast re- 
plenished, and made very glorious in 
the midst of the seas.

8 C Behold, it is come, and it is done, 
saith the Lord God; this is the day 
whereof I have spoken.

18 ^ And he said unto me, Son of man, 
thus saith the Lord God; These are the 
ordinances of the altar in the day when 
they shall make it, to offer burnt offer- 
ings thereon, and to sprinkle blood 
thereon. 

19 And thou shalt give to the priests 
the Le'^dtes that be of the seed of Zai 
dok, which approach unto me, to min- 
ister unto me, saith the Lord God, a 
yoimg bullock for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of me blood 
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thereof, and put it on the four horns of 
it, and on the four corners of the settle, 
and upon the border round about: thus 
shalt thou cleanse and purge it 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also of 
the sin offering, and he shall burn it in 
the appointed place of the house, with- 
out the sanctuary. 

22 And on the second day thou shalt 
offer a kid of the goats without blemish 
for a sin offering; and they shall cleanse 
the altar, as they did cleanse it with the 
huhock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing it, thou shalt offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram out 
of the flock without blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them before 
the Lord, and the priests shall cast salt 
upon them, and they shall offer them up 
for a burnt offering unto the Lord. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare every 
day a goat for a sin offering: they shau 
also prepare a young bullock, and a ram 
out of the flock, without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall con- 
secrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are expired, 
it shall be, that upon the eighth day, and 
so forwara, the priests shall make yotnr 
burnt offerings upon the altar, and your 
peace offerings; and I will accept you, 
saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 44 

T hen he brought me back the way 
of the gate of the outward sanctuary 
which looketh toward the east; and it 
zoas shut. 

2 Then said the Lord unto me; This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, 
and no man shall enter in by it; because 
the Lord the God of I§'ra-el hath en- 
tered in by it, therefore it shall be shut.

them.

9 When they had heard the long, they 
departed; and, lo, the star, whitm they 
saw in the east, went before them, tid 
it came and stood over where the yotmg 
child was. 

10 When they saw the star, they re- 
joiced with exceeding great joy. 

11 ^ And when they were come into 
the house, they saw the young child 
with Mary his mother, and fed down, 
and worshipped him: and when they 
had opened their treasures, they pre- 
sented unto him gifts; gold, and frank- 
incense, and myrrh.

16 The people which sat in darkness 
saw great light; and to them which sat 
in the region and shadow of death light 
is sprung up. 

17 ^ From that time Jesus began to 
preach, and to say. Repent: for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand, 

18 And Jesus, walking by the sea of 
Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon called 
Peter, and Andrew his brother, casting 
a net into the sea: for they were fishers. 

19 And he saith unto them, Follow me, 
and I will make you fishers of men. 

20 And they straightway left their nets, 
and followed him. 

21 And going on from thence, he saw 
other two brethren, James the son of 
Z€b'e-dee, and John his brother, in a 
ship with ZgMe-dee their father, mend- 
ing their nets; and he called them. 

22 And they immediately left the ship 
and their father, and followed him. 

23 ^ And Jesus went about all Gali- 
lee, teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom, 
and healmg all manner of sickness and 
all manner of disease among the people. 

24 And Ms fame went throughout all 
Syria: and they brought unto him all 
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sick people that were taken with divers 
diseases and torments, and those which 
were possessed with devils, and those 
which were lunatic, and those that had 
the palsy; and he healed them. 

25 And there followed him great multi- 
tudes of people from Galilee, and from 
De-cap^d-Hs, and from Jerusalem, and 
from Judea, and from beyond Jordan. 

CHAPTER 5

11 Blessed are ye, when men shall 
revile you, and persecute you, and shall 
say all manner of evil against you falsely, 
for my sake. 

12 Rejoice, and he exceeding glad: for 
great is your reward in heaven: for so 
persecuted they the prophets which 
were before you. 

13 ^ Ye are the salt of the earth: hut 
if the salt have lost his savor, wherewith 
shall it be salted? it is thenceforth good 
for nothing, but to be cast out, and to be 
trodden under foot of men. 

14 Ye are the light of the world. A city 
that is set on a hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, and 
put it under a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick; and it giveth light unto all that are 
in the house. 

16 Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, and 
^otify your Father whi^ is in heaven. 

17 $ Think not that I am come to 


destroy the law, or the prophets: I am 
not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

18 For verily I say unto you. Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle sh^ 
in no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled. 

19 Whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, and 
shall teach men so, he shall be called 
the least in the kingdom of heaven: but 
whosoever shall do and teach them, the 
same shall be called great in the king- 
dom of heaven. 

20 For i say unto you. That except your 
righteousness shaR exceed the right- 
eousness of the scribes and Pharii-seei, 
ye shall in no case enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. 

21 ^ Ye have heard that it was said by 
them of old time. Thou shalt not kill; 
and whosoever shall loll shall be in dan- 
ger of the judgment: 

22 But I say unto you. That whosoever 
is angry with his brother without a cause 
shall be in danger of the judgment: and 
whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Ra'ca, shall be in danger of the council: 
but whosoever shall say, Thou fool, shall 
be in danger of hell fire. 

23 Therefore if thou bring thy ^ to 
the altar, and there rememberest that 
thy brother hath aught against thee; 

24 Leave there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy way; first be reconciled to 
thy brother, and then come and offer 
thy gift. 

25 Agree with thine adversary qmcMy, 
while thou art in the way with him; lest 
at any time the adversary deliver thee 
to the judge, and the Judge deliver thee 
to the ofidcer, and thou be cast into 
prison. 

26 Verily I say unto thee. Thou shalt 
by no means come out thence, till thou 
hast paid the uttermost farthing.

28 But I say unto you. That whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after her 
hath committed adultery with her al- 
ready in his heart. 

29 And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from thee: for it 
is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be cast into hell. 

30 And if thy right hand offend thee. 
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I cut it off, and cast it from thee: for it is 
I profitaHe for thee that one of thy mem- 
I hers should perish, and not that thy 
) whole body should be cast into hell, 
j 31 It hath been said. Whosoever shall 
' put away his wife, let him give her a 
writing' of divorcement; 

32 But I say unto you. That whosoever 
shall put- away Ms wife, saving for the 
cause of fornication, causeth her to com- 
mit adultery: and whosoever shall marry 
her that is divorced committeth adultery. 

33 ^ Again, ye have heard that it hath 
been said by them of old time, Thou 
Shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt 
perform unto the Lord thine oaths; 

34 But I say unto you, Swear not at all; 
neither by heaven; for it is God’s throne: 

35 Nor by the earth; for it is his foot- 
stool: neither by Jerusalem; for it is the 
city of the great King, 

36 Neither shalt thou swear by thy 
head, because thou canst not make one 
hair white or black, 

37 But let your communication be, Yea, 
yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever is more 
than these cometh of evil. 

38 <31 Ye have heard that it hath been 
; said. An eye for an eye, and a tooth for 

a tooth: 

39 But I say unto you, That ye resist 

: not evil: but whosoever shall smite thee 

I on thy right cheek, turn to him the other 
I afeo* 

40 And if any man will sue thee at the 
law, and take away thy coat, let him 

I have ihy cloak also. 

;| 41 And whosoever shall compel thee 

] to go a mile, go with Mm twain. 

42 Give to him that asketh thee, and 
from him that would borrow of thee 
turn not thou away. 

43 <1 Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, Thou shalt love thy neighbor, and 
hate thine enemy, 

44 But I say unto you. Love your ene- 
mies, bless them that curse you, do good 
to them that hate you, and pray for them 
wMch despitefuUy use you, and perse- 
cute you; 

45 That ye may be the cMldren of your 
Father wMch is in heaven: for he mak- 
eth Ms sun to rise on the evil and on the 
good, and sendeth rain on the just and 
on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love them wMch love you, 
what reward have ye? do not even the 
publicans the same? 


-47 And if ye salute your brethren only, 
what do ye more than others T do not 
even the publicans so? 

' 48 Be ' ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father* wMch is in heaven is per- 
fect. 

CHAPTER 6 

T ake heed that ye do not your alms 
before men, to be seei of them; 
otherwise ye have no reward of your 
Father which is in heaven. 

2 Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do in the syna- 
gogues' and in the streets, that they may 
have ^ory of men. Verily I say unto 
you. They have their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right hand 
doeth: 

4 That thine alms may be in secret: 
and thy Father wMch seeth in secret 
Mmself shall reward thee openly. 

SM And when thou prayest, thou shalt 
not be as the hypocrites are: for they 
love to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the comers of the streets, that 
they may be seen of men. Verily I say 
tmto you. They have their reward. 

6 But thou, wheU thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father wMch seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain repe- 
titions, as the heathen do: for they tMnk 
that they shall be heard for their much 
speakiagi 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto them: 
for yotu: Father knoweth what things ye 
have need of, before ye ask Mm, 

9 After tMs manner therefore pray ye: 
Our Father which art in heaven, Hal- 
lowed be thy name, 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we for- 
give our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil: For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
forever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their tres- 
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passes, neither will yotsr Father forgive 

yoinr trespasses. ■ 

16 ^ Moreover when ye fast, he not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad countenance: 
for they disfigure their faces, that they 
may appear unto men to fast. Verily I 
say unto you. They have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, anoint 
thine head, and wash thy face; 

18 That ihou appear not unto men to 
fast, but unto thy Father which is in 
secret: and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly, 

19 ^ Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal: 

20 But lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal: 

21 For where your treasure is, there 
win your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the eye: if 
therefore thine eye be single, thy whole 
body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
body shall be full of darkness. If there- 
fore the light that is in thee be darkness, 
how great is that darkness! 

24 51 Ho man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he wili hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you. Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. Is not the 
life more than meat, and the body than 
raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for they 
sow not, neither do they reap, nor gather 
into bams; yet your heavenly Father 
feedeth them. Are ye not much better 
than they? 

27 Which of you by taking thought can 
add one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for rai- 
ment? Consider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow; they toil not, neither do 
they spin: 

29 And yet I say unto you. That even 
Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. 

30 Wlierefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to-day is, and 
to-morrow is cast into the oven, shaU he 


not much more clothe you, O ye of Httle 
faith? 

31 Therefore fake no thought, saying. 
What shall we eat? or, What shaU we 
drink? or. Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? 

32 (For after all these things do the 
Gfin'tile§ seek:) for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of aH 
these things. 

33 But seek ye first the Idngdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for the 
morrow: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself. Snffi. 
dent unto the day is the evil thereof. 

CHAPTER 7 

UDGE not, that ye be not judged. 

2 For with what judgment ye judge, 
ye shall be judged: and with what 
measure ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you again. 

3 And why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, but consid- 
erest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye?' 

4 Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, 
Let me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye; and, behold, a beam is in thine own 
eye? 

5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye; and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother’s eye. 

6 Give not that which' is holy unto 
the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls 
before swine, lest they trample them un- 
der their feet, and turn again and rend 
you. 

7 51 Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it 
.shall be opened unto you: 

8 For every one that asketh receiveth; 
and he that seeketh findeth; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, whom 
if his son ask bread, will he give him a 
stone? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he give him 
a serpent? 

11 H ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your Father which is 
in heaven give good things to them that 
ask him? 

12 Therefore all things whatsoever ye 
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would that men should do io you, do ye 
even so to them: for this is the law and 
the prophets. 

13 ^ Enter ye in at the strait gate: for 
wide is the gate, and broad is the way, 
that'leadeth'io, destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat; 

14 Because strait' is the gate, and nar- 
row IS the way, which leadeth unto life, 
and few there be that find it. 

15 ^ Beware of false prophets, which 
come to you in sheep’s clothing, but in- 
wardly they are ravening wolves. 

16 Ye shall know them by their fruits. 
Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs 
of thistles? 

17 Even so every good tree hringeth 
forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. 

IS A good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. 

19 Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit Is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them. 

21 ^ Not every one that saith unto me. 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in heaven. 

22 Many will say to me in that day, 
I Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
i thy name? and in thy name have cast 
I out devils? and in thy name done many 
i wonderful works? 

I 23 And then will I profess unto them, 
I I never knew you: depart firom me, ye 
I that work iniquity, 

1 24 Therefore whosoever heareth 

J these sayings of mine, and doeth them, 
i I will liken him unto a wise man, which 
built his house upon a rock: 

25 And the rain descended* and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell not: for 
.it was foimded upon a rock. 

26 And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, 
which built his house upon the sand: 

27 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: and 
great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, when Jesus had 
ended these sayings, the people were 
astonished at his doctrine; 


29 For he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the scribes. 

CHAPTER 8 

W HEN he was come down from 
the mountain, great multitudes 
followed him. 

2 And, behold, there came a leper and 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, if thou 
wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

3 And Jesus pat forth his hand, and 
touched him, saying, I will; be thou 
dean. And immediately his leprosy was 
cleansed. 

4 And Jesus saith unto him , See thou tell 
no man; but go thy way, show thyself to 
the priest, and offer the gift that Moses . 
commanded, for a testimony unto them, 

S And when Jesus was entered into 
Ca-perina-um, there came unto him a 
centurion, beseeching liim, 

6 And saying, Lord, my servant lieth 
at home sick of the palsy, grievously 
tormented. 

7 And Jesus saith unto him, I will come 
and hem him. 

8 The centurion answered and said. 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou should- 
est come under my roof: but speak the 
word only, and my servant shall be 
healed. 

9 For I am a man under authority, hav- 
ing soldiers under me: and I say to this 
man, Go, and he goeth; and to another. 
Come, and he cometh; and to my serv- 
ant, this, and he doeth it. 

10 When Jesus heard it, he marveled, 
and said to them that followed. Verily I 
say unto you, I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in I§'ra-el. 

11 And I say unto you, That many shall 
come from the east and west, and shall 
sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven: 

12 But the children of the kingdom 
shall be cast out into outer darkness: 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

13 And Jesus said unto the centurion. 
Go thy way; and as thou hast believed, 
so be it done unto thee. And his servant 
' was healed in the selfsame hour. 

14 ^ And when Jesus was come into 
Peter’s house, he saw his wife’s mother 
laid, and sick of a fever. 

IS And he touched her hand, and the 
fever left her: and she arose, and min- 
istered unto them. 
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16 fF Wiifiii tlie e?en was come, .they 
brought unto him many that were pos- 
sessed with devils: and he cast out the 
spirits with his word, and healed all 
that were sick: 

17 That it might he fulfilled which was 
spoken by E-§a'ids the prophet, saying, 
Himself took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses. 

18 ^ Now when Jesus saw great mul- 
titudes about him, he gave command- 
.ment to depart unto the other side. 

19 And a certain scribe came, and said 
unto him, Master, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

20 And Jesus saith unto liim, The foxes 
have holes, and the birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head* 

21 And another of Ms disciples said 
unto him, Lord, suffer me first to go 
and bury my father. 

22 But Jesus said unto him, Follow me; 
and let the dead bury their dead. 

23 <01 And when he was entered into a 
ship, his disciples followed him. 

24 And, behold, there arose a great 
tempest in the sea, insomuch that the 
ship was covered with the waves: but 
he was asleep. 

25 And Ms disciples came to him, and 
awoke him, saying, Lord, save us; we 
perish. 

26 And he saith unto them, Why are ye 
fearful, O ye of little faith? Then he 
arose, and rebuked the winds and the 
sea; and there was a great calm. 

27 But the men marveled, saying, What 
manner of man is tMs, that even the 
winds and the sea obey himl 

28 ^ And when he was come to the 
other side into the country of the Ger- 
ge-sene§, there met Mm two possessed 
with devils, coming out of the tombs, ex- 
ceeding fierce, so that no man might 
pass by that way. 

29 And, behold, they cried out, saying, 
What have we to do with thee, Jesus, 
thou Son of God? art thou come Mther 
to torment us before the time? 

30 And there was a good way off from 
them a herd of many swine feeding. 

31 So the devils besought Mm, saying, 
If thou cast us out, suffer us to go away 
into the herd of swine. 

32 And he said unto them, Go. And 
when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of swine; and, behold, the 


whole herd of swine ran violently diim 
a steep place into the sea, and perished 
in the waters. 

33 And they that kept them fied, aad 
went their ways into the city, and toM 
every tMng, and what was befallen to 
the possessed of the devils. 

34 And, behold, the whole city came 
out to meet Jesus: and when they sat 
him, they besought him that he wonM 
depart out of their coasts. 

; CHAPTER 9 

AND he entered into a ship, ami 
jt% passed over, and came into hh 
own city. 

2 And, behold, they brought to him' a 
man sick of the palsy, lying on a bed* 
and Jesus seeing their faith said imto 
the sick of the palsy; Son, be of good 
cheer; thy sins be for^ven thee. 

3 And, behold, certain of the scribes 
said witMn themselves. This man bias* 
phemeth. 

4 And Jesus knowing their thoughts 
said. Wherefore tMnk ye evil in ym 
hearts? 

5 For whether is easier, to say, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee; or to say. Arise, 
and walk? 

6 But that ye may know that the Son of 
man hath power on earth to forgive sins, 
(then saith he to the sick of the palsy,) 
Arise, take up thy bed, and go imte 
thine house. 

7 And he arose, and departed to Ms 
house. 

8 But when the multitudes saw it, they 
marveled, and glorified God, wMch hM 
given such power unto men. 

9 ^ And as Jesus passed forth firom 
thence, he saw a man, named Matthew, 
sitting at the receipt of custom: and he 
saith unto him, Follow me. And he 
arose, and followed Mm. 

10 And it came to pass, as Jesus sat 
at meat in the house, behold, many 
pubHcans and sinners came and sat 
down with Mm and his disciples. 

11 And when .the Pharii-see§ sawjf, 
they said unto Ms disciples, Why 
eateth your master with publicans and 
sinners? 

12 But when Jesus heard that, he said 
unto them. They that be whole ne^not 
a physician, but they that are sidk. 

13 But go ye and learn what thtt 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not. 
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I sacrifice: for I am not come to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance. 

14 ^ Then came to him the disciples of 
I John, saying, Why do we and the PhSrii- 
I see§ fast oft, but thy disciples fast 
I not? 

I IS And Jesus said unto them, Can the 

I cHldren of the bridechamber mourn, as 
:}j long aS' the. bridegroom' is .with them? 

but the days will come, when the bride- 
; groom shall be taken jErom them, and 
. then shall they fast. ■ 

16 Ho man putteth a piece of new cloth 
. unto an old garment; for that which is 

■ put in to fill it up taketh from the gar- 

ment, and the rent is made worse, 

; 17 Neither do men put new wine into 

1 old bottles: else the bottles break, and 

; the wine runneth out, and the bottles 
I perish: but they put new wine into new 
I bottles, and both are preserved. 

1 18 While he spake these things unto 

I them, behold, there came a certain ruler, 
and worshipped him, saying, My daugh- 
ter is even now dead: but come and 
lay thy hand upon her, and she shall 
live. 

19 And Jesus arose, and followed Mm, 
and so did his disciples. 

20 <1 And, behold, a woman, which 
1 was diseased with an issue of blood 

I twelve years, came behind him, and 

1 touched the hem of his garment: 

I 21 For she said within herself. If I 

1 may but touch his garment, I shall be 

whole. 

22 But Jesus turned him about, and 
when he saw her, he said, Daughter, be 
of good comfort; thy faith hath made 
thee whole. And the woman was made 
whole from that hour. 

23 And when Jesus came into the 
ruleris house, and saw the nrinstrels and 
the people making a noise, 

24 He said unto them, Give place: for 
the maid is not dead, but sleepeth. And 
they laughed him to scorn. 

25 But when the people were put forth, 
he went in, and took her by the hand, 

I and the maid arose. 

! 26 And the fame hereof went abroad 

! into all that land. 

27 <9[ And when Jesus departed thence, 
two blind men followed him, crying, 
and saying, Thou Son of David, have 
mercy on us. 

28 And when he was come into the 
house, the blind men came to him: and 


Jesus - saith unto them. Believe ye that 
1 am -able, to do this? They said unto 
him, Tea, lord. 

■ 29 Then touched he their eyes, saying. 
According to your faith be it unto you. 
.'30 And their eyes were opened; and 
Jesus straitly charged them, saying. See 
that no man know it 
.31 But' they, when they were departed, 
spread abroad his fame in ail that coun* 

-32 lij As they went out, behold, they 
brought to- Mm a dumb man possessed 
with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was cast out, 
the dumb spake; and the multitudes 
marveled, saying, It was never so seen 
in Is|ha-gl. 

34 But the Pharii-see? said. He casteth 
out devils through the prince of the 
devils. 

35 And Jesus went about all the cities 
and villages, teaching in their syna- 

f ogues, and preaching the gospel of the 
ingdom, and healing every sickness 
and every disease among the people. 

36 <i But when he saw the multi- 
tudesime was moved with compassion on 
them, because they fainted, and were 
scattered abroad, as sheep having no 
shepherd. 

37 Then saith he unto Ms disciples. 
The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
laborers are few; 

38 pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, takt he will send forth laborers 
into Ms harvest. 

CHAPTER 10 

/UfD when he had called unto him Ms 
JHL twelve disciples, he gave them 
power against unclean spirits, to cast 
them out, and to heal all manner of 
sickness and all manner of disease. 

2 Now the names of the twelve apostles 
are these; The first, Simon, who is called 
Peter, and Andrew Ms brother; James 
the son oi ZeMe-dee, and John Ms 
brother; 

3 Philip, and Bartholomew; Thomas, 
and Matthew the publican; James the 
son of Alpheus, and Leb-be'us, whose 
surname was ThadMe-us; 

4 Simon the Ca^naan-ite, and Judas 
Is-ciir'i-ot, who also betrayed him. 

5 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
commanded them, saying, Go not into 
the way of the Gen'tileg, and into any 
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city of tlie Sa«mSr^-tSii§ enter ye not: 

0 Bat go. rather to the lost sheep of the 
hoase of l§^ra-el. , ' ■ 

7 And as ye go, preach, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

S Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast oat devils: freely ye 
have received, freely give.. .. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, nor 
brass in year parses; 

10 Nor scrip for your journey, neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet staves: 
for the workman is worthy of his meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city or town ye 
shall enter, inquire who in it is worthy; 
and there abide till ye go thence. 

12 And when ye come into a house, 
salute it. 

13 And if the house be worthy, let your 
peace come upon it: hut if it be not 
worthy, let your peace return to you. 

14 And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear your words, when ye de- 
part oat of that hoase or city, shake ofi 
the dust of your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for the land of S6d''6m 
and G6-mdr^rah in the day of judgment, 
than for that city. 

16 Behold, I send you forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves: be ye therefore 
wise as serpents, and harmless as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for they will 
deliver you up to the councils, and tney 
will scourge you in their synagogues; 

18 And ye shall be brought before gov- 
ernors and kings for my sake, for a tes- 
timony against them and the Oen'tne§. 

19 But when they deliver you up, take 
no thought how or what ye shall speak: 
for it shall be given you in that same 
hour what ye shall speak. 

20 For it IS not ye that speak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which speaketh in 
you. 

21 And the brother shall deliver up the 
brother to death, and the father the 
child: and the children shall rise up 
against their parents, and cause them 
to be put to death, 

22 And ye shall be hated of all men for 
my name’s sake: but he that endureth to 
the end shall be saved. 

23 But when they persecute you in this 
city, flee ye into another: for verily I say 
unto you, Ye shall not have gone over 
the cities of I§'ra-dl, till the Son of man 
be come. 


Jesus sendeth forth the apostles 

24 The disciple is not above his mast® 
nor the servant above 2iis lord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that he 
be as his master, and the servant as his 
lord. If they have called the master of 
the house Be-eTze-bub, how much more 
shall they call them of his household? 

26 Fear them not therefore: for there is 
nothing covered, that shall not be re- 
vealed; and hid, that shall not be known. 

27 What I tel! you in darkness, that 
speak ye in light: and what ye hear m 
the ear, that preach ye upon the house- 
tops. 

28 And fear not them which Idll the 
body, but are not able to kill the soul: 
but rather fear him which is able to de- 
stroy both soul and body in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farth^g? and one of them shall not fall 
on the ground without your Father. 

30 But the very hairs of your head are 
all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of more 
value than many sparrows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall confess 
me before men, him will I confess also 
before my Father which is in heaven. 

33 But whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny before my 
Father which is in heaven. 

34 Think not that I am come to send 
peace on earth: I came not to send 
peace, but a sword. 

35 For I am come to set a rhan at vari- 
ance against his father, and the daughter 
against her mother, and the daughter- 
in-law against her mother-in-law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall be they of his 
own household, 

37 He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me: and 
he that loveth son or daughter more than 
me is not worthy of me* 

38 And he that taketh not his cross, and 
followeth after me, is not worthy of me. 

39 He that findeth his life shall lose it: 
and he that loseth his life for my sake 
shall And it. 

40 ^ He that receiveth you receiveth 
me; and he that receiveth me receiveth 
him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet in the 
flame of a prophet shall receive a proph- 
et’s reward; and he that receiveth a 
righteous man in the name of a right- 
eous man shall receive a righteous man’s 
reward.

61 And said, This feliow said, I am able 
to destroy the temple of God, and to 
build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose* and said 
unto him* Answerest thou nothiitg? what 
is it which these witness against thee? 

63 But Jesus held his peace. And the 
high priest answered and said unto him, 

I adjure thee by the living God, that 
thou tell us whether thou be the Christ, 
the Son of God. 

64 Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast 
said: nevertheless I say unto you, Here- 
after shah ye see the Son of man sitting 
on the right hand of power, and coming 
in the clouds of heaven. 

65 Then the high priest rent Ms clothes, 
saying, He hath spoken blasphemy; 
what further need have we of witnesses? 
behold, now ye have heard his blas- 
phemy* 

66 what think ye? They answered and 
said, He is guilty of death. 

67 Then did they spit in his face, and 
buffeted him; and others smote him 
with the palms of their hands, 

68 Saymg, Prophesy unto us, thou 
Christ, Who is he that smote thee? 

69 How Peter sat without in the 
palace: and a damsel came unto him, 
saying. Thou also wast with Jesus of 
Galilee. 

70 But he denied before them all, say- 
ing, I know not what thou sayest. 

71 And when he was gone out into the 
porch, another maid saw him, and said 
unto them that were there, Tlds. fellow 
was also with Jesus of Nazareth. 

72 And again he denied with an oath, 
I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto Mm 
they that stood by, and said to Peter, 
Surely thou also art one of them; for 
thy speech bewrayeth thee. 

74 Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not the man. 
And immediately the cock crew. 

75 And Peter remembered the word of 
Jest^, which said unto him, Before the 
cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. 
And he went out, and wept bitterly. 
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CHAPTER 27 ,, , 

W HEN the morning was come, all 
the chief priests and elders of the 
people took counsel against Jesus to 
put him to death: 

2 And when they had hound him, they 
led him away, and delivered him to 
P6n^ti-us Pilate the governor.

9 Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jerie-my the prophet, say- 
ing, And they took the thirty pieces of 
silver, the price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of I§'ra-§1 
did value; 

10 And gave them for the potter’s field, 
as the Lord appointed me. 

11 And Jesus stood before the gover- 
nor: and the governor asked him, say- 
ing, Art thou the King of the Jews? And 
Jesus said unto him, Thou sayest. 

12 And when he was accused of the chief 
priests and elders, he answered nothing. 

13 Then said Pilate unto him; Hearest 
thou not how many things they witness, 
against thee? 

14 And he answered him to never a 
word; insomuch that the governor mar- 
veled greatly. 

15 Now at that feast the governor was 
wont to release unto the people a pris- 
oner, whom they would. 

16 And they had then a notable pris- 
oner, called Bar-ab'bas. 

17 Therefore when they were gathered 
together, Pilate said unto them, Whom 
will ye that I release unto you? Bar-ab^ 
bas, or Jesus which is called Christ?

18 For he knew that for envy they had 
delivered him. 

19 When he was set down on the 
judgment seat, his wife sent unto hinL 
saying, Have thou nothing to do wiS 
that just man: for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream because o!

20 But the chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude that they should 
ask Bar-ab'bas, and destroy Jesus. 

21 The governor answered and said 

unto them, Whether of the twain will 
ye that I release xmto you? They said 
Bar-ab'bas. ' 

22 Pilate saith unto them. What shall 
I do then with Jesus which is called 
Christ? They all say unto him, Let him 
be crucified. 

23 And the governor said. Why, what 
evil hath he done? But they cried out 
the more, saying, Let him be crucified. 

24 ^ When Pilate saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that rather a tu- 
mult was made, he took water, and 
washed /ns hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the blood of 
this just person: see ye to it. 

25 Then answered all the people, and 
said. His blood be on us, and on our 
children. 

26 ^ Then released he Bar-ab'bSs 
Unto them: and when he had scourged 
Jesus, he delivered him to be crucified. 

27 Then the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the common hall, and 
gathered unto him the whole band of 
soldiers. 

28 And they stripped him, and put on 
him a scarlet robe. 

29 ^ And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in liis right hand: and 
they bowed the knee before him, and 
mocked him, saying, Hail, King of the 
Jews! 

30 And they spit upon him, and took 
the reed, and smote him on the head. 

31 And after that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off from Mm, 
and put his own raiment on him, and 
led him away to crucify him. 

32 And as they came out, they found a 
man of Cy-re'ne, Simon by name: him 
they compelled to bear his cross, 

33 And when they were come unto a 
place called GoTgd-tha, that is to say, a 
place of a skull.

36 And silting down tfeey watcfeed feun 
there; ' 

37 And set up over his head his accusa- 
tion written, This is Jesus the King 
OF. THE' Jews." " 

38 Then were there two thieves cruci- 
fied with him; one on the right hand, 
and another on the left 

39 ^ And they that passed fey reviled 
. him, wagging their heads, 

40 And saying, Thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in three days, 
save thyself. If thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the cross, 

41 Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking him, with the scribes and 
elders, said, 

42 He saved others; himself he cannot 
save. If he be the King of ]t5'ra-61, let 
him now come down from the cross, 
and we will believe lum. 

43 He trusted in God; let him deliver 
him now, if fee will have him: for fee said, 
I am the Son of God. 

44 The thieves also, which were crxici* 
fied with him, cast the same in his teeth. 

45 How from the sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the land unto the 
ninth hour. 

46 And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried wdth a loud voice, saying, ETi, iili, 
la'ma sa-baeh‘tha-ni'? that is to" say, My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me? 

47 Some of them that stood there, when 
tfeey heard that, said, This man cailetfe 
iorE-H'as. ■ 

48 And straightway one of them ran, 
and took a sponge, and filled it with 
vinegmr, and put it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink. 

49 The rest said. Let be, let us see 
whether £-ii"as will come to save him. 

50 Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghost. 

51 And, behold, the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom: and the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent;

S2"And the graves were opened; and 
many foodies of the saints wMch slept 
arose, 

53 And came out of the graves ate Ms 
resurrection, and went into the holy 
city,. and appeared unto many. 

54 Now when the centurion, and they 
that were . with him, watcMng Jesus, 
saw the earthquake, and those things 
that-were done, they feared greatly, say- 
ing, Truly 'this was the Son of God. 

■ 55 And many women were there be- 
holding afar ofi, which followed Jesus 
from' Galilee, 'ministering unto Mm; " 

56 Among which w’as Mary MagMa- 
lene, and Mary the mother of James and 
Jo'sei?, and the mother of 2eb'e-dee"s 
children. 

57 When the even was come, there 
came a rich man of Ar'i-ma-the'a, 
named Joseph, who also himself was 
Jesus’ disciple: 

58 He went to Pilate, and begged the 
body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded 
the body to be delivered. 

59 And when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen 
doth, 

60 And laid it in his own new tomb, 
which he had hewn out in the rock: and 
he rolled a great stone to the door of the 
sepulchre, and departed. 

61 And there was Mary Mag'da-lene, 
and the other Mary, sitting over against 
the sepulchre. 

62 Now the next day, that followed 
the okf of the preparation, the chief 
priests and PharT-see§ came together 
unto Pilate, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember that that 
deceiver said, while he was yet alive.

64 Command therefore that the sepul- 
chre he made sure until the third day, 
lest his disciples come by night, and 
steal him away, and say unto the people, 
He is risen from the dead: so the last 
error shall be worse than the first. 

65 Pilate said unto them, Ye have a 

watch; go your way, make it as sure as 
ye can. ■. . . 

66 So .they went, and made the sepul- 
chre sure, sealing the stone, and setting 
a watch, 

- ; CHAPTER 28 

I N the end of the sabbath, as it began 
to dawn toward the first day of the 
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week, came Mary Mag'da-leae and the 
other Mary to see the sepulchre, 

2 Andj behold, there was a great earth- 
quake: for the angel of the Tord de- 
scended from heaven, and came and 
rolled back the stone from the door, and 
sat u|)on it.

All hail. And they came and held Mm 
by the feet, and worshipped him. 

10 Then said Jesus unto them, Be not 
^aid: go tell my brethren that they go 
into Galilee, and there shall they see 
me. 


1 1 igr How when they were going, be, 
hold, some of the watch came into the 
city, and showed unto the cMef priests 
all the tMngs that were done. 

12 And when they were assembled with 
the elders, and had taken counsel, they 
gave large money unto the soldiers, 

13 Saying, Say ye, His disciples came 
by night, and stole him away while we 
slept. 

14 And if tMs come to the governor’s 

ears, we will persuade Mm, and secure 
you. , , 

15 So they took the money, and did as 
they were taught: and this saying is 
commonly reported among the Jews 
tmtil this day. 

16 ^ Then the eleven disciples went 
away into Galilee, into a mountain 
where Jesus had appointed them. 

17 And when they saw Mm, they wor- 
sMpped him: but some doubted. 

18 And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth. 

19 ^ Go ye therefore, and teach aH 
nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: 

20 Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world.

CHAPTER 1 . 

T he Ijegiimmg of tlie gospel of Jestis* 
Christ, the Sou of 'God; 

2 As it is written in the prophets, Be- 
1io!d,Isendinymessengerbeforethyface, 
which shall prepare thy way before thee. 
3 The voice of one crying in the wil- 
derness, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths straight. 

4 John did baptize in the wilderness, 
and preach the baptism of repentance 
for the remission of sins. 

5 And there went out unto him all the 
land of Judea, and they of Jerusalem, 
and were all baptized of him m the river 
of Jordan, confessing their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with camel’s 
hair, and with a girdle of a skin about 
his loins; and he did eat locusts mid 
wild honey; 

7 And preached, saying. There cometh 
one mightier than I after me, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not worthy to stoop 
down and unloose. 

S i indeed have baptized you with wa- 
ter: but he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of Gali- 
lee, and was baptized of John in Jordan. 

10 And straightway coming up out of 
the water, he saw the heavens opened, 
and the Spirit like a dove descending 
upon him: 

1 i And there came a voice from heaven, 
saying P Thou art my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased. 

.12 And immediately the Spirit driveth 
him into the wilderness. 

13 And he was there in the wilderness 
forty days tempted of Satan; and was 
with the wild beasts; and the angels 
ministered unto him, 

14 Now after that John was pul in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom of God, 
IS And saying. The time is fulfilled, 
and the kingdom of God is at hand: re- 
pent ye, and believe the gospel. 

16 Now as he walked by the sea of 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew his 


brother casting a net info the sea: fot 
they were fishers. 

1:7 And Jesus said unto them. Come ye 
after me, and I will make you to become 
fishers of men. 

18 And straightway they forsook their 
nets, and followed him. 

19 And when he had gone a little fur- 
ther thence, he saw Janies the son of 
ZSb’€-d€e^ and John his brother, who 
also were m the ship mending their nets. 

20 And straightway he called them: 
and they left their father Zgb'^e-d^e in 
the ship with the hired servants, and 
went after him. 

21 And they went into Ci-per'na-ilm; 
and straightway on the sabbath day he 
entered into the synagogue, and taught. 

22 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine: for he taught them as one that 
had authority, and not as the scribes. 

23 And there was in their synagogue a 
man with an unclean spirit; and he cried 
out, 

24 Saj^g, Let us alone; what have we 
to do vrith thee, thou Jesus of Nazareth? 
art fibou come to destroy us? I know 
thee who thou ait, the Holy One of God. 

25 And Jesus rebuked him, saying. 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 

26 And when the unclean spirit had 
tom hnn, and cried with a loud voice, he 
came out of him. 

27 And they were all amazed, insomuch 
that they questioned amor^ themselves, 
saying, l^at thing is this? what new 
docfcrme is this? for with authority com- 
mandeth he even the unclean spirits, 
and they do obey him, 

28 And immediately his fame spread 
' abroad throughout aU the region round 
about Galilee. 

29 And forthwith, when they were come 
out of the synagogue, they entered into 
the house of Simon and Andrew, with 
James and John, 

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay sick 
of a fever; and anon they teh him of her, 

31 And he came and took her by the 
hand, and lifted her up; and immedi- 
ately the fever left her, and she minis- 
tered unto them# 
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32 And at even, wliett the stm did set, 
they brought unto him all that were dis- 
eased, and them , that were possessed 
with devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered to- 
gether at the door. 

34 And he healed many that were sick 
of divers diseases, and cast out many 
devilsj and suffered not the devils to 
speak, because they knew him. 

35 And in the morning, rising up a great 
while before day, he went out, and de- 
parted into a solitary place, and there 
prayed. 

36 And Simon and they that were with 
him followed after him. 

37 And when they had found him, they 
said unto him, All men seek for thee. 

38 And he said unto them, Xet us go 
into the next towns, that I may preach 
there also: for therefore came I forth. 

39 And he preached in their syna- 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and cast 
out devils. 

40 And there came a leper to him, be- 
seeching him, and kneeling down to 
him, and saying tmto him, If thou wilt, 
thou canst make me clean. 

41 And Jesus, moved with compassion, 
put forth his hand, and touched him, and 
saith unto him, I will; be thou clean. 

42 And as soon as he had spoken, im- 
mediately the leprosy departed from 
him, and he was cleansed. 

43 And he straitly charged him, and 
forthwith sent him away; 

44 And saith unto him, See thou say 
nothing to any man: but go thy way, 
show thyself to the priest, and offer for 
thy cleansing those things which Moses 
commanded, for a testimony unto them. 

45 But he went out, and began to pub- 
lish it much, and to blaze abroad the 
matter, insomuch that Jesus could no 
more openly enter into the city, but was 
without in desert places: and they came 
to him from every quarter. 

CHAPTER Z 

AND again he entered into Ca-per^ 
xiLna-um after some days; and it was 
noised that he was in the house,

10 The thief cometh not, but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I am 
come that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundantly. 

11 I am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. 

12 But he that is a hireling, and not the 
shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, 
seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the 
sheep, and fleeth; and the wolf catcheth 
them, and scattereth the sheep. 

13 The hireling fleeth, because he is a 
hireling, and careth not for the sheep, 

14 I am the good shepherd, and know 
my sheep, and am known of mine. 

15 As the Father knoweth me, even so 
know I the Father: and I lay down my 
life for the sheep. 

16 And other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I must bring, 
and they shall hear my voice; and there 
shall be one fold, and one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love me, 
because I lay down my life, that I might 
take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, but I lay 
it down of myself. I have power to lay 
it down, and I have power to take it 
again. This comman^ent have I re- 
ceived of my Father. 

19 igi There was a division therefore 
again among the Jews for these sayings. 

20 And many of them said, He hath 
a devil, and is mad; why hear ye him? 

21 Others said, These are not the 
words of him that hath a devil. Can a 
devil open the eyes of the blind? 

22 ^ And it was at Jerusalem the 
feast of the dedication, and it was 
winter. 

23 And Jesus walked in the temple in 
Solomon’s porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round about 
Mm, and said unto him, How long dost 
thou make us to doubt? If thou be the 
Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jesus answered them, I told you, 
and ye believed not: the works that I do 
in my Father’s name, they bear witness 
of me. 

26 But ye believe not, because ye are 
not of my sheep, as I said unto you. 


ST. JOHN 10. It 

27 My sheep hear my voice, and I know 
them, and they follow me: 

28 And I give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, neither 
shall any man pluck them out of my 
hand. : 

29 My Father, which gave them me, 
is greater than all; and no man is able 
to pluck them out of my Father’s hand. 

30 1 and my Father are one, 

31 Then the Jews took up stones again 
to stone him. 

32 Jesus answered them, Many good 
works have I showed you jErom my 
Father; for wMch of those works do ye 
stone me? 

33 The Jews answered him, saying. 
For a good work we stone thee not; but 
for blasphemy; and because that thou, 
being a man, makest thyself God. 

34 Jesus answered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I said, Ye are gods? 

35 If he called them gods, unto whom 
the word of God came, and the Scrip- 
ture cannot be broken; 

36 Say ye of him, whom the Father 
hath sanctified, and sent into the world. 
Thou blasphemest; because I said, I am 
the Son of God? 

37 If I do not the works of my Father, 
believe me not. 

38 But if I do, though ye believe not 
me, believe the works; that ye may 
know, and believe, that the Father is in 
me, and I in him. 

39 Therefore they sought again to take 
him; but he escaped out of their hand, 

40 And went away again beyond Jor- 
dan into the place where John at first 
baptized; and there he abode. 

41 And many resorted imto him, and 
said, John did no miracle: but all things 
that John spake of this man were true. 

42 And many believed on him there. 

CHAPTER 11 

N OW a certain man was sick, 
named Lazarus, of Bethany, the 
town of Mary and her sister Martha. 

2 (It was that Mary which anointed 
the Lord with ointment, and wiped his 
feet with her hair, whose brother 
Lazarus was sick.) 

3 Therefore Ms sisters sent unto Mm, 
saying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 
lovest is sick. 

4 When Jesus heard that, he said, 
TMs sickness is not imto death, but for 
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the glory of God, that the Son of God 
might be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her 
sister, and Lazarus. 

6 When he had heard therefore that he 
was sick, he abode two days still in the 
same place where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to his dis- 
ciples, Let us go into Judea again. 

8 His disciples say unto him. Master, 
the Jews of late sought to stone thee; 
and goest thou thither again? 

9 Jesus answered. Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? If any man walk in 
the day, he stumbleth not, because he 
seeth the light of this world. 

10 But if a man walk in the night, he 
stumbleth, because there is no light in 
him. 

11 These things said he; and after 
that he saith unto them. Our friend 
Lazarus sleepeth; but I go, that I may 
awake him out of slee^. 

12 Then said his disciples, Lord, if he 
sleep, he shall do well. . 

13 Howbeit Jesus spake of his death: 
hut they thought that he had spoken of 
taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jesus tmto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sakes that I 
was not there, to the intent ye may 
believe; nevertheless let us go unto 
him. 

16 Then said Thomas, which is called 

Bid'y-mfis, unto his fellow disciples. 
Let us also go, that we may die with 
•■him. ■■■''; 

17 Then when Jesus came, he found 
that he had lain in the grave four days 
already. 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Jeru- 
salem, about fifteen furlongs off: 

19 And many of the Jews , came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them con- 
cerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and met 
him: but Mary sat still in the house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jesus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. 

22 But I know, that even now, what- 
soever thou wilt ask of God, God will 
give ft thee. 

23 Jesus saith unto her, -Thy brother 
shall rise again. 

24 Martha saith unto him, X know that 


Jesus miseth Zazarus from the dead 
he shall rise again in the resurrection at 
the last day. 

25 Jesus said unto her, l am the resur- 
rection, and the life: he that believeth 
in me, though he were dead, yet shall 
he live: 

26 And whosoever liveth and believeth 
in me shall never die. Believest thou 
this? 

27 She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: I 
believe that thou art the Christ, the Son 
of God, which should come into the 
world. 

28 And when she had so said, she went 
her way, and called Mary her sister 
secretly, saying, The Master is come, 
and calleth for thee. 

29 As soon as she heard that, she arose 
quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet come into 
the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with her 
in the house, and comforted her, when 
they saw Mary, that she rose up has% 
and went out, followed her, saying, She 
gdeth unto the grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down 
at his feet, saying unto him, Lord, if 
thou hadst been here, my brother had 
not died... 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her 
weeping, and the Jews also weeping 
which came with her, he groaned in the 
spirit, and was troubled, 

34 And said, Where have ye laid him? 
They say unto him. Lord, come and see. 

35 Jesus wept. 

36 Then said the Jews, Behold how he 
loved him! 

37 And some of them said, Could not 
this man, which opened the eyes of the 
bHnd, have caused that even this man 
should not have died? 

38 Jesus therefore again groaning in 
himself cometh to the grave. It was a 
cave, and a stone lay upon it. 

39 Jesus said, Take ye away the stone. 
Martha, the sister of him that was dead, 
saith unto him, Lord, by this time he 
stinketh: for he hath been dead four 
days. 

40 Jesus saith unto her, Said I not 
unto thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, 
thou shouldest see the glory of God? 

41 Then they took away the stone 

from the place, the dead was laid..

And Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said. 
Father, I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me. 

42 And I knew that thou hearest me 
always: but because of the people which 
stand by I said it, that they may believe 
that thou hast sent me. 

43 And when he thus had spoken, he 
cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 
forth. 

44 And he that was dead came forth, 
bound hand and foot with graveclothes; 
and his face was boimd about with a 
napkin. Jesus saith unto them. Loose 
him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which came 
to Mary, and had seen the things which 
Jesus did, believed on him. 

46 But some of them went their ways 
to the Phar'l-see§, and told them what 
things Jesus had done. 

47 Then gathered the chief priests 
and the Phar'i-see§ a council, and said, 
What do we? for this man doeth many 
miracles. 

.48 If we let him thus alone, all men 
will believe on him; and the Pomans 
shall come and take away both our 
place and nation. 

49 And one of them, named Ca'ia- 
phds, being the high priest that same 
year, said xmto them, Ye know nothing 
at all, 

50 Nor consider that it is expedient 
for us, that one man should die for the 
people, and that the whole nation perish 
not. 

51 And this spake he not of himself: 
but being high priest that year, he 
prophesied that Jesus should die for 
that nation; 

52 And not for that nation only, but 
that also he should gather together in 
one the children of God that were scat- 
tered abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they took 
counsel together for to put him to death. 

54 Jesus therefore walked no more 
openly among the Jews; but went thence 
unto a country near to the wilderness, 
into a city called £'phra-im, and there 
continued with his disciples. 

55 ^ And the Jews* passover was high 
at hand: and many went out of the 
country up to Jerusalem before the pass- 
over, to purify themselves. 

56 Then sought they for Jesus, and 
spake among themselves, as they stood 


in the temple. What think ye, that he 
will not come to the feast? 

57 Now both the chief priests and the 
Ph^i-see§ had given a commandment, 
that, if any man knew where he were, 
he should show it, that they might take 
him.

Lord, dost thou 
wash my feet? 

7 Jesus answered and said iinto him. 
What I do thou knowest not now; but 
thou shalt know hereafter. 

8 Peter saith imto him, Thou shalt 
never wash my feet. Jesus answered 
him, If I wash thee not, thou hast no part 
with me. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, 
not my feet only, but also my hands 
and my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him. He that is 
washed needeth not save to wash his 
feet, but is clean every whit: and ye are 
clean, but not all. 

11 For he knew who should betray 
him; therefore said he. Ye are not au 
clean. 

12 So after he had washed their feet, 
and had taken his garments, and was 
set down again, he said unto them. 
Know ye what I have done to you? 

13 Ye call me Master and Lord: and 
ye say well; for so I am. 


14 If I then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; ye also ought to 
wash one another’s feet* 

15 For I have given yoU an example, 
that ye should do as I have done to you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say imto you. The 
servant is not greater than his lord; 
neither he that is sent greater than he 
that sent him. 

17 If ye know these things, happy are 
ye if ye do them. 

18 $ I speak not of you aH: I know 
whom I have chosen: but that the Scrip- 
ture may be MiiUed, He that eateth 
bread with me hath luted up his heel 
against me. 

19 Now I tell you before it come, that, 
when it is come to pass, ye may believe 
that! am he. 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you. He 
that receiveth whomsoever I send re- 
ceiveth me; and he that receiveth me 
receiveth him that sent me. 

21 When Jesus had thus said, he was 
troubled in spirit, and testified, and 
said. Verily, verily, I say unto you, that 
one of you shall betray me. 

22 Then the disciples looked one on 
another, doubting of whom he spake. 

23 Now there was leaning on Jesus* 
bosom one of his disciples, whom Jesus 
loved, 

24 Simon Peter therefore beckoned to 
him, that he should ask who it should 
be of whom he spake. 

25 He then lying on Jesus’ breast saith 
unto him. Lord, who is it? 

26 Jesus answered, He it is, to whom 
I shall give a sop, when I have dipped 
it. And when he had dipped the sop, he 
gave it to Judas Is-ctri-6t, the son of 
Simon. 

27 And after the sop Satan entered 
into him. Then said Jesus unto him. 
That thou doest, do quickly. 

28 Now no man at the table knew for 
what intent he spake this unto him. 

29 For some o/ them thought, because 
Judas had the bag, that Jesus had said 
unto him. Buy those things that we have 
need of against the feast; or, that he 
should give something to the poor, 

30 He then, having received the sop, 
went immediately out; and it was night. 

31 Q Therefore, when he was gone 
out, Jesus said, Now is the Son of man 
glorified, and God is glorified in him* 

32 If God be glorified in him, God shaE 
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also glorify Mm in Hmself, and sliall 
straightway glorify Mm.

37 Peter said rmto him, Lord, why 
cannot I follow thee now? I will lay 
down my life for thy sake. 

38 Jesus answered him, Wilt thou lay 
down thy life for my sake? Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee. The cock shm 
not crow, till thou hast denied me 
thrice^ 

CHAPTER 14 

"TET not your heart be troubled: ye

17 Sven the Spirit of truth; whom the 
world cannot receive, because it seeth 
Mm not, neither knoweth him: but ye 
know Mm; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you. 

18 I will not leave you comfortless: X 
will come to you, 

19 Yet a little wMle, and the world 
seeth me no more; but ye see me: be- 
cause I live, ye shall live also. 

20 At that day ye shall know that I ant 
in my Father, and ye in me, and X in 
you. 

21 He that hath my commandments, 
and keepeth them, he it is that loveth 
me: and he that loveth me shall be loved 
of my Father, and I will love Mm, and 
will manifest myself to Mm, 

22 Judas saith unto him, not is-carT-ot, 
Lord, how is it that thou wilt manifest 
thyself unto us, and not unto the world? 

23 Jesus answered and said unto him. 
If a man love me, he will keep my 
words: and my Father will love Mm, and 
we will come unto Mm, and make our 
abode with him. 

24 He that loveth me not keepeth not 
my sayings: and the word wMch ye hear 
is not mine, but the Father’s wMch sent 
me. 

25 These things have I spoken xmto 
you, being yet present with you. 

26 But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will send 
in my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your re- 
membrance, whatsoever I have said 
"unto you.

27 Peace I leave with you, my peace I 
give imto you: not as the worn giveth, 
give I unto you.

CHAPTER 15 

I AM the true vine, and my Father is 
the huGbandman. 

2 Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away: and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, 
that it may bring forth more fruit 
3 Now ye are clean through the word 
which I have spoken unto you, 

4 Abide in me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, ex- 
cept it abide in the vine; no more can 
ye, except ye abide in me. 

5 I am the vine, ye are the branches. 
He that abideth in me, and I in him, the 
same bringeth forth much fruit; for 
without me ye can do nothing. 

6 If a man abide not in me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is withered; and 
men gather them, and cast them into 
the fire, and they are burned. 

7 If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you. 

8 Herein is ray Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be my 
disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved nie, so have 
I loved you: continue ye in my love. 

10 If ye keep my commandments, ye 
shall abide in my love; even as I have 
kept my Father^'s commandments, and 
abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy might remain in you, 
and that yom joy might be full. 

12 This is my commandment, That ye 
love one another, as I have loved you. 
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13 Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do what- 
soever! command you. 

15 Henceforth I call you not servants; 
for the servant knoweth not what his 
lord doeth: but I have called you friends;

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavored to go into 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering that 
the Lord had called us for to preach the 
gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Tro'as, we 
came with a straight course to S^''o- 
thra^cia, and the next day to Ne-ap'6-lis; 

12 And from thence to PM-Kp'pi, which 
is the chief city of that part of Mace- 
donia, and a colony: and we were in that 
city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the sabbath we went out of 
the city by a river side, where prayer 
was wont to be made; and we sat down, 
and spake unto the women which re- 
sorf6d thither. 

14 ^ And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city of 
Thy^’a-tifra, which worshipped God, 
heard us: whose heart the Lord opened, 
that- she attended, unto the things which 
were spoken of Paul. 


15 And when she was bapted, and 
her household, she besought us, saying, 
If ye have Judged me to be faithful to 
the Lord, come into my house, and 
abide there. And she constrained us. 

16 ^ And it came to pass, as we went 
to prayer, a certain damsel possessed 
with a spirit of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by 
soothsaying: 

17 The same followed Paul and us, and 
cried, saying, These men are the serv- 
ants of the most high God, which show 
untb us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said to 
the spirit, I command thee in the name 
of Jesus Christ to come out of her. And 
he came out the same hour. 

19 And when her masters saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Silas, and drew them 
into the market place unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being Jews, 
do exceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which are not 
lawful for us to receive, neither to ob- 
serve, being Romans. 

22 And the multitude rose up together 
against them; and the magistrates rent 
on their clothes, and commanded to, 
beat them. 

23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them into 
prison, charging the jailer to keep them 
safely: 

24 Who, having received such a charge, 
thrust them into the inner prison, and 
made their feet fast in the stocks. 

25 And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto God: and 
the prisoners heard them. 

26 And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations of 
the prison were shaken: and immedi- 
ately all the doors were opened, and 
every one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison awak- 
ing out of his sleep, and seeing the 
prison doors open, he drew out his 
sword, and would have killed himself, 
supposing that the prisoners had been 
fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm: for we are 
all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
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sprang in, and came trembling, and fell 
down before Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought them out, and said. 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 

31 And they said, Believe on the Tord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in his 
house. 

33 And he took them the same hour of 
the night, and washed their stripes; and 
was baptized, he and all his, straight- 
way..

CHAPTER 17 

N OW when they had passed througji 
Am-phip"6-Ks and Ap"61-15"ni-a, 
they came to ThSs'sa-16-ni'ca, where 
was a synagogue of the Jews:

P AUL, a servant of Jesus Christ, called

8 First, X thank my God through Jesus 
Christ for you all, that your faith is 
spoken of throughout the whole world. 
9 For God is my witness, whom I serve 
with my spirit in the gospel of his Son, 
that without ceasing I make mention of 
you always in my prayers; 

10 Making request, if by any meahs 
now at length I might have a prosperous 
journey by the will of God to come unto 
you.

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God 
dwell in you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the body is 
dead because of sin; but the Spirit is 
life because of righteousness. 

11 But if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he 
tliat raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to ‘the flesh, to live after the flesh, 

. 13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die: but if ye through the Spirit do 
mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall 
live. 

14 For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God. 

15 For ye have not received the spirit 
of bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, whereby 
we cry, Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth * witness 
with our spirit, that we are the children 
of God: 

■17 And if children, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with Christ; if so 
be that we suffer with him, that we may 
be also glorified together. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall be 
revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of the 
creature waiteth for the manifestation 
of the sons of God. 

20 For the creature was made subject 
to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of 
him who hath subjected the same in 
hope; 

21 Because the creature itself also shall 
be delivered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the glorious liberty of the 
children of God. 

22 For we know that the whole creation 
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groaneth and tr availeth in pain togethv 
until now. 

23 And not only they^ but ourselves 
also, which have the firstfruits of the, 
Spirit, even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope: but hope 
that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that we see not, 
then do we with patience wait for it 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth 
our infirmities: for we know not what 
we should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of God. 

28 And we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according to 
his purpose, 

29 For whom he did foreknow, he also 
did predestinate to be conformed to the 
image of his Son, that he might be the 
firstborn among many brethren.

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3 For I say, tlsrougli the grace given 
unto me, to every man that is among 
you, not to think of hvmselfmoxe highly 
than he ought to think; but to thank 
soberly, according as God hath dealt to 
every man the measure of faith. 

4 For as we have many members in 
one body, and all members have not the 
same office: 

5 So we, being many, are one body in 
Christ, and every one members one of 
another, 

6 Having then gifts differing according 
to the grace that is given to us, whether 
prophecy, iet us prophesy according 
to the proportion 01 faith; 

7 Or ministry, lef us wait on our 
ministering; or he that teacheth, on 
teaching; 

8 Or he that exhorteth, on exhortation: 
he that giveth, let him do it with sim- 
plicity; he that ruleth, with diligence; he 
that showeth mercy, with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimulation. 
Abhor that which is evil; cleave to that 
which is good. 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love; in honor preferring 
one another; 

11 Not slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit; serving the Lord; 

12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribu- 
lation; continuing instant in prayer; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of 
saints; given to hospitality, 

14 Bless them which persecute you: 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Re of the same mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, but con- 
descend to men of low estate. Be not 
wise in your own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for evil. 
Provide things honest in the sight of all 
men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as lieth in 
you, Hve peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 
selves, but rather give place unto wrath; 
for it is written, Vengeance zs mine; I 
will repay, saith the Lord. 

20 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him drink: 
for in so doing thou shmt heap coals of 
fire on his head. 

21 Be hot overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good. 


CHAPTER 13 . 

I ET every soul be subject unto the

19 But I will come to you shortly, if 
the Lord will, and will know, not the 
speech of them which are puffed up, 
but the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not in 
word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come imto you 
with a rod, or in love, and in the spirit 
of meekness? 


CHAPTER; 5 : 

I T is reported commonly that there 
is fornication 'among you, and such : 
fornication as is not so much as named 
among the Gen'tile§, that one should' 
have his father’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have not 
rather mourned, that he that hath done 
this deed might be taken away from 
among you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, but 
present in spirit, have Judged already, 
as though I were present, concerning 
him that hath so done this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered together, 
and my spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such a one unto Satan for 
the destruction of the flesh, that the 
spirit may be saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know ye 
not that a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even Christ our pass- 
over is sacrificed for us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, not 
with old leaven, neither with the leayen 
of malice and wickedness; but with the 
unleavened bread of sincerity and truth. 
9 I wrote unto you in an epistle not to 
company with fornicators: 

10 Yet not altogether with the fornica- 
tors of this world, or with the covetous, 
or extortioners, or with Idolaters; for 
then must ye needs go out of the world, 
11 But now I have written unto you not 
to keep company, if any man that is 
called a brother be a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a 
drunkard, or an extortioner; with such 
a one, no, not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge them 
also that are without? do not ye judge 
them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked person. 

CHAPTER 6 

D are any of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before 
the unjust, and not before the saints? 

2 Do ye not know that the saints shall 
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the body the temple of the Holy Ghost 

the world? and if the world shaU 
he lodged by you, are ye unworthy to 
Judge the smallest matters? 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things that per- 
tain to this life? 

4 If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to this life, set them to judge 
who are least esteemed in the church. 

5 I speah to your shame. Is it so, that 
there is not a wise man among you? no, 
not one that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to lawwith brother, 
and that before the unbelievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a fault 
among you, because ye go to law one 
with another. Why do ye not rather 
take wrong? Why do ye not rather suf- 
fer yours^ves to be defrauded? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, and 
that your brethren. 

9 I^ow ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of. God? 
Be not deceived: neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effemi- 
nate, nor abusers of themselves with 
mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortion- 
ers, shall inherit the kingdom of Godi 

11 And such were some of you: but ye 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but 
ye are justified in the name of the Lord 
Jfes'us, and by the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, but 
all things are not expedient: aU things 
are lawful for me, but I will not be 
brought under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly 
for meats: but God shall destroy both 
it and them. Now the body is not for 
fornication, but for the Lord; and the 
Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us by his 
own power. 

15 Know ye not that yom bodies are 
the members of Christ? shall I then take 
the members of Christ, and make fham 
the members of a harlot? God forbid. 

16 What! know ye not that he which is 
joined to a harlot is one body? for two, 
saith he, shall be one flesh, 

17 But he that is Joined unto the Lord 
is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that a 
man doeth is without the body; but he 
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that committeth fornication sinneth 
against his own body. 

19 What! know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? 

20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s. 

CHAPTER 7 

N OW concerning the things where- 
of ye wrote unto me: It is good for 
a man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to a£? 02 d fornication, 
let every man have his own wife, and 
let every woman have her own husband. 
3 Let the husband render imto the wife 
due benevolence: and likewise also the 
wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her own 
body, but the husband: and likewise 
also the husband hath not power of Ms 
own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, except 
it be with consent for a time, that ye 
may give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer; and come together again, that 
Satan tempt you not for yova incon- 
tinency,'^' 

6 But I speak this by permission, and 
not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were even 
as I myself. But every man hath Ms 
proper gift of God, one after this man- 
ner, and another after that. 

8 1 say therefore to the tinmarried and 
widows, It is good for them if they abide 
even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let them 
marry; for it is better to marry than to 
burn. 

10 And unto the married I command, 
yet not I, but the Lord, Let not the wife 
depart from her husband: 

11 But and if she depart, let her re- 
main unmarried, or be reconciled to her 
husband; and let not the husband put 
away M's wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord: If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased to 
dwell with Mm, let Mm not put her 
away, 

13 And the woman which hath a hus- 
band that believeth not, and if he be 
pleased to dwell with her, let her not 
leave Mm. 
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14 For the unhelieTing htisband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbe- 
lieving wife is sanctified by the husband: 
else were your children unclean; but 
now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brother or a sister is not 
under bondage m such cases: but God 
hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband? 
or how knowest thou, O man, whether 
thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to every 
man, as the Lord hath called every one, 
so let him walk. And so ordain 1 in all 
churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in uncircumcision? 
let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and uncir- 
cumcision is nothing, but the keeping 
of the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called beiny a servant? care 
not for it: but if thou mayest be made 
free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a- servant, is the Lord’s freeman: 
likewise also he that is called, being 
free, is Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; be not 
ye the servants of men, 

24 Brethren, let every man, wherein 
he is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have no 
commandment of the Lord: yet I give 
my judgment, as one that hath obtained 
mercy of the Lord to be faithful. 

26 1 suppose therefore that this is good 
for the present distress, Isay, that it is 
good for a man so to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? seek 
not to be loosed. Art thou loosed from 
a wife? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou ma^, thou hast 
not sinned; and if a virgin marry, she 
hath not sinned. Nevertheless such 
shall have trouble in the flesh: but I 
spare you. 

29 But this I say, brethren, the time is 
short: it remaineth, that both they that 
have wives be as though they had 
none; 

30 And they that weep, as though they 
wept not; and they that rejoice, as 
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though they rejoiced not; and they that 
buy, as though they possessed not; 

31 And, they that use this ■ world, as 
not abusing it: for the fashion of this 
world passeth away, 

32 But I would have you without care- 
fulness. He that is unmarried careth 
for the things that belong to the Lord, 
how he may please the Lord: 

33 But he that is married careth for 
the things that are of the world, how he 
may please his wife. 

34 There is difference also between a 
wife and a virgin. The unmarried 
woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit: but she that is mar- 
ried careth for the things of the world, 
how she may please her husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own profit; 
not that I may cast a snare upon you, 
but for that which is comely, and that 
ye may attend upon the Lord without 
distraction. 

36 Bui if any man think that he be- 
haveth himself uncomely toward his 
virgin, if she pass the flower of her 
age, and need so require, let him do 
what he will, he sinneth not: let them 
marry, 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
steadfast in his heart, having no neces^ 
sity, but hath power over his own wfll, 
and hath so decreed in his heart that 
he will keep his virgin, doeth well. 

38 So then he that giveth her in mar- 
riage doeth well; but he that giveth her 
not in marriage doeth better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband iiveth; but if her 
husband be dead, she is at liberty to be 
married to whom she will; only in the 
Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment; and I think also 
that I have the Spirit of God. 

CHAPTER 8

CHAPTER 12 

N OW concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you 
ignorant. 

2 Ye know that ye were OSn'tSeg, car- 
ried away unto these dumb idols, even 
as ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to understand, 
that no man speaking by the Spirit of 
God calleth Jesus accursed: and that no 
man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of admin- 
istrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of opera- 
tions, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in aU. 

7 But the manifestation of the Spirit 
is given to every man to profit withal. 
8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wisdom; to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit; 

9 To another faith by the same Spirit; 
to another the gifts of healing by the 
same Spirit; 

10 To another the working of miracles; 
to another prophecy; to another dis- 
cerning of spirits; to another divers 
kinds of tongues; to another the inter- 
pretation of tongues: 

11 But all these worketh that one and 
the selfsame Spirit, dividing to every 
man severally as he will. 

12 For as body is one, and hath 
many members, and aU the members of 


that one body, being many, are one 
body: so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether we he 
Jews or Gen'tile§, whether we be bond 
or free; and have been all made to drink 
into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body? 

16 And if the ear shall say, Because I 
am not the eye, I am not of the body; 
is it therefore not of the body? 

17 If the whole body were an eye, 
where were the hearing? If the whole 
mere hearing, where were the smelling? 

18 But now hath God set the members 
every one of them in the body, as it 
hath pleased him. 

19 And if they were all one member, 
where were the body? 

20 But now are they many members, 
yet but one body. 

21 And the eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor again 
the head to the feet, 1 have no need of 
you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary: 

23 Arid those members of the body, 
which we think to be less honorable, 
upon these we bestow more abundant 
honor; and our tmcomely parts have 
more abundant comeliness. 

24 For our comely parts have no need: 
hut God hath tempered the body to- 
gether, having given more abundant 
honor to fhat part which lacked: 

25 That there ^ould be no schism in 
the body; but ihm the members should 
have the same care one for another. 

26 And whether one member suffer, 
all the members suffer with it; or one 
member be honored, all the members 
rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, and 
members in particular. 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then j^ts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? are ah prophets? 
are all teachers? are ah wbrk^s of 
miracles? 
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30 Have all the gifts of healing? do all 
speak with tongues? do all interpret? 

31 But covet earnestly the best gifts; 
and yet show I unto you a more ex- 
cellent way* 

CHAPTER 13 

T hough I sneak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding brasSj 
or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift o/ proph- 
ecy, and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge; and though I have all 
faith, so that I could remove mountains, 
and have not charity, I am nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my goods to 
feed the poor, and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not char- 
ity, it profiteth me nothing. 

4 Charity suffereth long, and is kind; 
charity envieth not; charity vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but re- 
joiceth in the truth; 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. 

8 Charity never faileth; but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we proph- 
esy in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall 
be done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child: but when I became a man, I 
put away childish things. 

12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face; now I 
know in part; but then shall I know even 
as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, char- 
ity, these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity, 

CHAPTER 14 

F ollow after charity, and desire 
spiritual pzjis, but rather that ye 
may prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in.aii unknown 


tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God; for no man understandeth him; 
howbeit in the spirit he speaketh 
mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men to edification, and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort. 

4 He that speaketh in an unknowrt 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. 

5 I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophesied; 
for greater is he that prophesieth than 
he that speaketh with tongues, except 
he interpret, that the church may re- 
ceive edifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto von 
speaking with tongues, what shall I 
profit you, except I shall speak to yon 
either by revelation, or by knowledge, 
or by prophesying, or hy doctrine? 

7 And even things without life giving 
sound, whether , pipe or harp, except 
they give a distinction in the sounds, 
how shall it be known what is piped or 
harped? 

8 For if the trumpet give an uncertain 
sound, who shall prepare himself to the 
battle? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be under- 
stood, how shaE it be known what is 
spoken? for ye shall speak into the 
air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many kinds 
of voices in the world, and none of them 
is without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not the mean- 
ing of the voice, I shall be unto him 
that speaketh a barbarian, and he 
that speaketh shall be a barbarian 
unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that ye 
may excel to the edifying of the church, 

13 Wherefore let him that speaketh in 
an unknown tongue pray that he may 
interpret, 

14 For if I pray in an unknown tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my understand- 
ing is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I wiU pray with the 
spirit, and I will pray with the under- 
standing also; I will sing with the spirit, 
and I will sing with the understanding 
also. 

16 Else, when thou shalt bless with the 
spirit, how shall he that occupieth the 
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room of the iinleamed say Amen at thy 
giving of thanks, seeing he under- 
stmdeth not what thou sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks wellj. 
but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church I had rather speak 
five words with my understanding, that 
hy my voice I might teach others also, 
than ten thousand words in an unknown 
tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in un- 
derstanding: howbeit in malice be ye 
children, but in understanding be men. 

21 In the law it is written, With 
men of other tongues and other Hps 
will I speak unto this people; and yet 
for all that will they not hear me, saith 
the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe not; but prophesying 
serveth not for them that believe not, 
but for them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all 
speak with tongues, and there come in 
those that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not say that ye are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there come 
in one that believeth not, or one un- 
learned, he is convinced of all, he is 
judged of all: 

25 And thus are the secrets of his 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face ne will worship 
God, and report that God is in you of 
a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? when ye 
come together, every one of you hath a 
psalm, hath a doctrine, hath a tongue, 
hath a revelation, hath an interpreta- 
tion. Let all things be done unto 
edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue, let it be by two, or at the most 
hy tliree, and that by course; and let 
one interpret. 

28 But if there he no interpreter, let 
him keep silence in the church; and let 
him speak to himself, and to God. 

29 Let the prophets speak two or three, 
and let the other judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to another 
that sitteth by, let the first hold his 
peace. 

31 For ye naay all prophesy one by one, 


Of Speaking with tongues 

that allmay leam, and all, may be com- ' 
forted. 

32 And the. spirits of the prophets are 
subject to the prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of con- 
fusion, but of peace, as in all churches of 
the saints. 

34 Let your women keep silence in the 
churches: for it is not permitted unto 
them to speak; but they are com- 
manded to be under obedience, as also 
saith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, 
let them ask their husbands at home: 
for it is a shame for women to spe^ in 
the church. 

36 What! came the word of God out 
from you? or came it unto you only? 

37 If any man think himself to be a 
prophet, or spiritual, let Mm acknowl- 
edge that the things that 1 write unto 
you are the commandments of the 
Lord. 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let him 
be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and fprbid not to speak with 
tongues. 

40 Let all things be done decently 
and in order. 

CHAPTER IS 

M oreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye have 
received, and wherein ye stand; 

2 By wMch also ye are saved, if ye 
keep in memory what I preached unto 
you, unless ye have believed in vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according to the 
Scriptures; 

4 And that he was buried, and that he 
rose again the third day according to 
the Scriptures: 

5 And that he was seen of Cc'phas, 
then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above 
five hundred brethren at once; of whom 
the greater part remain unto this pres- 
ent, but some are fallen asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me also, 
as of one born out of due time. 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an apostle.

because I persecuted :'tbe ■ chtirch, of 
God,' " " 

10 But by the grace of God I am what 
I am: and Ms grace which was be- 
stowed upon me was not in vain; but I 
labored more abundantly than they all: 
yet not I, but the grace of God which 
was with me. 

1 1 Therefore whether it were I or they, 
so we preach, and so ye believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that he 
rose from the dead, how say some 
among you that there is no resurrection 
of the dead? 

13 But if there be no resurrection of 
the dead, then is Christ not risen: 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false wit- 
nesses of God; because we have testi- 
fied of God that he raised up Christ: 
whom he raised not up, if so be that 
the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is not 
Christ raised: 

17 And if Christ he not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins. 

18 Then they also wMch are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most miser- 
able. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of them 
that slept. 

21 For since by man came death, by 
man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own order: 
Christ the fo-stfruits; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Then cometh the end, when he shall 
have delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father; when he shall have put 
down all rule, and all authority and 
power, 

25 For he must reign, till he hath put 
all enemies tmder Ms feet. 

26 The last enemy that shaE he de- 
stroyed fs death. 

27 For he hath put all things under Ms 
feet. But when he saith, AU. tMngs are 
put under Mm, it is manifest that he is 
excepted, wMch did put all things under 
him. 
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28 And when all tMngs shall be sub- 
dued unto him, then shaU the Son also 
himself be subject unto him that put all 
things under Mm, that God may be all 
in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which are 
baptized for the dead, if the dead rise 
not at all? why are they then baptized 
for the dead? 

30 And why stand we in Jeopardy every 
hour? 

31 1 protest by your rejoicing which I 
have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die 
daily. 

32 If after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at fipMe-sus, what 
advantageth it me, if the dead rise not? 
let us eat and drink; for to-morrow we 
die. 

33 Be not deceived: evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not the knowledge of 
God: I speak this to your shame. 

35 But some man will say. How are the 
dead raised up? and with what body do 
they come? 

36 Thou fool, that wMch thou sowest is 
not quickened, except it die: 

37 And that wMch thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or 
of some other 

38 But God giveth it a body as it hath 
pleased him, and to every seed Ms own 
body. 

39 All flesh zs riot the same flesh: but 
there is one kind of flesh of men, an- 
other flesh of beasts, another of fishes, 
end another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, and 
bodies terrestrial: but the glory of the 
celestial is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial is another, 

41 There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars; for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. 

42 So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it is 
raised in incorruption: 

43 It is sown in dishonor, it is raised 
in glory: it is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power: 

44 It is sown a riatural body, it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is a 
natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body. 
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45 And so it is written, The first man 
Adam was made a living soiil; the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. 

46 Howbeit that was not first which is 
spiritual, but that which is natural; and 
afterward that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man is of the earth, 
earthy: the second man zs the Lord 
from heaven. 

48 As is the earthy, such are they also 
that are earthy: and as is the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the Idngdom 
of God; neither doth corruption inherit 
incorruption. 

51 Behold, I show you a mystery; We 
shall not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed, 

52 In a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet 
shall sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal must put on 
immortality. 

54 So when this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then shall 
be brought to pass the saying that is 
v/ritten, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. 

55 O death, where fs thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victo^? 

56 The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the law. 

57 But thanks be to God, which giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, for- 
asmuch as ye know that your labor is 
not in vain in the Lord.

CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ by 
the will of God, and Timothy our 
brother, unto the church of God which is 
at Corinth, with all the saints which are 
in all A-eha'ia: 

2 Grace to you, and peace, from God 
our Father, and /rom the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

3 Blessed be God, even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
mercies, and the God of all comfort; 

4 Who comforteth us in all our tribula- 
tion, that we may be able to comfort 
them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are 
comforted of God^ 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ abound 
in us, so our consolation also aboundeth 
by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, if is for 
your consolation and salvation, which is 
effectual in the enduring of the same 
stifferings which we also suffer: or 
whether we be comforted, it is for your 
consolation and salvation, 

7 And our hope of you is steadfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers of 
the sufferings j so shall ye be also of 
the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you i^orant of our trouble which came 
to us in Asia, that we were pressed out 
of measure, above strength, insomuch 
that we despaired even of life: 

9 But we had the sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not trust in 
ourselves, but in God which laiseth the 
dead: 

10 Who delivered us from so great a 
death, and doth deEver: in whom we 
trust that he wiE yet deEver us; 


11 Ye also helping together by prayer 
for us, that for the gift bestowed upon 
us by the means of many persons 
thanks may be given by many on oar 
behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the testi- 
mony of our conscience, that in sim- 
pEcity and godly sincerity, not with 
fleshly wisdom, but by the ^ace of God, 
we have had our conversation in the 
world, and more abimdantly to you- 
ward. 

13 For we write none other things unto 
you, than what ye read or acknowledge;

18 While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen: for the things which are 
seen are temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal. 

CHAPTER S 

F or we know that, if our earthly 
house of fh/s tabernacle were dis- 
solved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. 

2 For in this we groan, earnestly desir- 
ing to be clothed upon with our house 
which is from heaven: 

3 If so be that being clothed we shall 
not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened: not for that we 
would be unclothed, hut clothed upon, 
that mortality might be swallowed up of 
life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us for 
the selfsame thing is God, who also 
hath given unto us the earnest of the 
Spirit. 

6 Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home in 
the body, we are absent from the Lord; 
7 (For we walk by faith, not by sight:) 
8 We are confident, J saj/, and wnling 
rather to be absent from the body, and 
to be present with the Lord. 
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9 Wherefore we labor, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted 
of him. 

10 For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the tilings done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the terror of the 
Lord, we persuade men; but we are 
made manifest unto God; and I trust 
also are made manifest in your con- 
sciences. 

12 For we commend not ourselves 
again unto you, but give you occasion to 
glory on our behalf, that ye may have 
comewhat to answer them which glory 
in appearance, and not in heart. 

^ 13 For whether we be beside ourselves, 
ij is to God; or whether we be sober, it 
is for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that if one 
died, for aU, then were all dead: 

15 And that he died for all, that they 
which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again. 

Id Wherefore henceforth know we no 
man after the flesh: yea, though we have 
known Christ after the flesh, yet now 
henceforth know we him no more. 

17 Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are be- 
come new. 

18 And all things are of God, who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, 
and hath given to us the ministry of 
reconciliation; 

19 To wit, that God was in Christ, rec- 
onciling the world unto himself, not im- 
puting their trespasses unto them; and 
hath committed unto us the word of 
reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did beseech you 
by us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, be 
ye recorciled to God. 

21 For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in 
him. 

CHAPTER 6 

W E then, as workers together 
with him, beseech you also that 
ye receive not the grace of God in vain;

2 (For hC 'Saith, I have heard thee in a 
time accepted, and in the day of salva- 
tion have I succored thee: behold, now 
is the accepted time; behold, now is the 
day of salvation.) 

3 Giving no offense in any thing, that ■ 
the ministry be not blamed: 

4 But in all things approving ourselves 
as the ministers of God, in much pa- 
tience, in afflictions, in necessities, in 
distresses, 

5 In stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labors, in watchings, in 
fastings; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by long- 
suffering, by kindness, by the Holy 
Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the power of 
God, by the armor of righteousness on 
the right hand and on the left, 

8 By honor and dishonor, by evil report 
and good report: as deceivers, and yet 
true; 

9 As unknown, and yet well known; as 
dying, and, behold, we Kve; as chas- 
tened, and not killed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet alway rejoicing; 
as poor, yet making many rich; as hav- 
ing nothmg, and yet possessing all 
things. 

11 O pe Corinthians, our mouth is 
open unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, but ye 
are straitened in your own bowels. 

13 Now for a recompense in the same, 
(I speak as unto my children,) be ye also 
enlarged. 

14 Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship 
hath righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness? and what communion hath light 
with darkness? 

15 And what concord hath Christ with 
Be^li-dl? or what part hath he that be- 
Heveth with an infidel? 

16 And what agreement hath the tem- 
ple of God with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God hath 
said, I will dwell in them, and walk in 
them; and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people. 

17 Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you, 

IS And will be a Father unto you, and 
ye shall he my sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty.

, CHAPTER '7 ■ 

H aving therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the fiesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God. 

2 Receive us ; we have wronged no man, 
we have corrupted no man, we have de- 
frauded no man. 

3 I speak not this to condemn you: for 
I have said before, that ye are in our 
hearts to die and live with you. 

4 Great is my boldness of speech 
toward you, ^eat is my glorying of you: 
I am filled with comfort, I am exceeding 
Joyful in all our tribulation. 

5 For, when we were come into Mace- 
donia, our flesh had no rest, hut we 
were troubled on every side; without 
were fightings, within were fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comforteth 
those that are cast down, comforted us 
by the coming of Titus; 

7 And not by his coming only, but by 
the consolation wherewith he was com- 
forted in you, when he told us your ear- 
nest desire, your mourning, your fervent 
mind toward me; so that X rejoiced the 
more. 

8 For though I made you sorry with a 
letter, I do not repent, though I did re- 
pent: for I perceive that the same epis- 
tle hath made you sorry, though it were 
but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were made 
sorry, but that ye sorrowed to repent-- 
ance: for ye were made sorry after a 
godly manner, that ye might receive 
damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh repent- 
ance to salvation not to be repented of: 
but the sorrow of the world worketh 
death. 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, that 
ye sorrowed after a godly sort, what 
carefulness it wrought in you, yea, what 
clearing of yourselves, yea, what indig- 
nation, yea, what fear, yea, what vehe- 
ment desire, jqb., what zeal, yea, what 
revenge! In things ye have approved 
yourselves to be clear in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote imto you, 
J did it not for his cause that had done 
the wrong, nor for his cause that suf- 
fered wrong, but that our care for you in 
the sight of God might appear unto you. 
13 Therefore we were comforted in 
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your comfort: yea, and exceedingly the 
more joyed we for the joy of Titus, be-

CHAPTER 11 

W OULD to God ye could bear with 
me a Httle in my folly: and indeed 
hear with me, 

2 For I am jealous over you with godly 
jealousy: for I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as the 
serpent beguiled Eve through Ms sub- 
tilty, so your minds should be corrupted 
from the simplicity that is in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth 
another Jesus, whom we have not 
preached, or if ye receive another spirit, 
wMch ye have not received, or another 
gospel, which ye have not accepted, ye 
might well bear with kim» 

5 For I suppose I was not a whit be-« 
hind the very cMefest apostles. 

6 But though I be rude in speech, yet 
not in knowledge; but we have been 
thoroughly made manifest among you 
in all things, 

7 Have I committed an offense in abas- 
ing myself that ye might be exalted, be- 
cause I have preached to you the gospel 
of God freely? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, I was chargeable to no man; 
for that which was lacking to me the 
brethren which came from Macedonia 
supplied: and in ail things I have kept 
myself from being burdensome unto 
you, and so will I keep myself* 

10 As the truth of Christ is in me, no 
man shall stop me of tMs boasting in the 
regions of A-eha'?A 
11 Wherefore? because I love you not? 
God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, that I 
may cut off occasion from them which 
desire occasion; that wherein they 
glory, they may be found even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, deceitful 
workers, transforming themselves into’ 
the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan himself is 
transformed into an angel of light. 

15 Therefore it is no great thing if his 
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ministers also be transformed as the 
ministers of righteousness; whose end 
shall be according to their works. 

16 I say again, Let no man think me a 
fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool receive 
me, that I may boast myself a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak it not 
after the Lord, but as it were foolishly, 
in this confidence of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, seeing ye 
yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, if a man bring you 
into bondage, if a man devour you, if a 
man take of you, if a man exalt himself, 
if a man smite you on the face. 

21 1 speak as concerning reproach, as 
though we had been weak. Howbeit, 
whereinsoever any is bold, (I speak 
foolishly,) I am bold also. 

22 ^e they Hebrews? so am X. Are 
they I§'ra-61-ites? so am I. Are they the 
seed of Abraham? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? (I 
speak as a fool,) I am more; in labors 
more abundant, in stripes above meas- 
ure, in prisons more frequent, in deaths 
oft 

24 Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with rods,, once 
was X stoned, thrice I suffered ship- 
wreck, a night and a day I have been in 
the deep; 

26 In journeyings often, in perils of 
waters, in perils of robbers, m perils by 
mine own countrymen, in perils by the 
heathen, m perils in the city, in perils in 
the wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among false brethren; 

27 In weariness and painftilnesSj in 
watcMngs often, in hunger and thirst, 
in fastings often, in cold and naked- 
ness. 

28 Beside those things that are with- 
out, that which cometh upon me daily, 
the care of all the churches. 

29 Who is weak, and I am not weak? 
who is offended, and I bum not? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will glory 
of the tilings which concern mine in- 
firmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
JesusJChrist, which is blessed for ever- 
more, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor under 

the king kept the city of the 
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Dam'a-scene§ with a garrison, desirous 
to apprehend me: 

33 And through a window in a basket 
was I let down by the wall, and escaped 
his hands.' 

CHAPTER 12 

I T is not expedient for me doubtless 
to glory. I will come to visions and 
revelations of the Lord. 

2 I knew a man in Christ above four- 
teen years ago, (whether in the body, I 
cannot tell; or whether out of the body, 
I cannot tell: God knoweth;) such a one 
caught up to the third heaven. 

3 And I knew such a man, (whether in 
the body, or out of the body, X cannot 
tell. God knoweth;) 

4 How that he was caught up into para- 
dise, and heard unspeakable words, 
which it is not lawful for a man to utter. 
5 Of such a one will I glory: yet of 
myself I will not glory, but in mine 
infirmities. 

6 For though I would desire to glory, I 
shall not be a fool; for I will say the 
truth: but now 1 forbear, lest any man 
should think of me above that which 
he seeth me to be, or that he heareth 
of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance of the 
revelations, there was given to me a 
thorn in the flesh, the messenger of 
Satan to buffet me, lest I should be ex- 
alted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My grace is 
sufficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness. Most gladly 
therefore will I rather glory in my in- 
firmities, that the power of Christ may 
rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in infirmi- 
ties, in reproaches, in necessities, in per- 
secutions, in distresses for Christ’s sake: 
for when I am weak, then am I strong. 

11 1 am become a fool in glorying; ye 
have compelled me: for I ought to have 
been commended of you: for in nothing 
am I behind the very chiefest apostles, 
though I be nothing. 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle were 
wrought among you in all patience, in 
signs, and wonders, and mighty deeds. 

13 For what is it wherein ye were in- 
ferior to other churches, except it be 
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that I myself was not,, burdensome to 
you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the tliird time I am ready to 
come to you; and I will not be burden- 
some to you: for I seek not yours, but 
you: for the children ought not to lay up 
for the parents, but the parents for the 
children. . ■ ' , 

15 And I will very gladly spend and be 
spent for you; though the more abun- 
dantly I love you, the less I be loved. 

16 But be it so, I did not burden you: 
nevertheless, being crafty, I caught you 
with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you by any of 
them whom I sent unto you? 

18 1 desired Titus, and with him I sent 
a brother. Did Titus make a gain of 
you? walked we not in the same spirit? 
walked we not in the same steps? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse our- 
selves unto you? we speak before God 
in Christ; but we do all things, dearly be- 
loved, for your edifying. 

20 For I fear, lest, when I come, I shall 
not find you such as I would, and that 1 
shall be found unto you such as ye would 
not: lest there be debates, envyings, 
wraths, strifes, backbitings, whisper- 
ings, swellings, tumults: 

21 And lest, when I come again, my 
God will humble me among you, and 
that I shall bewail many which have 
sinned already, and have not repented 
of the uncleanness and fornication and 
lasciviousness which they have com- 
mitted. 

CHAPTER 13 

T his i$ the third time I am coming 
to you. In the mouth of two or 
three witnesses shall every word be 
established. 

2 1 told you before, and foretell you, as 
if I were present, the second time; and 


being absent how I write to them which 
heretofore have sinned, and to all other, 
that, if I come again, I will not spare; 

3 Since ye seek a proof of Clirist speak- 
ing in me, which to you-ward is not 
weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucified through 
weakness, yet he liveth by the power of 
God. For we also are weak in him, but 
we shall live with him by the power of 
God toward you. 

5 Examine yourselves, whether ye be 
in the faith; prove your own selves. 
Know ye not your own selves, how that 
Jesus Christ is in you, except ye be 
reprobates? 

6 But X trust that ye shall know that we 
are not reprobates. 

7 How I pray to God that ye do no evil; 
not that we should appear approved, but 
that ye should do that which is honest, 
though we be as reprobates. 

8 For we can do nothing against the 
truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we are weak, 
and ye are strong: and this also we wish, 
even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these things being 
absent, lest being present I should use 
shaipness, according to the power which 
the Lord hath given me to edification, 
and not to destruction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be per- 
fect, be of good comfort, be of one mmd, 
live in peace; and the God. of love and 
peace shall be with you. 

12 Greet one another with a holy Mss. 

13 All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the communion 
of the Holy Ghost, be with you all. 
Amen. 

f The second epistle to the Corinthians Twas written 
from Philippi, a city of Macedonia, by Titus and 
Lucas,' 
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CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, an apostle, (not of men, 
neither by man, but by Jesus Christ, 
and God the Father, who raised him 
from the dead;) 

2 And all the brethren which are with 
me, unto the churches of Ga-la'ti-a: 

3 Grace he to you, and peace, from God 
the Father, and jfrom our Lord Jesus 
Christ, 

4 Who gave himself for otir sins, that 
he might deliver us from this present 
evil world, according to the will of God 
and oiu" Father: 

5 To whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

6 1 marvel that ye are so soon removed 
from him that called you into the grace 
of Christ unto another gospel: 

7 Which is not another; but there be 
some that trouble you, and would per- 
vert the gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have preached 
imto you, let him be accursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now again. 
If any man preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, let him 
be accursed. 

10 For do I now persuade men, or God? 
or do I seek to please men? for if I yet 
pleased men, I should not be the serv- 
ant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that the 
gospel which was preached of me is not 
after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the reve- 
lation of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye have heard of my conversa- 
tion in time past in the Jews* religion, 
how that beyond measure I persecuted 
the church of God, and wasted it: 

14 And profited in the Jews* religion 
above many my equals in mine own na- 
tion, being more exceedingly zealous of 
the traditions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who sepa- 
rated me from my mother’s womb, and 
called me by his grace. 


16 To reveal Ms Son in me, that I 
might preach him among the heathen; 
immediately I conferred not with fiesh 
and blood: 

17 Neither went I up to Jerusalem to 
them wMch were apostles before me; 
but I went into Arabia, and returned 
again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I went up to 
Jerusalem to see Peter, and abode with 
him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw I none, 
save James the Lord’s brother. 

20 Now the things which I write unto 
you, behold, before God, I lie not. 

21 Afterward I came into the regions of 
Syria and 

22 And was uiiknown by face unto the 
churches of Judea which were in Christ: 

23 But they had heard only. That he 
which persecuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he de- 
stroyed. 

24 And they glorified God in me. 

CHAPTER 2 

T hen fourteen years after I went 
up again to Jierusalem with Bar- 
nabas, and took Titus with me also. 

2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gen'tiles, but 
privately to them wmch were of repu- 
tation, lest by any means I should rtm, 
or had run, in vain, 

3 But neither Titus, who was with me, 
being a Greek, was compelled to be 
circumcised: 

4 And that because of false brethren 
tmawares brought in, who came in 
■priviljr to spy out our liberty which we 
have in Christ Jesus, that they might 
bring us into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by subjec- 
tion, no, not for an hour; that the truth 
of the gospel might continue with you. 
6 But of those who seemed to be some- 
what, (whatsoever they were, it maketh 
no matter to me; God accepteth no 
man’s person:) for they who seemed to 
be somewhat in conference added noth- 
ing to me: 
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7 But contrariwise, when they saw that 
the gospel of the uncirciumcision was 
committed unto me, as ike gospel of the 
circumcision was unto Peter; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually in 
Peter to the apostleship of the circum- 
cision, the same was mighty in me to- 
ward the Gen'tile§;) 

9 And when James, Ce'phas, and John, 
who seemed to be pillars, perceived the 
grace that was given unto me, they gave 
to me and Barnabas the right hands of 
fellowship; that we should go unto the 
heathen, and they imto the circumcision* 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same which I 
also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to An' 
ti~6eh, I withstood him to the face, be- 
cause he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gdn'taeg: 
but when they were come, he withdrew 
and separated himself, fearing them 
which were of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled like- 
wise with himj insomuch that Barnabas 
also was earned away with their dis- 
simulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth of 
the gospel, I said unto Peter before 
them all. If thou, being a Jew, Hvest after 
the manner of Gen'tile§, and not as do 
the Jews, why compellest thou the Gdn- 
tD,e§ to live as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gen'tile§, 

16 ICnowing that a man is not justified 
by the works of the law, but by the faith 
of Jesus Christ, even we have believed 
in Jesus Christ, that we might be Justi- 
fied by the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law: for by the works of the 
law shall no flesh be justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be Justified 
by Christ, we ourselves also are found 
sinners, is therefore Christ the minister 
of sin? God forbid. 

18 For if I buM again the things which 
I destroyed, I make myself a trans- 
gressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live unto God. 

20 1 am crucified with Christ: neverthe- 
less I live; yet not I, but Christ Hveth in 
me: and the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the Son of God, 


who loved me, and gave himself for me. 

21 1 do not frustrate the grace of God: 
for if righteousness come by the law, 
then Christ is dead in vain. 

CHAPTESL 3 

O FOOLISH Ga-ia'tian§, who hath 
bewitched you, that ye should not 
obey the truth, before whose eyes Jesus 
Christ hath been evidently set forth, 
crucified among you? 

2 This only would I learn of you, de- 
ceived ye the Spirit by the works of the 
law, or by the hearing of faith? 

3 Are ye so foolish? having begim in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh? 

4 Have ye suffered so many things in 
vain? if it be yet in vain. 

5 He therefore that ministereth to you 
the Spirit, and worfceth miracles among 
you, doeth he it by the works of the law, 
or by the hearing of faith? 

6 Even as Abraham believed God, and it 
was accounted to him for righteousness, 
7 Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the same are the children of 
Abraham. 

8 And the Scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before the gospel unto 
Abraham, saying. In thee shall all na- 
tions be blessed, 

9 So then they which be of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works of 
the law are xmder the curse: for it is 
written. Cursed is every one that con- 
tinueth not in all things which are writ- 
ten in the book of the law to do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evident: for, 
The just shall live by faith. 

12 And the law is not of faith: but, The 
man that doeth them shall live in them. 

13 Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a cxirse for 
us: for it is written. Cursed is every one 
that hangeth on a tree; 

14 That the blessing of Abraham might 
come on the GSn'tileg through Jesus 
Christ; that we might receive the prom- 
ise of the Spirit through faith. 

IS Brethren, I speak after the manner 
of men; Though it be but a man’s cove- 
nant, yet 2 / it be confirmed, no man dis- 
anmilleth, or addeth thereto. 

16 Now to Abraham and his seed were 
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the promises made. He saith not, And 
to seeds, as of many; but as of one, And 
to thy seed, which IS Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed before of God in 
Christ, the law, which was four hundred 
and thirty years after, cannot disannul, 
that it should make the promise of none 
effect. 

18 For if the inheritance be of the law, 
it is no more of promise: but God gave it 
to Abraham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the law? 
It was added because of transgressions, 
till the seed should come to whom the 

romise was made; and it was ordained 

y angels in the hand of a mediator. 

20 Now a mediator is not a mediator of 
one, but God is one. 

21 Is the law then against the promises 
of God? God forbid: for if there had 
been a law given which could have given 
life, verily righteousness should have 
been by the law- 

22 But the Scripture hath concluded 
all under sin^ that the promise by faith 
of Jesus Ghnst might be given to them 
that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were kept 
under the law, shut up unto the faith 
which should afterward be revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was our school- 
master to bring us unto Christ, that we 
might be justified by faith. 

25 But alter that faith is come, we are 
no longer under a schoolmaster. 

26 For ye are all the children of God by 
fmth in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as have been 
baptized into Christ have put on Christ. 

28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there is 
neither male nor female: for ye are all 
one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then are ye 
Abraham’s seed, and heirs according to 
the promise. 

CHAPTER 4 

M OW I say. That the heir, as long 
as he is a child, differeth nothing 
from a servant, though he he lord of all; 
2 But is under tutors and governors 
until the time appointed of the father. 
3 Even so we, when we were children, 
were in bondage under the elements of 
the world: 

4 But when the fulness of the time was 
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come, God sent forth his Son, made of 
a woman, made under the lawy 

5 To redeem them that were under the 
law, that we might receive the adoption 
of sons. 

6 And because ye are sons, God hath 
sent forth the Spirit of his Son into your 
hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a serv- 
ant, but a son; and if a son, then an heir 
of God through Christ. 

8 Howbeit then, when ye knew not 
God, ye did service unto them which by 
nature are no gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and beggarly 
elements, whereunto ye desire again to 
be in bondage? 

10 Ye observe days, and months, and 
times, and years. 

11 1 am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labor in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as I am; 
for I am as ye are: ye have not injured 
me at all. 

13 Ye know how through infirmity of 
the flesh I preached the gospel unto you 
at the first. 

14 And my temptation which was in 
my flesh ye despised not, nor rejected; 
but received me as an angel of God, even 
as Christ Jesus. 

15 Where is then the blessedness ye 
spake of? for I bear you record* that, if 
it had been possible, ye would have 
plucked out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your enemy, 
because I tell you the truth? 

17 They zealously affect you, but not 
well; yea, they would exclude you, that 
ye might affect them. 

18 But it is good to be zealously affected 
always in a good thing, and not only 
when l am present with you. 

19 My little children, of whom I travail 
in birth again until Christ be formed in 
you,. » 

20 1 desire to be present with you now, 
and to change my voice; for I stand in 
doubt of you. 

21 Tell me, ye that desire to be under 
the law, do ye not hear the law? 

22 For it is written, that Abraham had 
two sons, the one by a bondmaid, the 
other by a free woman. 

23 But he who was of the bondwoman 
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was horn after the'flesli;. bat be of the 
free woman was by promise. . , 

24 Which things are an allegory: for 
these are the two covenants; the one 
from the mount Si'nai, which gendereth 
to bondage, which is I'gar. 

25 For this A^gar is mount Sfnai in 
Arabia, and answereth to Jerusalem 
which now is, and is in bondage with her 
children, 

26 But Jerusalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us all. 

27 For it is written, Rejoice, thou 
barren that hearest not; break forth and 
cry, thou that travailest not: for the 
desolate hath many more children than 
she which hath a husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, are 
the children of promise. 

29 But as then he that was bom after 
the flesh persecuted him that was born 
after the Spirit, even so if is now. 

30 Nevertheless what saith the Scrip- 
ture? Cast out the bondwoman and her 
son: for the son of the bondwoman shall 
not be heir with the son of the free 
woman. 

31 So then, brethren, we are not chil- 
dren of the bondwoman, but of the free. 

CHAPTER 5 

S TAND fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free, 
and be not entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage. 

2 Behold, I Paul say unto you, that if 
ye be circumcised, Christ shall profit 
you nothing, 

3 For I testify again to every man that 
is circumcised, that he is a debtor to do 
the whole law. 

4 Christ is become of no effect unto 
you, whosoever of you are justified by 
the law; ye are fallen from grace. 

S For we through the Spirit wait for the 
hope of righteousness by faith. 

6 For in Jesus Christ neither circum- 
cision avaiieth any thing, nor uncir- 
cumcision; but faith which worketh by 
love. 

7 Ye did run well; who did hinder you 
that ye should not obey the truth? 

8 This persuasion cometh not of him 
that calleth you. 

9 A little leaven leaveneth the whole 
lump, 

10 1 have confidence in you through the 
Xord, that ye will be none otherwise 
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minded: but he that troubleth you shall 
bear his judgment, whosoever he be. 

11 And I, brethren, if I yet preach cir- 
cumcision, why do I yet suffer persecu- 
tion? then is the offense of the cross 
ceased. 

12 1 would they were even cut off which 
trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been called 
tmto liberty; only use not liberty for an 
occasion to the flesh, but by love serve 
one another. 

14 For all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this; Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself. 

15 But if ye bite and devour one an- 
other, take heed that ye be not con- 
sumed one of another. 

16 This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh. 

17 For the flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the flesh: 
and these are contrary the one to the 
other; so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would, 

18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are 
not under the law. 

19 Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these. Adultery, for- 
nication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, vari- 
ance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, 

21 Envyings, murders, drunkenness, 
revelings, and such like: of the which I 
tell you before, as I have also told you in 
time past, that they which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 

22 But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, 

23 Meekness, temperance: against 
such there is no law. 

24 And they that are Christ’s have cru- 
cified the flesh with the affections and 
lusts. 

25 If we Eve in the Spirit, let us also 
walk in the Spirit. 

26 Let us not he desirous of vainglory, 
provoking one another, envying one 
another. 

CHAPTER 6 

B rethren, if a man be overtaken 
in a fault, ye which are spiritual, 
restore such a one in the spirit of meek- 
ness; considering thyself, lest thou also 
be tempted. 
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2 Bear ye one another's burdens, and 
so fnlfi! the law of Christ. 

3 For if a man think himself to be some- 
thing, when he is nothing, he deceiveth 
himself. 

4 But let every man prove his own 
work, and then shall he have rejoicing in 
himself alone, and not in another. 

5 For every man shall bear his own 
burden. 

6 Let him that is taught in the word 
communicate unto him that teacheth in 
all good things. 

7 Be not deceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap. 

8 For he that soweth to his flesh shall 
of the flesh reap corruption; but he that 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting. 

9 And let us not be weary in well doing: 
for in due season we slm reap, if we 
faint not. 

10 As we have therefore opportunity, let 
us do good unto all men, especially unto 
them who are of the household of faith.

16 And as many as walk according to 
this rule, peace be on them, and mercy, 
and upon the I§'ra-§1 of God. 

17 From henceforth let no man trouble 
me: for I bear in my body the marks of 
the Lord Jesus. 

18 Brethren, the grace of our Lord

5 For your fellowship in the gospel 
from the first day iintil now; 

6 Being confident of this very thing, 
that he which hath begun a good work 
in you will perform it until the day of 
Jesus Christ: 

■7 Even as it is meet forme to thinkthis of 
you ail, because I have you in my heart; 
inasmuch as both in my bonds, and in 
the defense and confirmation of the gos- 
pel, ye all are partakers of my grace.

9 And this I pray, that your love may 
abound yet more and more in knowledge 
and in all judgment;

CHAPTER 2 

F or I would that ye knew what 
great conflict I have for you, and 
for them at Ta-odT-pe'a, and for as 
many as have not seen my face in the 
flesh; 

2 That their hearts might be comforted, 
being knit together in love, and unto ail 
riches of the full assurance of under- 
standing, to the acknowledgment of 
the mysteiy of God, and of the Father, 
and of Christ; 

3 In whom are hid all the treasures of 
wisdom and knowledge. 

4 And this I say, lest any man should 
beguile you with enticing words. 

5 For though I be absent in the flesh, 
yet am I with you in the spirit, joying and 
beholding your order, and the steadfast- 
ness of your faith in Christ, 

6 As ye have therefore received Christ 
Jesus the Tord, so walk ye in Mm: 

7 Rooted and built up in Mm, and 
stablished in the faith, as ye have been 
taught, abounding therein with thanks- 
giving. 

8 Beware lest any man spoil you 
through pMlosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the world, and not after Christ, 
9 For in Mm dwelleth all the fulness of 
the Godhead bodily.

communication out of your mouth. 

9 Lie not one to another, seeing that ye 
have put off the old man with his deeds; 

10 And have put on the new man, which 
is renewed in knowledge after the image 
of him that created him: 

11 Where there is neither Greek nor 
Jev;% circumcision nor uncircumcision, 
Barbarian, S^jNih'i-an, bond nor free: 
but Christ is all, and in all.

12 Put on therefore, as the elect of (lod 
holy and beloved, bowels of mercies* 
kindness, humbleness of mind, meel^^ 
ness, long-suffering; 

13 Forbearing one another, and for. 
giving one another, if any man have a 
quarrel against any: even as Christ for. 
gave you, so also do ye. 

14 And above all these things fiuf 
on charity^ which is the bond of perfect. I 
ness. 

15 And let the peace of God rule in your 
hearts, to the which also ye are called in 
one body; and be ye thankful. 

16 Let the word of Christ dwell in you 
richly in all wisdom; teaching and ad- 
monishing one another in psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs, singing with 
grace in your hearts to the Lord. 

17 And whatsoever ye do in word or 
deed, rio all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and the 
Father by him. 

18 Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is fit in the Lord. 

19 Husbands, love your wives, and be 
not bitter against them. 

20 Children, obey your parents in aS 
t^jfs: for this is well-pleasing unto the 

21 Fathers, provoke not your children 
to anger, lest they be discouraged. 

22 Servants, obey in aU things your 
masters according to the flesh; not with 
eyeservice, as menpleasers; but in sin* 
gleness of heart, fearing God: 

23 And whatsoever do, do it heartily, 
as to the Lord, and not unto men; 

24 Knowing that of the Lord ye shaE 
receive the reward of the inheritance: 
for ye serve the Lord Christ. 

25 But he that doeth wrong shall re- 
ceive for the wrong which he hath done: 
and there is no respect of persons. 

CHAPTER 4 

M asters, give unto your servants 
that which is just and equal; 
knowing that ye also have a Master in 
heaven. 

2 Continue in prayer, and watch in the 
same with thanksgiving; 

3 Withal praying also for us, that God 
would open unto us a door of utterance, 
to speak the mystery of Christ, for which 
X am also in bonds; 

4 That X may make it manifest, as X 
ought to speak. 
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5 Walk in wisdom toward them that 
are'witfiout, 'redeeming the time. ■ ■ 

6 Let your speech be always with 
grace, seasoned with salt, that ye may 
know how ye ought to answer every 
'man. 

7 All my state shall Tych^i-cus declare 
unto you, who is a beloved brother, and 
a faithful minister and fellow servant in 
&e Lord: 

8 Whom I have sent unto you for the 
same purpose, that he might know your 
estate, and comfort your hearts; 

9 With O-nes'i-mds, a faithful and be- 
loved brother, who is one of you. They 
shall make known unto you all things 
which are done here, 

10 Arls-tar'chus my fellow prisoner 
saluteth you, and Marcus, sister’s son 
to Barnabas, (touching whom ye re- 
ceived commandments: if he come unto 
you, receive him;) 

11 And Jesus, which is called Justus, 
who are of the circumcision. These only 
are my fellow workers unto the king- 
dom of God, which have been a comfort 
unto me. 


12 Sp'a-phras, who is one of you, a 
servant of Christ, saluteth you, ^ways 
laboring fervently for you in prayers, 
that ye may stand perfect and complete 
in all the will of God. 

13 For I bear him record, that he hath 
a great zeal for you, and them that are 
in La-6dl-s;e''a, and them in Hi'er- 
ap'6-lis. 

14 Luke, the beloved physician, and 
Be'mas, greet you. 

15 Salute the brethren which are in 
La-6d'i-pe''a, and Nym''phSs, and the 
church which is in his house, 

16 And when this epistle is read among 
you, cause that it be read also in the 
church of the La-6dJ-ce'an§; and that 
ye likewise read the epistle from La- 
od^i-ce'd. 

17 And say to Ar-€hip''pus, Take heed 
to the ministry which thou hast received 
in the Lord, that thou fulfil it. 

18 The salutation by the hand of me 
Paul. Remember my bonds. Grace he 
with you. Amen.

CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, and Sil-va'nfis, and Ti-mo- 
the-us, unto the church of the Thhs- 
sa-16‘'ni-an§ which is in God the Father, 
and in the Lord Jesus Christ: Grace be 
xmto you, and peace, from God our 
Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2 We give thanks to God always for 
you all, making mention of you in omr 
prayers; 

3 Remembering without ceasing your 
work of faith, and labor of love, and pa- 
tience of hope in our Lord Jesus Christ, 
in the sight of God and our Father; 

4 Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God. 

5 For our gospel came not unto you in 
word only, but also in power, and in the 
Holy Ghost, and in much assurance; as 
ye know what manner of men we were 
among you for your sake. 

6 And ye became followers of us, and 


of the Lord, having received the word 
in much affliction, with joy of the Holy 
Ghost: 

7 So that ye were ensamples to all that 
believe in Macedonia and A-ehala. 

8 For from you sounded out the word of 
the Lord not only in Macedonia and 
A-cha'ia, but also in every place your 
faith to God- ward is spread abroad; so 
that we need not to speak any thing. 

9 For they themselves show of us what 
manner of entering in we had unto you, 
and how ye turned to God from idols to 
serve the living and true God; 

10 And to wait for his Son from heaven, 
whom he raised from the dead, even 
-Jesus, which delivered us from the 
wrath to come. 

CHAPTER 2 

F or yourselves, brethren, Imow our 
entrance in unto you, that it was 
not in vain: 


lTHESSAI,OmAN:3-2,,3 ' 

2 Btit even after that we had suffered 
hefore, and were shamefully entreated, 
as ye Icndw, at Phi-Hp'pi, we were bold 
in our God to speak unto you the gospel 
of God with much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of deceit, 
nor of uncleanness, nor in guile: 

4 But as we were allowed of God to he 
put in trust with the gospel, even so we 
‘speak; not as pleasing men, but God, 
which trieth our hearts. 

5 For neither at any time used we 
Mattering words, as ye know, nor a cloak 
of covetousness; God is witness: 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, neither 
of you, nor yet of others, when we might 
have been burdensome, as the apostles 
of Christ. 

7 But we were gentle among you, even 
as a nurse cherisheth her chSdren: 

8 So being affectionately desirous of 
you, we were willing to have imparted 
unto you, not the gospel of God only, 
but also our own souls, because ye were 
dear unto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our 
labor ana travail: for laboring night and 
day, because we would not be chargeable 
unto any of you, we preached unto you 
the gospel of God. 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God also, 
how holily and justly and imblaraably 
we behaved ourselves among you that 
believe: 

11 As ye know how we exhorted and 
comforted and charged every one of you, 
as a father doth his children, 

12 That ye would walk worthy of God, 
who hath called you unto his kingdom 
and glory. 

13 For this cause also thank we God 
without ceasing, because, when ye re- 
ceived the word of God which ye heard 
of us, ye received it not as the word of 
men, but, as it is in truth, the word of 
God, which effectually worketh also in 
you that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became followers 
of the churches of God which in Judea 
are in Christ Jesus: for ye also have suf- 
fered like things of your own country- 
men, even as they have of the Jews: 

15 Who both killed the Lord Jesus, 
and their own prophets, and have per- 
secuted us; and they please not God, 
and are contrary to all men: 

16 Forbidding us to speak to the (j^n- 
tUeg that they might he saved, to fill up

their sins always: for the wrath is come 
upon them to the uttermost. 

17 But we, brethren, being taken from 
you for a short time in presence, not in 
heart, endeavored the more abundantly 
to see your face with great desire. 

18 Wherefore we would have come tm- 
to you, even I Paul, once and again; but 
Satan hindered us, 

19 For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even ye in 
the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ 
at his coming? 

20 For ye are our glory and joy, 

CHAPTERS 

"T IT THEREFORE when we could no 

V V longer forbear, we tliought it good 
to be left at Athens alone; 

2 And sent Ti-mo"the-fis, our brother, 
and minister of God, and our fellow 
laborer in the gospel of Christ, to estab- 
lish you, and to comfort you concerning 
your faith: 

3 That no man should be moved by 
these afflictions; for yourselves know 
that we are appointed thereunto. 

4 For verily, when we were with you, 
we told you before that we should suffer 
tribulation; even as it came to pass, and 
ye know,

by some means the tempter have 
tempted you, and our labor be in vain. 

6 But now when Ti-mo'the-us came 
from you unto us, and brought us good 
tidings of your faith and charity, and 
that ye have good remembrance of us 
always, desiring greatly to see us, as we 
also to see you: 

7 Therefore, brethren, we were com- 
forted over you in all our affliction and 
distress by your faith: 

8 For now we live, if ye stand fast in 
the Lord. 

9 For v/hat thanks can we render to God 
again for you, for all the joy wherewith 
we joy for your sakes before our God; 

10 Night and day praying exceedingly 
that we might see your face, and might 
perfect that which is lacking in your 
faith? . 

11 Now God himself and our Father, 
and our Lord Jesus Christ, direct otir 
way unto you. 

12 And the Lord make you to increase 
and abound in love one toward another,

3 For this is the will of God, even your 
sanctification, that ye should abstain 
from fornication:

13 But I would not have you to be ig- 
norant, brethren, concerning them which 
are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as 
i others which have no hope. 

, 14 For if we believe that Jesus died 

and rose again, even so them also 
! which sleep in Jesus will God bring with 

I Mm. 
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15 For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we vizhich are 
alive and remain unto the coining of the 
Lord shall not prevent them wnlcli are 
asleep. 

16 For the Lord himself shali descend 

from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God; and the dead in Christ shaE, rise 
first; ~

16 Rejoice evermore, 

17 Pray without ceasing, 

18 In every thing give thanks: for this

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not prophesyings. 

21 Prove all things; hold fast that which 
is good.

7 For yourselves know how ye ought to 
follow us: for we behaved not ourselves 
disorderly among you; 

8 Neither did we eat any man’s bread 
for nought; but wrought with labor and 
travail night and day, that we might not 
be chargeable to any of you: 

9 Not because we have not power, but 
to make ourselves an ensample unto yon 
to follow us. 

10 For even when we were with you, 
this we commanded you, that if any 
would not work, neither should he eat, 

11 For we hear that there are some 
which walk among you disorderly, work- 
ing not at all, but are husybodies. 

12 Now them that are such we command 
and exhort by our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that with quietness they work, and eat 
thek own bread. 

13 But ye, brethren, he not weary in 
well doing. 

14 And if any man obey not our word 
by this epistle, note that man, and have 
no company with him, that he may be 
aslmmed. 

15 Yet count Mm not as an enemy, hut 
admonish him as a brother, 

16 Now the Lord of peace himself give 
you peace always by all means. The 
Lord be with you all.

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL ' THE. APOSTLE TO 

TIMOTHY 


CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ fey 
the commandment of God our Sav- 
iour, and Lord Jesus Christ, which is 
our hope; 

2 Unto Timothy, my own son in the 
faith: Grace, mercy, and peace, from God 
our Father, and Jesus Christ our Lord, 
3 As I besought thee to abide still at 
Eph'e-sus, when I went into Macedonia, 
that thou mightest charge some that 
they teach no other doctrine, 

4 Neither give heed to fables and end- 
less genealogies, which minister ques- 
tions, rather than godly edifying which 
is in faith: so do, 

5 Now the end of the commandment is 
charity out of a pure heart, and of a good 
conscience, and of faith imfeigned: 

6 From which some having swerved 
have turned aside unto vain jangling; 
If Desiring to be teachers of the law; 
imderstanding neither what they say, 
nor whereof they afBrra. 

S But we know that the law is good, if 
a man use it lawfully; 

9 Knowing this,' that the law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for the 
lawless and disobedient, for the ungodly 
and for sinners, for unholy and profane, 
for murderers of fathers and murderers 
of mothers, for manslayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them that 
defile themselves with mankind, for 
menstealers, for liars, for perjured per- 
sons, and if there be any other thing that 
is contrary to sound doctrine; 

11 According to the glorious gospel of 
the blessed God, which was conmiitted 
to my trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our Lord, 
who hath enabled me, for that he 
counted me faithful, putting mednto the 
ministry; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, and 
a persecutor, and injurious: but I ob- 
tained mercy, because I did it ignorantly 
in unbelief. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was ex- 
ceeding abundant with faith and love 
which is in Christ Jesus. 


15 This is a faithM saying, and wortity 
of ah acceptation, that: Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners; of 
whom I am chief. 

16 Howheit for this cause I obtained 
mercy, that in me first Jesus Christ 
might show forth all long-suffering, for 
a pattern to them which should here- 
after believe on him to life everlasting. 

17 Now unto the ICing eternal, im! 
mortal, invisible, the only wise God, be 
honor and glory for ever and ever, 
Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee, son 
Timothy, according to the prophecies 
which went before on thee, that thou by 
them mightest war a good warfare; 

19 Holding faith, and a good con- 
science; which some having put away, 
concerning faith have made shipwreck; 

20 Of whom is Hy''men-e'iis and ^ex- 
ander; whom I have delivered unto 
Satan, that they may leam not to bias- 
pheme. 

CHAPTER 2 

I EXHORT therefore, that, first of aH, 
SuppEcations, prayers, intercessions, 
and giving of thanks, be made for all 
mem 

2 'For kings, and for all that are in 
authority; that we may lead a quiet and 
peaceable Efe in all godliness and 
honesty. 

3 For this is good and acceptable in the 
sight of God our Saviour; 

4 Who wiE have all men to be saved, 
and to come unto the knowledge of the 
truth. 

5 For there is one God, and one media- 
tor between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom for all, 
to be testified in due time. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained a preacher, 
and an apostle, (I speak the truth in 
Christ, and He not,) a teacher of the 
Gen'tneg in faith and verity, 

8 I will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting, 

9 In like manner also, that women

CHAPTER 1 

T^AUL. a servant of God, and an 
ST apostle of Jesus Christ, according to 
the faith of God’s elect, and the ac- 
knowledging of the truth which is after 
godliness; 

2 In hope of eternal life, which God> 
that cannot lie, promised before the 
world began; 

3 But hath in due times manifested his 
word through preaching, which is com- 
mitted unto me according to the com- 
mandment of God our Saviour; 

4 To Titus, mine own son after the com- 
mon faith: Grace, mercy, and peace, 
from God the Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

5 For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the 
things that are wanting, and ordain elders 
in every city, as I had appointed thee: 

6 If any be blameless, the husband of 
one wife, having faithful children not 
accused of riot or unruly.

P AUL, a prisoner of Jesus CMst, and

2 And to our beloved Apph'i-a, and 
Ar-eMp'pds our fellow soldier, and to 
the, church ..in thy house: 

3 Grace to yon, and peace, from God 
onr Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
4 I thank my God, making mention of 
thee aXw&fs in my prayers, 

5 Hearing of thy love and faith, which 
thou hast toward the Lord Jesus, and 
toward all saints; 

6 That the communication of thy faith 
may become effectual by the acknowl- 
edging of every good thing which is in 
you in Christ Jesus. 

7 For we have great joy and conso- 
lation in thy love, because the bowels 
of the saints are re&eshed by thee, 
brother. 

8 Wherefore, though 1 mi^t be mudx 
bold in Christ to enjoin thee that which 
is convenient, 

9 Yet for love’s sake I rather beseech 
thee, being such a one as Paul the aged, 
and now also a prisoner of Jesus Christ. 

10 I beseech thee for my son 0-nSsT- 
miis, whom I have begotten in my 
bonds: ’ 

11 Which in time past was to thee un- 
profitable, ljut now profitable to thee- 
and to me:. 

12 Whom I have sent again: thou 
therefore receive him, that is, mine own 
bowels; 

13 Whom I would have retained with 


me, that in ihy stead he might have 
ministered imto me in the bonds of the 
gospel: 

14 But without thy irund would I do 
nothing; that thy benefit should not be 
as it were of necessity, but willingly. 

15 For perhaps he therefore departed 
for a season, that thou shouldest receive 
him for ever; 

16 Hot now as a servant,* but above a 
servant, a brother beloved, specially to 
me, but how much more uuto thee, both 
in the flesh, and in the Lord? 

17 If thou count me therefore a partner, 
receive Mm as myself. 

18 If he hath wronged thee, or oweth 
thee aught, put that on mine account; 

19 1 Paul have written it with mine own 
hand, I will repay it: albeit I do not say 
to thee how thou ©west unto- me even 
thine own self besides. 

20 Yea, brother, let me have joy of thee 
in the Lord: refresh my bowels in the 
Lord. 

21 Having confidence in thy obedience 
I wrote unto thee, knowing that thou 
wilt also do more than I say. 

22 But withal prepare me also a lodg- 
ing: for I trust that through your prayers 
I shall be given unto you. 

23 There salute thee £p'a-phras, my 
fellow prisoner m Christ Jesus; 

24 Marcus, Ar'is-tar'ehfis, De'mas, 
Lu'cas, my fellow laborers.

9 And as I may so say, Levi also, who 
receiveth tithes, paid tithes in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Mel-chig^e-dec met him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by the 
Le-vifi-cal priesthood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further 
need was there that another priest 
should rise after the order of Mel-

7 For if that first covenant had been major 
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8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, that 
the way into the holiest of all was not 
yet made manifest, while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing:

12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he entered 
in once into the holy place, having ob- 
tained eternal redemption for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of goats, 
and the ashes of a heifer sprinkling the 
unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of 
the fiesh; 

14 How much more shall the blood of 
Christ, who through the eternal ^irit 
offered himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the mediator 
of the new testament, that by means of 
death, for the redemption of the trans- 
gressions that were under the first 
testament, they which are called might 
receive the promise of eternal in- 
heritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there must 
also of necessity he the death of the 
testator. 

17 For a testament is of force after 
men are dead: otherwise it is of no 
strength at all while the testator Hveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first testa- 
ment was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, with water, and scarlet wool, 
and hyssop, and sprinkled both the 
book and all the people, 

. 20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled likewise 
with blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the vessels of the ministry.

22 And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that the 

attems of things in the heavens should

24 For Christ is not entered into t&e 
holy places made with hands, which m 
the figures of the true; but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of 
God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year with blood of 
others; 

26 For then must he often have suf- 
fered since the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sin by the 
sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment: 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them that 
look for him shaU he appear the second 
time without sin unto s^vation. 

CHAPTER 10 

F or the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not the 
very image of the things, can never with 
those sacrifices, which they offered year 
by year continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have ceased 
to be offered? because that the wor- 
shippers once purged should have had 
no more conscience of sins. 

3 But in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance again made of sins every 
year. 

4 For it is not possible that the Mood 
of bulls and of goats should take away 
sins. 

5 Wherefore, when he cometh into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
prepared me: 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of me) 
to do thy will, O God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and ofier-' 
ing for sin thou wouldest not, neither
